long as the effects of the poiſon are local, and 


confined to or near the genitals, the diſorder is 
not called Syphilis, Lues Venerea, or Pox ; but 
diſtinguiſhed by ſome peculiar name, according 
to its different ſeat or appearance; ſuch as Clap, 
abs, K 1 

Concerning the nature of the venereal poiſon, 
we know no more than we do about that of the 
ſmall-pox or any other contagion; we know 
only that it produces peculiar effects, which yield 
to a peculiar mode of treatment. It affects, 
like the ſcrophula, the lymphatic ſyſtem and the 


bones. Monkeys die ſometimes during cold 


weather in England of the ſcrophula, but they 
are never affected with the ſyphilis; and the 
reſt of animals ſeem, as far as we know, to be 
as little ſuſceptible of being affected by the ve- 
nereal poiſon as the monkeys. Baydford, how- 
ever, thinks they may be infected, but mentions 
no authority for his opinion. M. de Pano 


likewiſe mentions, without naming his ſource, 


that dogs are liable to be affected with the vene- 
real diſeaſe in Peru, but not in North America. . 
"The finalleſt particle of this, poiſon is ſoff 
cient to bring on the moſt violent diſorder over 


the whole body. It ſeems to ſpread and diffuſe 


itſelf by a kind of fermentation and aſſimilation 
of matter ; and, like other contagions, it re- 
quires ſome time, after being applied to the hu- 


man body, before it produces that effect. It is 


not known whether it has different degrees of

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acrimony and volatility, or whether it is always 
the ſame.in its nature, varying only with regard 


to the particular part to which it is applied, or 


according to the different habit and conſtitution, 
or particular idioſyncraſy, of the perſon who 
receives the infection. We know that mercury 
poſſeſſes a certain and ſpecific power of deſtroy- 


ing the venereal virus: but we are quite uncer- 


tain whether it acts by its ſedative, aſtringent, 
or evacuant quality; or if not perhaps rather 
by a chemical elective attraction, whereby both 
ſubſtances uniting with one another, are chan- 
ged into a third, which is no more hurtful, but 
has. ſome new properties entirely diſtin from 
thoſe which any of them NAG before they were 


united. 


The variolous miaſma, we know, 8 its 
effects in about twenty or twenty - four days af- 


ter the infection is received from the atmoſphere, 
and eight or ten days if by inoculation; but the 
venereal virus ſeems to keep no particular pe- 
riod. At ſome times, and perhaps in payticular 


perſons, it requires a longer time to produce its 
effects than at other times, or in other perſons. 


T have ſeen ſhankers ariſe in the ſpace of twelve 


hours, nay in a ſtill ſhorter time, indeed I might 
ſay in a few. minutes, after an impure coition; 
whereas, in moſt caſes, they make their appear- 
ance only in as many days. The generality of 
men feel the firſt ſymptoms of a clap between 
the ſecond and fifth day after an impure coitus; 
but there are inſtances where they do not appear 

till after as many weeks or months. About ten 


years ago, I was conſulted by A young man 
2 ; who 
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who Apis, ſeized: with Aa widlear 1 from 
the glans ( Blennorrhagia balani), along with a 
— but without any ſhankers, four weeks 
after coition; and during all the interval, he 
felt not the leaſt ſymptom of the diſeaſe. Some 
years ago, a gentleman went out from London 
in ſeemingly perfect health to the Eaſt Indies; 
but on his arrival in chat hot climate, after a 
voyage of four months, a violent clap. broke 
but before he went on ſhare, though he could 
have received no infection during the voyage, 
as there was not a woman on board. 
There are inſtances which render it probable 
chat the virus may lie four, five, or ſix weeks, 
and perhaps longer, on the ſurface of the geni- 
tals before it is abſorbed; and were it not then 
to produce a ſhanker, might probably not be 
abſorbed at all. We ſee daily examples, where 
common women communicate the infection to 
different men in the ſpace of ſeveral weeks, 
while they themſelves nan not the leaſt ſyphi- 
litic ſymptom, local or univerſal; the poiſon 
lying all that time in the vagina ne and | 
"generally. without being abſorbed. 
How long the venercal virus may lurk in the 
dolly: itſelf, after it has been abſorbed into the 4 
maſs of blood, before it produces any ſenſible t

effects, is a matter of equal-uncertainty. There 
is ſcarce a practitioner Who has not obſerved 

inſtances of its remaining harmleſs for weeks, 

or even months, in the body. I had acceſs 
to obſerve a caſe, where, after lying dormant 1 
for half a year, it broke out with unequivocal |

My patient was aſtoniſhed; and aſſured me, that 
for nine years paſt he 1 not had the leaſt ve- 
nereal complaint, nor had he any reaſon to be. 


lieve he had ſince received any infection: but 


at that time he had been in the Eaſt Indies, 


where he was affected with a violent lap. On 


his return to Europe, being to appearance in 
perfect health, he married, and continued per- 
fectly free of any ſuch complaint ever ſince. By 
a mercurial courſe, however, the complaint for 
which he ned to me Was completely: mo.

Some perſons are more liable to be infected 
than others ſeemingly of the ſame habit; nay, 
the very ſame perſon ſeems to be more liable to 
be infected at one time than at another; and 
thoſe who have been once infected ſeem to be 


more liable to catch the infection a ſecond time 


than thoſe who never were infected before with 
the diſeaſe. The climate, ſeaſon, age, ſtate of 


health, idioſyncraſy, are perhaps, as in other 


diſeaſes, the neceſſary prediſpoſing: cauſes. The 
ſame difference is obſervable in the progreſs 
made by the diſeaſe after the patient is infected. 


In ſome the progreſs is flow, and the diſeaſe | 
appears ſcarce to gain any ground ; while in 


others it advances with the utmoſt rapidity, and 
1 produces the moſt terrible ſymptoms. 
At what time this dreadful malady (the very 


id of which poiſons the ſource of our moſt 


happy moments) was firſt known among man- 
kind in general, or in Europe in particular, is a 
matter I cannot pretend to decide. Thus much 
we may affirm from the accounts tranſmitted to 
us by ancient writers, that the lues, with its 
horrid and fatal ſymptoms, ſuch as we find it 
firſt deſcribed by medical and other writers to- 
wards the end of the fifteenth century, had 


been unknown. among our Greek or Roman 


anceſtors, though undoubtedly as licentious 
as their barbarous or refined poſterity, Lo- 
cal complaints of the genitals, indeed, very 
much like our Keſent venereal complaſnrs of

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thoſe 5 in both ſexes, were known and ac- 
curately/delineated by many of the ancient wri- 
ters: Such are the different complaints deſcribed. 
by AxTtvs as well as thoſe related by PAurbs 
OF INA, and more eſpecially the corroding ul. 
cers of the prepuce and glans ; the diſcharge of thin 
ſanious matter from the peniss the mortification and

deſcribed by CELsvs®. But none of theſe we find. 
any where marked as contagious, as propagated 
by coition, or as producing ſymptoms like thoſe 
we now obſerve produced by the venereal virus 


when abſorbed and diffuſed through the ſyſtem; 


which, if they had ever happened, there is 
great reaſon to believe we would have been in- 


formed bf by the medical, ſatirical, or hiſtori- 


cal writers of thoſe times; who were very careful 
and ſagacious obſervers, and otherwiſe far from 


Ans, us very favourable accounts of the cha- 


ſtity of the Roman ladies. 
Though, however, theſe local complaints, fo 


much reſembling our preſent venereal ones, 


were not marked or oblerved to be contagious 
and propagated by coition at fo early a period, 
they were a few centuries after, a long while 
before the lues broke out, experienced and ob- 
ſerved to be ſo, by ſeveral ſucceſſive writers; 
and that thoſe diſeaſes were the very ſame with

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am intolerably ſtinking ichorous diſcharge from̃ 
the ſame, ſwelling and caries of the bones, tor- 
menting the patients with the moſt excrucia- 


ting pains; called at the times the Gallic Diſeaſe 


(morbus Gallicus), and which ſoon after obtained 


tlie more proper name of Venereal Diſeaſe (ues 


venerea, ſyphilis), firſt appeared in Europe, is 
difficult and perhaps impoſſible exactly ro de- 
termine: ſo much is certain, that this new dif- 
eaſe broke out towards the end of the fif- 


teenth century, between the years 1484 and 


1494; and from the ſeveral writers of thoſe 
times, and the critical inquiries made by the 


late Dr Sanchea à, and more particularly by the 
laſt mentioned ingenious Dr Henſler, it is highly 
Probable that this diſeaſe had really exiſted in 


Europe ſeveral years before Columbus firſt re- 
turned from the Caribbee iſlands. 2 
It is, at leaſt, undoubtedly wrong in us, to 


conclude that the diſeaſe was brought to Europe 


from the Weſt Indies, becauſe it appeared and 
became epidemic here at the time when Colum- 
bus returned from his firſt voyage 1493: or to 
ſay, that, becauſe it had been epidemic there, 
it was brought from thence to us. I think it 
might be equally reaſonable to allege, that it 
was brought into different parts of the globe by 


the ſame cauſe, at the ſame time. However, ſa 


far down as to the middle of the ſixteenth centu- 
ty, this diſeaſe was unknown altogether in

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South-weſt America; and in ſome parts of North 
America, it was not yet known of late. Curi- 
ous and remarkable it is, that the firſt twenty 
years after the appearance of this new and pe- 
Sliar diſeaſe, it was aſcribed to a paſtilential 
temperature of the air; ; and nobody, neither phy- 
ſician, or any other perſon, had the leaſt idea or 
ſuſpicion of its being ever communicated by cpi- 
tion, or in the leaſt connected with any ane 
from the urethra or ulcers, of the genitals. y 
Indeed no mention is made by any of the 
earlier writers on the venereal $4 45 5 the ge- 
nitals being any way ever affected; and the gift 
eaſe was at that period looked upon as 4 kind af 
plague (Peſtis, Morbus Paſlilentialit). Only, in 
the beginning of the ſixteenth century, Finctor, 
Torella, and Almenar, firſt mention, that the vc 
nereal diſeaſe begins in the genitals, and from 
thence is ſpread and diſſeminated; which, how- 
ever, was at the time denied by others to be al- 
ways F „„ 
Was this new cutaneous diſeaſe really a dif- 
ſereut diſeaſe at the time? and was it only after- 
wards, by being united or blended with the virus 
that produced blennorrhagias and ulcers of the 
enitals long before, that it transformed itſelf,

Were the local diſeaſes of the genitals of former 
ages, and the cutaneous epidemic plague of the

| Whether the venereal poiſon can be abſorbed 
into the ſyſtem, without a previous excoriation 
or ulceration of the genitals, or ſome other

It has been alerted by the earlieſt and even 
by ſome late writers, that it may be caught by 
lying in the ſame bed or living in the ſame room 
with or. after an infected perſon *. What may 
Haye been the caſe at the commencement of this 
diſeaſe; I cannot ſay; but, from the moſt accu- 


rate Gbſervations and experiments I have made 


upon the ſubject, I have never been able to con- 
frm this to be the caſe in our times. Nor do

with regard to this matter; and the above 
nion eafily gains ground among the vulgar, 65 
ſpecially in countries where people are more in- 
fluenced by prejudices, ſuperſtition, ſervile fi- 
tuation in life, or other circumſtances. Hence 
we ſometimes hear the moſt ridiculous accounts 
given 1n thoſe. countries, by friars and common 
4 Idiers, of the manner by which they came t 
this diſorder: Such as piles, gravel, colics, con- 
tuſions, fevers, little-houſes, lying in ſuſpected 
beds, or lying in a bed with a ſuſpected pe ron, 
retention of the ſemen, coitus with a wok 
menſtruation, the uſe of cyder, bad Wine 
beer, &c. een i, 

Another queſtion, which I am equally unable 
to decide, is, Whether the venereal poiſon ever 
infects any fluid of our body beſides the mucous 
and lymphatic ſyſtem. Hence I am in doubt, 
whether the venereal poiſon in an infected wo- 
man ever affects the milk; and conſequently 
whether the infection can thus be conveyed to 
the infant by the milk alone, without any vene- 
real ulcers on or about the nipples. It is equal- 
ly a matter of uncertainty to me, whether the 
venereal diſeaſe is ever conveyed from an infec- 
ted father or mother, by coition, to the fœtus, 
Provided their genitals are ſound: or, whether 
a child is ever affected with venereal ſymptoms 
in the uterus of an infected mother. Such in- 
fected infants as came under my on obſerva- 


tion, 


. | | 
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or that of my friends, whoſe practice af- 
| werd: them frequent opportunities of ſeeing 
new. born infants, ſeemed rather to militate 
_ the opinion. Neither I myſelf, nor 
of them, have ever been able to obſerve 
r or other fymptoms of a venereal kind up- 
on newborn children; and ſuch as make their 
appearance four, ſix, eight, or more days after- 
wards, on the genitals, anus, lips, mouth, &c. 
may rather be ſuppoſed to arife by infection 
during the paſſage from ulcers in the vagina of 
the mother; the ſkin of the infant being then 
nearly in as tender a ſtate as the glans penis 
or the labia; and this is perhaps the time when 
an abſorption of the venereal poiſon might ea- 
fier take place without a previous excoriation 
or ulceration of the ſkin. 

All the ways, therefore, by which we ſee, in 
our days, the venereal poiſon communicated 
from an unhealthy to an healthy perſon, may 
be reduced to the following heads: 

1. By the cbition of an healthy perſon zoith ano- 
ther who is infected with venereal Jymptoms . the 
genitals. | 
2. By the coition of an healthy perfon with ano- 

ther apparently healthy, in whoſe genitals the poiſon 
lies concealed, without having yet produced any bad 
ſymptoms, Thus, a woman who has perhaps re- - 
ceived the infection from a man two or three

the mouth of the child; or, vice ver/a,' the nip- 
ples of the nurſe being infected, will occaſion 
venereal ulcers in the child's noſe, mouth, or 
lips. I have mentioned above, that 1 was un- 
certain, whether the venereal poiſon was ever 
Propagated by means of the milk from the breaſt, 

4. By expoſing to the contact of the' venereal poiſon 
any part of the ſurface of the body, by kiſſing, 
touching, &c. eſpecially if the parts ſo expoſed - 
have been previouſly excoriated, wounded, or 
ulcerated, by any cauſe whatever. In this man- 
ner we frequently ſee venereal ulcers ariſe in 
the ſcrotum and thighs ; and there are ſome 
well. atteſted inſtances where the infection took 

lace in the fingers of midwives or ſurgeons. I 
have likewiſe ſeen ſeveral inſtances of venereal 
ulcers in the noſtrils, eye-lids, and lips, of per- 
ſons who had touched their own genitals, or 
thoſe of others, affected at the time with local 
venereal complaints, and then rubbed their no- 
ftrils, &c. with the fingers, without previouſly 
waſhing the hands. 

We had a few years ago here-in London, a 
melancholy example of a young lady, who, af 
ter having drawn a decayed tooth, and replaced 
it with one taken immediately from a young 
woman apparently in perfect health, was ſoon 
after affected with an ulcer in the e The 
ſore manifeſted ſymptoms of a venereal nature: 
but * Was its nnn that it reliſted the 

moſt 
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moſt — mercurial remedies, terminating 
at laſt in a caries of the maxilla, with a moſt 
ſhocking eroſion of the mouth and face; by 
which the unhappy patient was deſtroyed : du- 
ring all this, however, we are informed, not the 
ſmalleſt venereal ſymptom was perceived i in the 


Woman from whom the found tooth was procu-

cet or knife infected with the venereal virus. In 
this inſtance there is a ſimilarity between the 


venereal poiſon and that of the ſmall-pox: We 


have ſeveral-examples of the latter being pro- 
duced by bleeding with a lancet which Nut 
been previouſly employed for the purpoſe of 
inoculation, or of opening variolous puſtules; 
without being properly cleaned afterwards. In 


Moravia, in the year 1577, a number of perſons 


who, being afſembled in a houſe for bathing, had 
themſelves; according to the cuſtom of that 


time, ſcarified by the barber, were all of thein 


infected with the venereal diſeaſe, and treated 
accordingly. Krato the phyſician, and Fordan 
who gave a deſcription of this diſtemper, are 
both of opinion that it was communicated by 
means of the ſcarifying inſtrument. And Van 
Swieten relates ſeveral inſtances where the lues 
was communicated by a ſimilar careleſſneſs in 
cleaning the inſtrument uſed in bleeding or ſea- 


ö rification. 


No branch of the medical art has, as far as my 
knowledge extends, received ſo many valuable 


improvements from modern practice as the treat- 


ment of the different venereal * 8. Theſe 
| im- 
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mprovenlents, I venture to ſay were pin · 
— made, becauſe medical men themſelves 
were as much ſubject to theſe complaints as 
any other perſon; and I believe, that, amongſt 
the various diſeaſes to which mankind are ſub« 


ject, chere is none of - which the cure is now 
more eaſy and certain than the venereal diſeaſe, 


if properly and judicioufly treated: but if, on 


the other fide, neglected, or unſkilfully treated, 


we {ce it often not only extremely obſtinate, but 
ſometimes incurable and fatal; and it is a Well. 
known truth, that many perſons have their en- 


ſtitution broken, and ſuffer more by the prepo- 


ſterous treatment than by the diſeaſe itſelf. 
Vet there is ſcarce any diſeaſe in which more 
people pretend to ſkill than in this; and among 
the whole herd of quacks, there is hardly 
one who does not pretend to ſome ſuperior 
knowledge, or to the poſſeſſion of ſome parti - 
cular noſtrum, which he {ſets forth as the beſt 
and moſt infallible remedy for this diſorder in 
all its various ſtages. Thus, with conſummate 
impudence, they impoſe on ſuch patients as have 
the misfortune to fall into their hands, and who, 
ſooneror later, generally ſuffer ſeverely for their 
credulity; whereas it is beyond doubt, that the 
cure of this diſtemper iu all its various ſtages, re- 
quires not only a great degree of judgment in the 
choice and doſe of the medicines, but likewiſe 
ſach an exact knowledge of the conſt itution of 
the patient, as is not to be obtained but by atten- 
tive experience and judicious obſer vation. Hence 
more than common abilities are often requiſite 
perfectly and 5 cure a confirmed lues, 
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or venereal complaints which have 2 pre- 


poſterouſſy treated. The great number of un- 


fortunate victims to ignorance and rapacity, 
which we daily ſee, are but ſo many confirma- 
tions of the truth of this aſſertion. SOILS 
From the moſt authentic accounts, it cannot 
ba doubted that venereal . complaints were for- 
merly much more dreadful, violent, and even 
not unfrequently fatal. This is generally im- 


puted to the more malignant nature of the poi- 


ſon at that time; and it is ima ined that it af- 
terwards grew more mild. This may indeed 
be true in ſome reſpects ; though, on the other 


"fide, I have ſeen the diſeaſe, with all its differ- 


ent ſymptoms, in a number of inſtances, as vio- 
lent and inveterate as ever deſcribed by any au- 


thor of the ſixteenth or ſeventeenth century. 


We ſee, however, in general, thoſe dreadful com- 
plaints now by far not ſo often in Europe. This 
may indeed be partly owing to the venereal poi- 
ſon having grown milder by its diffuſion through 
mankind ; but greatly, I think, to the improve- 


ments ne”; in the treatment of this diſeaſe, and 


more eſpecially to the enlightened principles of 
humanity ſpreading all over Europe, and happi- 


ly ſucceeding the barbarous ſuperſtition and 


cruelty of former times. We no longer abhor 
or expoſe thoſe poor unhappy wretches on the 
dunghill, or let them die, as the Kalmucks do 
their brethren and children affected with the 


ſmall-pox, without giving them the leaſt aſſiſt- 


ance: both ſexes, being in our times leſs expo- 
ſed to the prejudice of others, apply ſooner for 
relief, and obtain it more eaſily from more hu-

mane and better inſtructed phyſicians and ſur- 
geons; and I am perſuaded it is owing princi- 
pally to this, that the diſeaſe is not only leſs 
frequent, but in all its different ſymptoms leſs 
violent, in London, than in any other capital in 
Europe: People of the lower claſs have not on- 
ly ſo many places where they obtain advice and 
medicines from unprejudiced and ſkilful perſons 
for nothing; but thoſe of the female-ſex, who 
would perhaps be detained by ſhame from ap- 
_ plying to ſuch a place, eaſily find ſome benevo- 
lent perſon who will give them money to ſup- 
port themſelves during their miſerable ſituation; 
and as eaſily a medical man, who will undertake 
to cure them without expecting any retnuneration 
whatſoever. I know this is no where the caſe 
on the continent of Europe : beſides, the gene- 
rality of their phyſicians and ſurgeons, not ha- 
ving the advantage of ſuch a liberal education; 
have not ſeldom more confined notions of mo- 
rality, and often but a very ſuperficial know- 
ledge of this diſeaſe; Our phyſicians and ſur- 
geons, do not think themſelves authoriſed to 
reproach their venereal patients with their 
miſery in a rude and inhuman manner ; nor 
are they ſo infatuated with ſuperſtition; as 
to believe; and look upon themſelves as the cho- 
ſen inſtruments of heaven, to puniſh thoſe poor 
creatures for thoſe imaginary crimes; rather 
than to relieve them, as I have a thouſand times 
heard even in ſeveral great capitals on different 
parts of the continent. Our magiſtrates and 
police do not force theſe wretches into a priſon, 
or into an hoſpital not very different from a pri- 

| = 2h | ſon ; 
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fon; but they are ſatisfied to put in their way 
all poſſible means to procure relief for them- 
ſelves. In other countries, where goverment 
purſues a different plan, where poor venereal 
patients have no place of reſort, where they are 
expoſed to die of hunger during the cure, or 
where they are even intimidated from applying 
in time; in thoſe countries I have frequently 
ſeen the diforder in its moſt horrid ſtages, and 
ſuch as are almoſt unknown in this country. In 
thort, let a perſon make the tour of Europe, and 
only take notice of the venereal patients, as well 
thoſe who are confined in hoſpitals, as thoſe 
who live or die unnaticed, under the moſt hor- 
rid ſymptoms of this diſcaſe, in their private a- 
bodes ; and he will, in my opinion, be able to 
form as ſolid a judgment of the comparative 
Progrets of enlightened principles of govern- 
ments in different countries, from theſe obſer- 
vations, as from any other inquiry whatſoever. 
He will be aſtoniſhed to find at this day ſuch a 
ifttrence between the ſeveral governments with 
regard to barbarity and humanity, as I found 
with reſpect to ſcience and learning, not many 
years ago, between two modern univerſities; I 
mean Gorttingen in Hanover, and Louvain in the 
Netherlands. In the former, every inftitution 
ſeems calculated to inculcate upon the minds of 
young mem every kind of uſeful knowledge, and 
the moſt liberal principles of philanthropy ; 
Whiercas, in the latter, every thing ſeems to 
_ conſpire to keep the youth in ſuperſtition and 
ignorance, and to engrave in their hearts all the 
5 Principles of intolerance and hatred of true 
2:20 | learning 
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learning of every kind, for which we now ſo 
juſtly blame our forefathers. 

I have at leaſt hitherto found, in my differ- 
ent travels, the frequeney and violence of ve- 
nereal complaints in different countries, to be 
exactly in proportion to the degree in which 


knowledge and liberal principles are deſſemina- 


ted among the different nations. From theſe 
obſervations, I am led to believe, that if a ju- 
dicious plan, with proper regulations and pres 
cautions, was adopted by any government, in 
whatever climate, all the violent ſymptoms of 
the venereal diſeaſe would not only be rendered 
uncommon, but the diſeaſe itſelf might be, if 
not entirely eradicated, at leaſt greatly dimi- 
niſhed in its frequency: But ſuch a plan, though 
eaſily conceived and executed, ſeems not yet 
adapted to the taſte of the preſent age, but ra- 
ther calculated for. our humane, leſs prejudiced, 
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On the BLENNORRHAGIA or CLap,

* This difeaſe occurs in the Latin authors under the different 
denominations. of Ganorrhea, G. Virulenta, C. Venerea, Fluor 
Albus Malignus. The name Gonorrhea is derived from the 

| Greek yo, genitura, ſemen, and pt, flus, i. e. fluxus ſeminis ; 
which is a very improper name for the diſorder in queſtion, be- 
cauſe it conveys an erroneous idea. The name Gonorrhæa im- 
plies a diſcharge of ſemen, hich never takes place in this diſ- 
order. If a Greek name is to be retained, I would call it Blen- 
. norhagia, from Pxn®, mucus, and pt, uo, i. e. Mucifluxus ( afti- 
vus); and thus diſtinguiſh it both from real gonorrheas and 
from gleets; to which latter I would give the name Blennorrhea, 
 Mucifluxus (paſſivus ), i. e. without phlogiſtic ſymptoms. In 
Engliſh, the diſeaſe is commonly called a Clap, from the old 
French word clapiers ; which were public ſhops, kept and in- 
habited by ſingle proſtitutes, and generally confined to a particu- 
lar quarter of the town, as we ſee {till to-day in ſeveral of the 
great towns in Italy; in German, a Tripper, from dripping ; 
and in French, a Chaude- piſſe, from the heat and ſcalding in 
making water : names derived from the principal ſymptoms of 
the diſeaſe. See the Noſological Table of this diſeaſe at the end 


of the following chapter. 
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paſſage; which may ariſe from any acrid ſti- 

mulus, but more eſpecially and generally from 

the venereal poiſon applied to thoſe parts. 
This diſtemper, we may obſerve, I. Is a local in- 


flammation; and therefore, like. all thoſe of the 


ſame kind, does but ſeldom affect thewholeſyſtem. 

2. The diſcharge, though the matter has a 
purulent appearance, is not a real pus, much 
leſs ſemen, as ſome patients fancy. The mat- 
ter diſcharged is nothing elſe but merely the 
mucus of the urethra or vagina ſecreted in a 
larger quantity than uſual, and changed in its 
colour and conſiſtence by the ſtimulus applied 


to theſe parts; like the mucous diſcharge from 


the noſe or lungs in a coryza, or cough from 


cold, where the mucus aſſumes nearly the ſame 


purulent appearance: for which reaſon I gave it 


the new, but I hope proper, name puriform.—lIt 


is an erroneous. notion, that this diſcharge - 
ariſes always from an ulcer in the urethra. In 
ninety-nine out of an hundred claps, per- 
haps there is no ſuch thing as, an lcer | tht 
the diſeaſe is merely a ſuperficial eryſipelatous 


inflammation of the internal membrane of the 


_ urethra, like that above-mentioned of the mu- 


cous membrane of the noſe or lungs from cold *.

* This has been hitherto rather ſuppoſed, than proved by any 
direct fact. Anatomiſts, examining the urethra of men who had 


laboured during their lifetime repeatedly under claps, found, af- 


ter death, no cicatrix in the urethra; and thence the concluſion 


was drawn, that thoſe diſcharges were generally not accompanied 
with an ulceration. This, however, would prove little or nothing; 
becauſe we ſee daily, that ſhankers on the prepuce or glans, though 


ſome- 
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1 For in this. laſt caſe, though the diſcharge has 

0 much the appearance of purulent matt r, we 
know that it does not proceed from an ulcer in 
the noſe or lungs. Thus we may eaſily; account 
for the quantity of the matter diſcharged ; and 
have no reaſon to be ſurpriſed that fo large an 

excretion as is frequently obſerved in violent 
claps, ſhould ſo little affect the conſtitution : 
while if an equal quantity of ſemen, or real 
pus, Was diſcharged, we ſhould find the conſti- 
tution and. ftrength of, our patients; materially 

injured; which, however, is hardly ever the 
caſe, even in the moſt virulent clap. 

3. I have ſaid, that the diſcharge, though 
moſt generally ariſing from the venereal virus, 
may proceed from any . ſtimulus ſufficiently 
ſtrong applied to the urethra, To diſcuſs this 
latter ſubject more fully, 1 ſhall conſider it un- 
der the three following heads.

| Itterated, as not to leave the leaſt mark of a former ulcer or ci- 
catrifation behind To conclude thence that there has never been 
any ulcer, becauſe in ſuch a cadaver we find no cicatriſation on 

| the prepuce or glans, would in this caſe be evidently wrong. 
But what anatomiſts have hitherto only ſuppoſed, is now <5 
evident by an obſeryation of my friend Dr Stoll, profeſſor of the 
practice of phyſic at Vienna. He diſſected a man who died in 
his hoſpital while labouring under a virulent clap. On opening 
the urethra carefully, he found its internal ſurface preternaturally 
red; two of the Iymphat ics white and enlarged z and the puri- 
form matter oozing out from the internal membrane, eſpecially 

at the lacuna, where the ſeat” of the. diſorder, Was, wuhout. the: 
leaſt appearance of an ulceration or excoriation. 
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© the ſtimulus applied to the cavity of the 
«urethra itſelf;“ and that conſequently, in 
coition, the virulent mucus of the vagina is 


driven, or, if I might ſo ſay, pumped or forced 


into the urethra, and not, as ſame writers have 
imagined, abſorbed by the lymphatics of the 
glans. penis, and thenee depoſited at the lacuna 
under the frenum.—If ſuch an abſorption ac- 
tually took place, we ſhould every day obſerve 


virulent runnings originally ſeated low down in 


the urethra, as well as under the frænum; 
whereas this is ſeldom or never the caſe, ' The 
ſeat of theſe runnings is always originally in 
the lacuna Morgagni, under the frænum; and 
thoſe which are found to have their ſeat at the 


curvatura penis, or lower down in the urethra, 


are not ſo at the commeneement of the diſeaſe, 
or ariſe from an internal cauſe. What has been 
ſaid of the impoſſibility of ſuch an immediate 
application of the virus to the inſide of the ure- 
thra, becaufe its orifice is cloſely ſnut up during 
erection, and therefore admits not of any ſuch 
in roduction, appears to me only to be reaſon- 
ing from an ill-grounded theory *. 

. I ſhall prove, both from well-eſtabliſhed 


principle and from practical obſervations, 


+ that claps not only may, but moſt fre-

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44 quently do, ariſe from the ſame venereal poi- 
4 {on which, applied to other parts of the body, 
4 produces ſhankers; or other ſymptoms of the 
„ Jues.” It has of late been aſſerted, even by 
ſome phyſicians of eminence, that the poiſon 
which produces a clap is different from that 
which produces the lues; and ſeveral ſpecious 
arguments have been brought in favour of this 
paradoxical opinion. This diſpute concerning 
the nature of claps, leads me into a diſcuſ- 
fion the more agreeable, as it is of confider- 
able importance in practice; and as experi- 
ments and obſervations will, I think, enable me 
to prove not only the contrary, but perfectly to 
reconcile the different opinions, and thus ſet 
the matter in a clear light, and free it from that 
obſcurity in which it has been hitherto invol- 
ved. I enter therefore into the diſcuſſion of 
this ſubject with the conſideration of the differ- 
ent reaſons alleged for that favourite doctrine. 
Fit, It is ſaid, That the poiſon which produces 
the clap does never, like that of ſhankers, pro- 
duce any venereal ſymptoms in the maſs, or the lues 
itſelf. To this I reply, that though a lues is 
ſeldom produced by a blennorrhagia, yet we are 
by no means to look upon this as univerſally 
true. The reaſon why claps do not, like 
thankers, conſtantly produce the lues, is, that 
moſt of them, if not ill treated, excite only 
a ſuperficial inflammation in the internal mem- 
brane of the urethra, without -any ulceration. 
Hence abſorption cannot eaſily take place, the 
Poiſon being out of the courſe of the circula- 
tion. But I. haye ſeen claps, through in- 
| judicious 
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judicious treatment, or where the diſeaſe had 
been originally accompanied with an ulcer of 
the urethra, followed by the moſt unequivocal 
ſymptoms of the lues itlelf. The — why 
the venereal poiſon indeed, when applied to the 
urethra, does not fo frequently produce ulcers 
as when applied to the glans, prepuce, and 
other external parts, 1s, that the internal mem- 
brane of the urethra is defended by a large 
quantity of mucus, the ſecretion of which is 
moreover augmented, ſometimes to a ſurpriſing 
degree, by the preſent ſtimulus. As long as 
this mucus 1s ſecreted in ſuch abundance, the 
paiſon is inveloped, the urethra defended, and 
thus the formation of ulcers effectually pre- 
_ vented: but if, either from the violence of the 
irritation, or from any other cauſe, this ſecre- 
tion is diminiſhed, or if by improper injections 
the mucus be waſhed away while ſome of the 
poiſon remains; I am of opinion, from more 
than twenty inftances which occurred to me, 
thaz in nine ſuch caſes out of ten, an excoria- 
tion or ulceration of the urethra, and ſubſe- 
quent pox, will be as certainly the conſequence, 
as from venereal ulcers in any other part of the 
body. If there was the ſame quantity of mucus 
between the prepuce and the plans, as there is 
jn the cavity of the urethra, we ſhould as ſel- 
dom fee ulcers there as we do in the urethra in 
cafes of ſimple blennorrhagia. We obſerve, that 
when the poiſon meets there with a large quan- 
tity of mucus, as is ſometimes the caſe, it then. 
produces no ulcers, but only a great ſecretion 
af purifarm mucus, which is commonly called a 
64 gonorrhea 
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gonorrhea ſpuria, but which with more propriety. 
may be termed a Blennorrbagin balani, i. e. an acs 
tive diſcharge from the glans or corona glandis. 
The reaſon why this kind of running is leſs fre- 
quent than thoſe from the urethra, appears to me 
to be, the ſmall quantity of mucus which in moſt 
people i is ſecreted in theſe parts; whence the vi- 
rus, not being ſufficiently ink commonly pro- 
duces theſe. eroſions, or venereal: ulcers, called 
ſhankers:— This likewiſe receives a conſiderable 
confirmation from the well-known fact, that 
women very ſeldom have ſhankers in the vagina, 
though very frequently in the labia pudendi 
and -nymphe. The mere want of a ſufficient 
quantity of mucus on the latter, accounts, in 2 
opinion, ſufficiently for this effect. 

Secondly, They maintain, That 2e poiſon of the 
clap never produces ſhankers, „ and that the pot- 
fon of ſhankers never produces a clap.—In con- 
firmation of this aſſertion, it has been ſaid, that 
a perſon who has ſhankers will never commu- 
nicate any other complaint but ſhankers, and 
that a perſon who has a clap cannot com- 
municate any thing but a clap, I will 
not deny that this is frequently the caſe; but 
repeated and attentive obſervation authoriſes me 
to fay, that, like too many other medical wri- 
ters, they have drawn a general conclufion from 
a few obſervations favourable to their own pre- 
conceived opinion. For in many cafes where [ 
had occafion to examine both parties, I have 
been convinced, that ſhankers were communi- 
cated by a perſon affected with a ſimple clap ; 


— _ vine Fragen that a virulent cap had been 
| the 
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the comics of an infection from a perſon 
having ſimple ſhankers only. But there is a 
more ſtriking proof than this, which has not 
ben taken notice of, viz. if à patient afflicted 
with a venereal running does not take care 
to keep the prepuce and glans perfectly clean, 
ſhankers will very often be produced; the cauſe 
of which may evidently be traced to the matter 
of the clap. This is one of the principal 
reaſons why, in caſes of blennorrhagia, we 
inſiſt ſo much on the parts being kept clean; 
experience having taught us, that ſhankers 
frequently ariſe from negligence. in this Par- 
ticular, even ſometimes after the running 
has 1 abated. For the ſame rea- 
ſon, I conſtantly order thofe patients to keep 
their hands clean; having ſeen repeated inſtan- 
ces of venereal ulcers in the nofe and eye-lids 
being the conſequence of this neglect. But be- 
fides this, will any man of the medical profeſ- 
ſion doubt, that matter taken from a ſhanker, 
and applied to the urethra, would not produce 
a clap? This is an experiment which I 
certainly ſhould not venture to try on myſelf. 
IJ muft conclude, therefore, that though the 
writers who have alligned\this ſecond reaſon, 
may be right in a few caſes which fell under 
their own obſervation, they are wrong. in dedu- 
cing a general rule from/a few fucts; ; as I my- 
{elf would be, in concluding from feveral con- 
trary inſtances Which I have obſerved, that 
a clap always communicates ſhankers, and 
ſhankers always a clap. Some caſes. of this 
kind 1 have ſeen, as already mentioned, where, 
9 in 
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in the fourth or fifth week of an Md 
clap, or from a neglect of external cleanli- 
neſs, ſhankers have been produced in places 
| that had been perfectly well before: but this 
ſurely would be a very ſlender reaſon for aſſert- 
ing that ſuch is always the caſe. Theſe 
ſhankers ariſing from the matter of a clap, 
were, to my obſervation, conſtantly as virulent 
and infectious as original ones; and, like theſe; 
when left to themſelves, produced the ſame per- 
nicious ſymptoms in the body; and if a perſon 
vrho has ſuch ulcers was to believe that they are 
not venereal, nor capable of bringing on the 
lues, becauſe they ſo plainly originated from 
the matter of a clap, he certainly would find 
himſelf moſt diſagreeably miſtaken. : 
-.. Thirdly, The laſt; and in their opinion the 
moſt unanſwerable, reaſon for believing that 
the virus of a clap and of a confirmed lues 
are materially different, is, as they ſay, That 
mercury never contributes to, or accelerates, the cure of 
a clap ; but that, on the contrary, every blennor- 
rhagia may be certainly cured without mercury, and 
without any danger of leaving the lues behind. — To 
this I reply, That it 1s indeed a certain and au- - 
thenticated fact, that a great many claps 
may be, and are, cured without mercury. I 
have ſeen many inſtances, where water, drunk 
for a conſiderable time, has cured the clap 
fully as well as any medicine whatever. Na- 
ture is very often able to effect a cure in 
acute diſtempers, if we would allow her to pro- 
ceed undiſturbed in her operations. Nature, 
when irritated by the poiſon, will excite a 
22 greater 
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greater ſecretion of mucus than uſual, in the 
ſame manner as the lachrymal gland pours out a 
larger quantity of water when a grain of ſand 
falls into the eye. This larger quantity of mu- 
cus anſwers the purpoſe of diluting th A poiſon 
as effectually as any medicine artificially, injeck. 

ed. Beſides, the poiſon is by this means not 
only diluted, but carried off in part by the run- 
ning; and the modern practice of curing 
claps, by injecting: ſweet oil, or other mucila- 
ginous liquors, into the arethra,. does OO 
but aſſiſt nature in this ſalutary Work. 

But though I allow that, claps may gene- 
rally be cured without mercury, yet repeated 

experience has ſhown me, that it is not always 

poſſible to accompliſh a cure in ſuch an agree- 
able manner. In thoſe caſes where the blennor- 
rhagia is of a milder kind, without any ulcer or 
excoriation in the; urethra, it may certainly 
be, radically cured without uſing à grain of 
mercury: and though mercury ſhould be given 
in ſuch caſes internally, it cannot have the leaſt 
effect; not becauſe the diſeaſe does not pro- 
ceed from a venereal poiſon, but becauſe it lies 
out of the reach of the circulation. 

To what is further alleged, that mercury 
never ſhows any power in accelerating the cure 
ofca blennorrhagia, I reply, That they not only 
confound the runnings which ariſe from the 
venereal virus, with thoſe which are occaſioned 

by other cauſes; but that they do not make a 
proper diſtinction between the internal uſe of 
o mercury and the topical application of it. I 
588i ew, thes mercury given internally can- 
Not 
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not cure ſimple claps, as the cauſe yy the 
diſeaſe lies out of its reach. But the fame 2 
ſequenee cannot be drawn concerning its te 
cal application. I am indeed perfectly con a 
ced, 106 only that mucilaginous injections, com- 
bined with mild mercurial preparations, contri- 
bute to the cure, but that they are the ſafeſt; 
ſpoedieſt, and beſt of all methods for that pur- 
poſe :. though I do not deny; that in ſimple 
claps mercury applied in chis way does not 
always produce beneficial effects; which, how- 
ever, is often owing; I think, to the uſe of im- 
r medicines or inj tions; 52:20: 
lt muſt alſo be pr EY that in this Aste, 
the: contending parties ſeem to have entirely 
overlooked the diſtinction between the ſimple 
venereal blennorrhagia and that combined with 
an ulceration of the urethra : and of ſuch im- 
portance is it to attend to this diſtinction, that 
daily experience ſhows us, that runnings of the 
latter kind are not only cured more ſafely and 
expeditiouſly by the uſe of mercury, but that 
they are very often, if not always, totally incu- 
rable without it; and that the gleets remain- 
ing after theſe claps, though they obſtinately 
reſiſt all other remedies, yet frequently very 
readily yield to the uſe of mercury, either ex- 
ternally or internally applied. I can even affirm 
with certainty, that a gleet of this latter kind, 
of any- ſtanding, n ee be Oy cured 
without it. | 
I now proceed to examine the [laſt part of 
this objection, viz, That a clap never leaves 
4 lues behind. Thas they have, no doubt, very 
-frequently 


© 
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frequently obſerved; but here they fall into the 
ſame miſtake as formerly, by not diſtinguiſnu- 


ing ſimple claps from thoſe accompanied 


with an ulceration of the urethra. Indeed it 
muſt be allowed, that an abſorption cannot ea- 
. fily take place in ſimple blennorrhagias : though 
 Iconfeſs it to be yet a matter of doubt with me, 


whether even in this caſe an abſorption and cons» 
ſequent lues do not ſometimes happen; at leaſt 
we have not a ſufficient number of obſervations 
to determine this point with certainty. 

But whatever may be the caſe in ſimple blen- 


norrhagias, it is certain, that when the diſeaſe is 

accompanied with an ulcer of the urethra, the 
parts are then diſpoſed to an abſorption of the 
virus. In theſe cireumftances, I never met with 


a fingle caſe where this abſorption did not 
take place; and, if early recourſe was not had 
to mercury, the lues moſt certainly was the 


conſequence. I have allo met with ſeveral in- 


ſtances, where, from the accidental wounding 
of a {mall hlood-veflel in the urethra by the un- 


ſkilful application of the ſyringe or catheter, 


the virus of a ſimple clap has been abſorb- 
ed, and produced unequivocal venereal ſymp- 


toms in the ſyſtem; which, notwithſtanding 
their origin, yielded very readily to mercury. 
We may therefore atluredly conclude, that there 


are {ome claps which cannot be cured with- 


out mercury; though there are others which. 
may be removed without the uſe of that reme- 


dy, and without any bad conſequence enſuing. 


. 


An account of ſome inſtances which came under 
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my obſervation, will ſet this matter in a clearer 


ght. 

TEM: young man of about twenty-three years of 
age, in perfect health, happened to be infected 
with a ſimple blennorrhagia, without any other 
venereal ſymptom. The running had been in- 
judiciouſly ſtopped ; the confequence of which 
was a total ſuppreſſion of urine. A ſurgeon 
was called; and the patient being unable to 
bear any longer the pain from the diſtention of 
the bladder, recourſe was had to the catheter. 
But on approaching the neck of the bladder, a 
great reſiſtance was found, which prevented the 
mſtrument from being further introduced, tho 
every poſſible method was tried. After waiting 
x little while, a ſecond attempt was made, but 


without ſacceſs. As the pain increaſed, and 


from the accumulation of urine there was great 


danger of a rupture of the bladder, a paſſage 
For the catheter was at laſt forced with as little 
1 as poſſible; which was ſucceeded by 


me drops of blood from the urethra, and fol- 


lowed by a large diſcharge of urine. By proper 


treatment the patient recovered in a few days 
from this dreadful ſymptom ; the running came 
on again; and, in a: ſhort time after, he was, 
as we imagined, thoroughly cured. But ſoon 


after, although there had not been the leaſt ap- 


pearance of a ſhanker throughout the whole 
courſe of the diſeaſe, an exoſtoſis, with a vio- 
tent pain about the middle of the ſternum, made 


its appearance. Mercury was adminiſtered; in 
a few days the patient found himſelf better, and 


in. five weeks Was perfectly cured, —Now from 


3 an 
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an attentive. confideration of this caſe, I would 
aſk any unprejudiced perſon, Whether it is not 


reaſonable to ſuppoſe, that by forcing the ca- 


theter ſome veſſel had been wounded, in gon- 
ſequence of which the abſorption: took place; 
that the patient was from that moment infected, 
and afterwards cured in the fame manner as if 


he had received the infection from a ſhanker *. 


A gentleman of about forty years of age, who 
formerly had laboured under different claps 
within theſe laſt five or fix years, got one, which 
he found, as he ſaid, rather mild, without much 
pain in making water, and hardly any pain in 
erection the firſt five or ſix days; when, after 
violent exerciſe, he felt the whole urethra, and 


more eſpecially the neck of the bladder, much 


irritated; for which, however, he took no- 
thing but a mercurial purgative, and rubbed 
into the perinæum ſome mercurial ointment 
every day. Theſe ſymptoms, together with the 
running, were nearly gone in eight days time, 
leaving only a little ſoreneſs in the perinæum 
behind. But the complaint for which he now 
GO. conſulted

* The different period of time at which the venereal Stake 
and the blennorrhagia firſt appeared, has alſo been urged as 
an argument for the difference between the virus of the one 
and that of the other. But it is abſurd to oppoſe uncertainty | 
to uncertainty : we are, I think, as ignorant of the preciſe period 
when the lues firſt appeared, as we are of that of the clap. It has 
been afferted, that the inhabitants of the South-ſea Iſlands, though 
afflicted with the lues, are yet free from the blennorrhagia. 


But Captain KING, who made the late voyage round the world 


with Captain Cook, aſſured me that this was falſe, and that he 


_ himſelf had ſeen many of them with the matter dripping from 


their urethra. 
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conſulted me was a pain in the xyphoid carti- 

ce, fo violent indeed that he even could not 
bear the touch. I adviſed him to rub in ſome 
more mercurial ointment into the perinæum 
for two days. When I ſaw him again, the pain 
was not milder; but it had left its former place, 
and occupied now the middle of the ſternum, 
which troubled him much, eſpecially laſt night. 
1 adminiſtered him a courſe of mercury; by the 
uſe of which this complaint diſappeared in a 
mort time after. 

Thus far I have anſwered the arguments 
which were adduced to prove that the clap is 
never of a venereal nature; or, in other words, 

that it never proceeds from a poiſon of the ſame 
nature with the lues. But though I have ſhown 
that this doctrine is exceptionable, yet Jam far 
from maintaining, that all claps ariſe from the 
venereal virus. On the contrary, 

III. I am convinced, from experiments made 
on myſelf, and from obſervations made upon 
others, that blennorrhagias ſometimes ariſe from 
* other acrimonies, or flimull, applied to the urethra, 
& with nearly the fame ſymptoms as we obſerve in a 
% wenereal one; nay, I am now even inclined 
to believe, that ſuch claps may ſometimes be 
Propagated as well as venereal ones. Whe- 
ther the gonorrhceas, of which we have an ac- 
count in ſome ancient writers, were of that na- 
ture, Jam unable to determine; and therefore 
forbear to enter upon the ſubj ect. I ſhall only 
juſt obſerve, chat the . I am here 
ipeaking of, are very different from the flux of 
real ſemen, or from the flux of mucus from the. 

pro- 
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plaſter gland. Theſe latter complaints; arifin 
chiefly from a weakneſs of the exeretories of

theſe parts, occaſioned by an abuſe of venery, 


and eſpecially by manuſtupration, do * come 
within my preſent plan. | 199 


I proceed, therefore, to the main x pott "I 


to prove, that local inflammations of the uxe- 


thra, accompanied with a running, commoRi- 
ly called Gonorrhœa, are not always, either 
in men or women, of a venereal nature. 


This idea firſt occurred to me from having fre- 


quently obſerved in ſtone-horſes a kind of run- 
ning of a greeniſh yellow matter from the ure- 
thra. This running, which ariſes from cauſes 
ſtill unknown to me, I have ſeen laſt only for 
a few days, and then go off ſpontaneouſly, The 
ſame, and that more frequently, I haye obſer- 


ved in dogs, without perceiving that they ſeem- 
ed to ſuffer much pain from it; and though in- 


deed they continued to lick the part almoſt con- 
ſtantly, they were never affected with any ulcer 
of the mouth. I have beſides, for theſe many 
years paſt, been conſulted, by a variety of pa- 


tients, for runnings very much ſimilar to venereal 
blennorrhagias, but often ſo mild in their ſymp- 
toms, and ſo ſhort in their duration, that I began 


to doubt of their venereal nature. I have ſeen 


married people, who lived together in the moſt 
perfect harmony and friendſhip, where the one 
was affected with ſuch a diſcharge for ſeveral _ 
days, without communicating the leaſt ſymptom 
to the other. With ſome of them I have been 
moſt intimately acquainted ; and convinced be- 
| youd any doubt, that they were faithfully at- 
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tached to each other; and that d the 
diſeaſe muſt have been owing to ſome other 
cauſe. - | 
„Alltheſe obſervations taken together, led meto 
believe, that ſome kinds of theſe runnings might 
perhaps owe their origin, not to the venereal poi- 
{on, but to ſome different cauſe, either external 
or internal. began to ſuſpect, that a diſcharge 
might be produced by any ſtimulus applied to 
the urethra, whether venereal or not, provided 
it was ſufficiently acrid to excite an inflammation ; 
and conſequent preternatural ſecretion of mucus 
from the urethra; juft as coryzas, accompanied 
with a large preternaturally colbured ſecretion 
from the mucous membrane of the noſe, ariſe 
from other cauſes. Having revolyed theſe ideas 
in my mind for ſeveral years, I determined at 
laſt to try an experiment upon myſelf, which 
ſhould either confirm the theory I had laid down, 
or entirely overthraw it. With this view, I 
took ſix ounces of water, and dropped into it as 
much of vauſtic volatile alkali as gave the mix- 
ture a very ſharp fiery taſte. -This liquor 
J myected into the urethra, compreſling the 
canal with the fingers of my other hand below 
the frænum, that it might be prevented from 
going further, and thus be applied to the 
very part which is generally the ſeat of the 
clap. The moment it touched the inſide of the 
_ urethra, I felt ſuch an inſupportable pain, 
that I could not retain it for a ſingle ſecond; 
but withdrew the ſyringe, much againſt my 
will, almoſt at the inftant of the injection, and 
the injected liquor ran out. But though the 
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an hour, I reſolved to make a ſecond trial. 
occaſioned a more ſevere pain than I ever — 
member to have felt in my life before, yet I re- 


tained it for very near the ſpace of a minute; 
when the pain became ſo excruciating chat! 


could bear it no longer, and therefore withdrew 


the ſyringe, I inſtantly felt a ſtrong. deſire to 


make water; but having taken this precaution 
before I made the experiment, I ſuppreſſed the 


inclination. I lay down on my ſopha, and 
waited the event with patience 3 but ſo violent 


was the pain, that 2 was near an hour before 


I was able to move. I then amuſed myſelf with 
reading during the remainder of the afternoon, 


eat my dinner as uſual, but went early to bed 
I was now obliged to make water, which I had 
not done ſince the time of in jecting the liquor. 
When the urine came to the place to which the 
injection had been applied, 1 felt a very ſevere 


pain, but leſs violent than what J expected. 


Having ſlept well during the night, I examined 


the part as ſoon as I awaked next morning, and 
found a pretty large diſcharge of puriform 
matter, of the ſame greeniſh-yellow colour 


with that in virulent claps. The pain in ma- 


king water was now greatly increaſed, and the 
following night my reſt was. interrupted by 
painful involuntary erections. The morning 
after, the diſcharge was much more plentiful, 


nearly of the ſame colour, only perhaps a little 
more greeniſh; the pain in making water, how»

pain continued very ſevere for half a quarter o 


ever, was now ſo violent, that [ reſolved to miti- 


gate it by injecting ſome lukewarm. oil..of ab- 


ö ond. 
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monds. By this it was greatly abated; ; "the 


running continued five days, the pain all the 
while growing remarkably leſs in the part af- 
fected. But I now obſerved very diſtinctly a 
new. inflammation taking place, lower down in 


the urethra, where 1 had felt nothing before, 


and where none of the injection had touched. 


This new inflammation began, as it ſeemed to 


me, at the very border of the former, extend- 
ing itſelf lower down in the urethra ; and was 
followed by a copious diſcharge, attended with 
the ſame ſymptoms as before, and continued for 
fix days; at the end of which all the ſymptoms 


were greatly abated. But now, to my ſurpriſe, 


I felt diſtinctly the ſymptoms of a third inflam- 
mation taking place, extending from the border 


of the former about the caput gallinaginis to the 


very neck of the bladder, and attended by an 
ardor urinæ, and copious diſcharge like the pre- 
ceding. At this 1 was ſeriouſly alarmed ; for I 
had conſtantly injected the warm oil of almonds 
three times a-day. I perceived that the inflam- 
mation firſt excited by the cauſtic alkali was 
moſt evidently communicated from one part of 


the urethra to the other; whence I was afraid, 
that an inflammation of the whole internal fur- 


face of the bladder might at length enſue, and be 
attended perhaps with dangerous conſequences. 


In this ſituation I continued betwixt hope and 
fear for about ſeven or eight days; when I found 


at laſt, to my great ſatisfaction, this inflamma- 
tion gradually abate, together with the diCſ- 
charge, without paſſing the limits of the ure- 
rs; ; and I Was 9 freed from eyery ſymp- 

| tom 
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tom of theſe three diſtinct blennorrhagins, as T 
might call them, at the end of the ſixth week. 

I ice have ſeen ſeveral convincing inſtances 
of blennorrhagias, accompanied with a diſcharge 
of yellow-greeniſh matter and ardor urinę, 


Which undoubtedly were not venereal, becauſe 


they diſappeared in three, four, or eight days 
time without any remedy, and without leaving 
any ſymptom behind, 
A particular friend of mine, a phyſician, being 
radically and perfectly cured of venereal com- 
plaints which he was formerly affected with, mar- 
ried, and enjoyed for three or four years a per- 
fect ſtate of health; when one morning he found 
himſelf affected with a running fimilar to that 
above mentioned. He lived, as may be eaſily 
imagined, for ſeveral days in the greateſt agi- 
tation of mind, having no other perſon to ſuſ- 
pect but his wife; ; with whom he at laſt inſiſt- 
ed upon ocular demonſtration. He found her 
ſo as ſhe told him, perfectly healthy, which 
compoſed his mind; but to his great ſurpriſe, 
four or five days after, the running ſtopped, and 
he was perfectly well. The ſame accident, with 
the ſame ſymptoms, happened to him afterwards 
in the courſe of many years marriage with the 
ſame woman ſeveral times, always laſting from 
two to three, or five days, and conſtantly then 
diſappearing of itſelf. 

From this experiment upon myſelf, together 
with the ſeveral obſervations mentioned, and 
from a very .curious cafe related: in a diſſer- 
tation publiſhed by Dr Oettinger of Tubingen, 
where a diſcharge from the urethra, apparent- 


ly 
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ly fimilar to chat of a virulent clap, was produ- 
ced by the internal uſe of olive oil, which had 
been wrung out of red Turkiſh yarn, on which 
it had been poured ſome days before, the reader 
may judge, whether acrimonious ſubſtances, of 
a different kind from the venereal virus, ſuch 
as cancerous ichor, or perhaps other ſtimuli, ap- 
plied to the urethra, may not ſometimes pro- 
duce the ſame ſymptoms as the cauſtic did in 
my experiment, and the oil in Dr Oettinger's 
obſervation. I certainly believe, that runnings 
ſimilar to a clap excited by the venereal virus, 
are ſometimes produced from other cauſes, only 
perhaps with milder ſymptoms, and of ſhorter 
continuance; though on myſelf I could not per- 
ceive any difference either in the colour and con- 
ſiſtence of the matter, or other circumſtances, 
And I now look upon the following facts as tho- 
roughly eſtabliſhed. viz. I. That blennorrhagias 
frequently ariſe from the ſame venereal poiſon 
applied to the inſide of the urethra, which, when 
applied to the glans, prepuce, &c. produces ſhan- 
kers; or when abſorbed into the ſyſtem, produces 
the lues: and, 2. That there are blennorrhagias 
which owe their origin either to acrimonious 1 
ſtances introduced into the urethra ab extra, or 
perhaps ſometimes to a more violent mechanical 
ſtimulus ariſing. during coition, or from ſome 
other cauſes hitherto unknown to us. Hence-I 
divide the blennorrhagia at leaſt into two ſpecies, 
eſſentially diſtinct from each other, viz. that art, 
ſing from the venereal virus, which I call len- 
norrhagia ſyphilitica; and into that arifing from 


other acrid ſubſtances, to which I give the name 
. Bleu 
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Blennorrbagia ab acri, aut ſtimulo mechanico. By at- 
tending to this difference, our practice muſt be 
regulated as long as we are not thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the nature of other cauſes. It is 
_ owing to the neglect or ignorance of this diſtinc- 
tion, that we hear quacks daily extolling the 
pre- eminence of their noſtrums or ſecret in- 
jections for curing the clap in a few days, 
While patients ſometimes complain of being 
kept by the moſt experienced phyſicians for 
weeks together, though affected with what they 
imagine to be the ſame complaint. 55 
The running which a gentleman of my ac- 
quaintance got ſome years ago, notwithſtanding, 
as he ſaid, he made uſe of the beſt preventative. 
of all, was undoubtedly not from a venereal 
cauſe; and he may be equally affected in time 
* to come with the ſame complaint, though 
8 he now thinks himſelf ſafe, by what he calls 
l doubling his precaution. YT. 
'Y Theſe facts, which I:do not recollect of ha- 
5 
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ving been aſcertained by any writer before or 
after my publication, ſeem to me to be of im- 
portance to mankind in general. By a proper 
— and due conſideration of theſe facts, the happi- 


= neſs of many married or unmarried couples 
1 will be for the future not ſo eaſily ſhaken or 
* diſturbed by imaginary and groundleſs ſuſpi- 
I cions; and many people will be preſerved from 
„ falling a prey to ignorant practitioners, who, 
\ following the common routine of treating all 
— claps by a courſe of mercurials, not only plague 
a the patient with a heap of uſeleſs or hurtful - 
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1 but — often lay the „* to 


à number of very diſagreeable complaints. 
To the ignorance or neglect of this diſtinc- 


tion between Blennorrhagias excited by the ve- 
nereal poiſon, and thoſe ariſing from other ſti- 


muli, we are likewiſe ty aſcribe the great differ- 
ence among practitioners with regard to the 


mode of treatment. Some adviſe aſtringents, 


While others are laviſh in their praiſes of emol- 


lients. Hence, even ſome practitioners of emi- 
nence, having pblerved that aſtringent injec- 
tions had been f ſervice in ſome caſes, even in 
the ſtage of inflammation, recommend them to | 
every patient affected with that complaint, but 


by no means with the ſame ſucceſs in all caſes, 


For, beſides violent pains in the whole courſe 


of the urethra, ſwelled teſticles, an acute ſup- 


preſſion of urine, &c. which are the frequent 
effects of theſe jnjections, if the diſeaſe is of a 
ſyphilitic nature, and eſpecially in its inflam- 


matory ſtage; ſtrictures in the urethra of the 


moſt troubleſome and obſtinate kind are often 
the conſequence. By overlooking this neceſſa» 
ry diſtinction, which applies to men as well as 
to women, the ſtate of the patient is ſome- 
times not only -endangered, but. the happineſs 
of married Pech: and the friendſhip betwixt 


the two ſexes, without juſt cauſe, frequently 


deſtroyed. I have certainly ſeen more than 
one inſtance of this kind. 

The fimple ſpphilitic Blennorrhagia ought farther 
to be So hed from the complicated, or that 


W eee with an ulcer in the urethra: the 


latter 


— 
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latter n no radical cure without the i inter- 
nal uſe of mercury; whereas the former ſeldom 
or never requires it. 

Sometimes, by the violence of the irritation, 
the ſecretion of mucus ſeems to be totally ſuſ- 


| pended, or at leaſt conſiderably diminiſhed, ſo 


that no diſcharge, or only a very ſmall one, 
rakes place though the other ſymptoms rage with 
the utmoſt violence. In this caſe, the diſeaſe 


has obtained the very improper name of gonor- 


rhaa ſioca, as if we we were to Ay, fluxus ſeminis 


fine fluxu. Another ſymptom is a. vic.ent pain 


during erection, from the tenſion of the frænum, 
which has obtained the peculiar name of Chordee ; 
but as theſe diſtinctions denote only the vio- 
lence of ſome particular ſymptom, there is no oc- 
caſion for retaining them. ; 

I ſhall only add here one remark more. It is 
by moſt people imagined, and ſeveral medical 
writers have even publicly aſſerted, that the 
malignity, as they call it, or the virulence, of A 
clap, 1s 'always in proportion to the colour 
of the matter diſcharged; and that as ſoon 
as this colour changes into a whiter one, the 
diſcharge is no more infectious. But this ap- 
pears to me by far too general a concluſion: for 
in ſome perſons I have ſeen the matter retain 
its original brimſtone colour to thę very laſt day. 
The more certain ſigns of the abatement of the 


virulence of the diſeaſe are, the ceſſation of the 


ardor urinæ, and a capability of retaining the 


Water as when in health; the matter becoming 


leſs, and of a thicker conſiſtence, ſo that it 
grows rapy, and may be drawn into threads 
| be- 
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between the fingers ; and the abſence of pain. or 


titillation during erections. The only certain 


ſigns, however, of a radical cure of this diſeaſe, 
and of a perfect ſecurity of not being able to 
communicate the infection, are, the entire ceſ- 
ſation of the running; erections and excretion 


of ſemen without any kind of pain, titillation,

The Method of Cure. 

Here we muſt take notice of what has been 
eftabliſhed before, that every kind of clap or 
blennorrhagia, is a local inflammation with a 


mucous diſcharge, excited by a peculiar poiſon, 
acrid matter, or ſtimulus. Hence the follow- 


ing indications will naturally preſent themſelves 
for all the different kinds of blennorrhagias, viz. 
1. To remove the acrid matter or poiſon. 
2. To defend the tender parts n its viru- 
lence or irritating nature. 
3. To allay the irritation occafioned” y be

in general, more ſervice will be derived from 
topical evacuations by means of leeches, and

well u out any topical a plication ; but that it will then re- 
quire, perhaps, a Nile Wong 
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internally, according to circumſtances, with or 


without opium, more uſeful than the whole 
tribe of antiphlogiſtics; ; and opium given in 


emollient glyſters is ſometimes particularly uſe- 


ful in ſuch caſes. By the uſe of this medicine, 
the frequent painful erections are alſo much 
mitigated; but their return ought, as much as 


poſſible, to be prevented, by tying the penis 


down, lying on a matraſs on the ſide, and not 
in a warm feather-bed on the back. If the e- 
rection be attended with a ſtrangulation of the 
glans, the treatment laid down under the ar- 
ticle Parapbymofis will be neceſſary. 

In order to avoid the more violent pe 


toms of this diſeaſe, the patient ought, during 


its inflammatory ſtate, to uſe as little exerciſe 
as poſſible, to wear a ſuſpenſorium ſcroti from 


the beginning of the diſeaſe, and to keep the 
part affected as much as poſſible from the cold 
air. The ſuſpenſorium ſcroti, or truſs-bag, may 
perhaps ſeem ſuperfluous: but being fo little 


troubleſorgh when well applied, and ſo well cal- 
culated to prevent a {welling of the teſticles, I 


never neglect to recommend it, eſpecially to 


thoſe who have once laboured under this latter 


diſeaſe. To prevent any of the diſagreeable 
| conſequences of a clap, ſuch as painful erec- 


tions, chordee, paraphymoſis, ſwelling of the 
teſticles, or complaints of the inferior parts of 
the urethra, the beſt method perhaps would be 
to wear a proper bandage or bag round the penis 
united to the truſs-bag; by means of which the 
penis might lie, if I may uſe the expreſſion, like 
in a . Gale or ſhell, defended at the ſame time 
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againſt all external injuries, ſuch as cold, fric- 
tion in walking; and may be conſtantly kept 
clean by renewing lint frequently; the beſt 
means to prevent ſhankers, and likewiſe to avoid 
dirty linen; When the patient is obliged to 
make water, there is a hole left at the end of this 
caſe; and he has nothing to do but to looſen the 
ſtraps or to draw the ring of it backwards, and 
to take out the lint forwards. '  —= 
With reſpect to the regimen to be obſerved 
during claps, exerciſe, external cold, high 
living, drinking ſpirituous liquors, and eſpeci- 
ally the frequent touching the part affected, 
ought carefully to be avoided by all patients 
but eſpecially by thoſe of a phlogiſtic ha- 
bit of body, as they generally ſuffer more, 
and for a longer time, from this diſeaſe than 
others. Such patients ſhould tonfine them- 
ſelves to a low diet, rather of the farinaceous 
than of the animal kind; they ſhould eat no 
ſupper, and drink nothing but coolins mucila- 
ginous liquids; whereas thoſe of a ferent 
conſtitution are not to be reſtrained fo much. 
| Neutral falts have been formerly recommend- 
ed to cool the blood, and to promote the ſecre- 
tion of urine, by which it was thought to miti- 
gate the inflammation, and aſſiſt nature in the 
expulſion of the virus: But I have conſtantly 
found them to be hurtful They increaſe the 
ſecretion of urine, render it ſharper, and thus 
augment the irritation, without producing any 
of the good effects aſcribed to them. However, 
in ſome caſes, the pulvis nd Blennorrhagiam men- 
tioned below, may have its good effects.

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A prejudice in favour of purging in claps as | 


alſo long prevailed. For this purpoſe, ſome 
have uſed the mild, and others the more dra- 


ſtie, kinds of purgatives; and calomel efpeci- 


ally has been recommended to be given every 
two or three days. Neither of theſe medfcines I 
ever ſaw do any good, but frequently much 
harm.  Befides their tendency to promote the 
abſorption of the poi 
' improper injections, they. often give riſe to 
{ſwelled teſticles, diſeaſes of the proſtate gland, 
ſuppreſſion of urine, ulcers of the urethra or 
bladder, &c. However, though purging is al- 
Fays improper, the body ought to be kept open, 
ſo that the patient may have a ftool regularly, 
which is beſt effected by the mixtura laxans or 
pilulz laxantes 5 and I have no doubt that it is 
partly owing to this improvement of ourpractice, 
that we now fo feldom obſerve ſymptoms of the 
lues, or ulcers of the bladder, following a clap. 

Thus far with regard to the more general run 


of the diſorder; but venereal Blennorrhagias 
are not always ſo ſimple. Sometimes the poi-

table nature; or, as is frequently the caſe, the

The ſame treatment will prove ſerviceable; if; 
by any cauſe whatſoever; the diſcharge of the 
venereal Blennorrhagia, during its inflammatory 
ſtage, be ſuppreſſed or ſtopped, either by acrid 
or aſtringent injections, or even by the moſt 
proper injections applied in an improper man- 


ner, by draſtic or repeated mild purges; by the 


premature uſe of turpentine or balſamics, by 
violent exerciſe, and eſpecially by catching cold 
in the part affected. The virus, in theſe cir- 
cumftances, ſeems to leave its natural ſeat; the 
lacuna Morgagni under the frenum, and to ſettle 


lower down, where the excretory ducts of the

_ uretlira, and there excites a ſwelling in one 


or both teſticles; or, if it has been driven

_ ſuperficial inflammation; though not unfre- 


quently alſo, by its virulence, or want of a ſuf- 


_ ficient quantity of mucus to dilate it, an exco-

and to be followed by a general infection of the 
maſs. 


In ſpeaking of the dreadful n of a 
ſppreſiſes or ſtopped venereal Blennorhagia, I 
muſt not omit to mention a diſeaſe, perhaps the 


moſt. melancholy of all venereal complaints 
Whatever; I mean, that kind of inflamma- 


tion in one or both eyes, frequently accompa- 
nied with a diſcharge of puriform matter, en- 
tirely ſimilar in colour and confiftence to that 
of a clap, and generally terminating in perfect 
blindneſs; or in other cafes, inftead of an

bly may be done to cure or relieve his patient 
labouring under theſe unhappy circumſtances, 
I therefore have tried, in four caſes of {ſwelled 
teſticles and ſuppreſſion of urine, ariſing from 


a retropulſed clap, the inoculation of the vene- 


* 


real poiſon, by means of a bougie previouſly 


applied for about half an hour to a perſon at- 


flicted with a clap, and then introduced inte 
the urethra, with unexpected ſucceſs, This 
I do not recommend from fancy, as has 
been ſaid by a late writer: it is not my cu- 
ſtom, as the reader may judge from the whole 
tenor of this work, to indulge in fanciful theo- 
Ties; which I think hurtful both to the patient 
and to the young practitioner. The method 
propoſed has been tried many years ago in one 
of the firſt military hoſpitals in Europe with 
conſtant ſucceſs, and has been ſince confirmed 
by Dr Lange in a treatiſe on Ophthalmia. Was 
I leſs cautious in drawing concluſions, and more 
ignorant of the obſervations made by other me- 
dical writers, I might probably be eaſily indu- 
ced to ſwell my book by uſeleſs, and fanciful 
theories into a largue quarto. We are conſulted 
for giving relief; and conſequently fulfil our 


duty, at leaſt, by offering a remedy, which the 


patient has always in his power to accept or re-

I have always found thoſe gleets which ſucceed 


a ſimple clap to be merely a local diſeaſe, and 


toowe their exiſtence ſolely to a relaxation of the 


: ſmall veſſels after the inflammation has ſubſided, 


exactly ſimilar to the diſcharge of thick puri- 


form mucus after the inflammatory ſymptoms 


of a coryza or catarrhus are gone off. But 


— 


ſuch gleets as ariſe after violent, ill- treated, or 


neglected claps, are often accompanied with an 
excoriation or ulceration of the urethra. In 
this caſe, generally the venereal poiſon has been 
abſorbed, and the maſs is of conſequence more 
or leſs infected. 


As it is of the utmoſt importance, hated 


ſometimes extremely difficult, to aſcertain theſe 


points, I ſhall endeavour to enumerate the moſt 
remarkable ſymptoms by which it may be known 
whether there is any ulceration in the urethra. 
They are ſhortly as follow: x. Streaks of blood 


; in the mucus, or real blood diſcharged, during 


the inflammatory ſtage of the clap, as above 
mentioned, but more eſpecially when conti- 


nuing after the violence of the inflammation 


has abated. 2. Real pus, or a thin ichorous

OW. part of the urethra ; but felt more particu- 
lar upon introducing the catheter, or preſſing 
on tile urethra externally. 4. An acute pain in 
one particular place of the urethra, felt eſpe- 
cially in paſſing the laſt drop of urine, or in the 
emiſſion of ſemen.— Though all theſe ſymptoms 


pretty plainly indicate an ulcer, its exiſtence will 
be much more confirmed, if the preceding ſymp- 
toms of inflammation have been very high ; if. 


the patient has neglected or hurt himſelf, or has 
been improperly treated; or even, as I have 
ſometimes ſeen, if the urethra has been wound- 
ed by a miſmanagement of the ſyringe, or a 
rude application of the catheter, during the in- 
flammatory ſtate. - 


By not attending to theſe marks, which ſuffi. 
ciently point out the exiſtence of an ulcer in 


the urethra, we ſhall be often diſappointed in 
the cure. Whenever, therefore, we are conſulted 
about gleets, our firſt buſineſs ought to be, to exa- 
mine whether they ariſe merely from relaxation, 
or from an ulceration in the urethra; and in 
this latter caſe, whether the diſeaſe is univerſal 
or only local. If there is an ulcer, it will be 


neceſſary, in order to form a proper prognoſis, 


to aſcertain the place of that ulceration in the 
urethra. 

When the diſeaſe is merely Inca; it may be 
cured either by external topical applications, or 
by internal remedies, or by both united. The 
beſt: topical remedies I have found, are injec- 
tions made of a ſolution of verdegris i in volatile 
alkali, or of white vitriol diſſolved in water, 
and mixed occaſionally with ſome grains of ſu⸗ 
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gar of lead; or of a ſolution of blue vitrio 

alum; each of which may in certain circungf 

ces be uſeful. In many caſes, I have found à large 

doſe of calomel, prepared according to 'Mr 
Scheele's proceſs, ſuſpended in a ſmall quantity 

of ſimple water or any mucilaginous fluid, inject- 

ed five or fix times a- day, preferable to any other 
remedy. See the Formulas. Of the internal remedies 
for the ſame purpoſe, I ſhall ſpeak hereafter. 

If the diſeaſe be univerſal, viz. accompanied 
with an infection of the ſy yſtem, as is almoſt 
always the caſe where redone is an ulceration of 
the urethra, we muſt, beſides topical remedies, 
have recourſe to thoſe appropriated to the cure 
of the lues itſelf. In this caſe, it is impoſ- 
ſible to cure the gleet till we have urified the 
maſs. After this is done, or while it is yet do- 
ing, I have found a ſolution of ſublimate and 
litharge in vinegar, or a ſolution of verdegris in 
yolatile alkali, diluted with a ſufficient quantity 
of water, and injected two or three times a-day, 
a molt excellent remedy. 

With regard to injections in general, in Blen- 
norrrhagias as well as Blennorrhceas, I muſt make 
two material obſervations; the neglect of which 
may ſometimes occaſion our being diſappointed 

= che cure, even though the beſt remedies are 

uſed. The ſyringe made uſe of for this pur- 

poſe ſhould have a ſhort but wide pipe, juſt ſo 
large that its orifice may go into the orifice of 

the urethra, but not further; and the piſton 

ought to apply cloſe to the ſides of the tube. 
If * Dye: of the Wing 15 ſmaller than 
the 
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(orifice of the urethra, it is always attended 
with two confiderable diſadvantages. The firſt 
is, that with a {mall pipe, eſpecially if not per- 
fectly ſmooth, the patient eaſily hurts or wounds 
the enfide of the urethra; and thereby renders 
himſelf liable to an ulceration of that part, and 
conſequent abſorption of the poiſon. The ſe- 
cond is, that the liquid injected, inſtead of go- 
ing into the cavity of the urethra, will, in pro- 
portion as the patient preſſes the piſton, run out 
ſideways through the orifice of the urethra. If 
the piſton itſelf does not apply cloſely to the 
| fides of the ſyringe, even, if the pipe be ſuffi- 
ciently large, ſo that it. pe fectly cloſes the ori- 
fice of the urethra, the liquor will regurgi- 
tate between the piſton and ſyringe, inſtead of 
going into the urethra; and thus the patient 
may imagine that he has injected the liquor pro- 
perly, when perhaps little or nothing has en- 
tered the urethra. But though the ſyringe be 
properly made, and at the ſame time the moſt 
careful inſtructions be given, patients do often 
perform the operation in ſuch an aukward man- 
ner, that no good effect is obtained. 

The ſyringe, properly made, ſhould be applied 
cloſely and exactly to the orifice of the urethra; 
ſo that, by the conic form of its pipe, all paſ- 
ſage may be denied to the liquid betwixt it and 
995 ſides of the urethra. If the ſeat of the diſ- 
order be in the uſual place of claps, viz. in the 
mucous lacuna, juſt under the frænum, the pa- 
tient ſhould, with one hand, compreſs the ure- 

thra at the firſt curvature of the penis, where 
the ſcrotum begins; while he holds and mana- 
| 2, ges 
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ges the ſyringe with the fingers of the other. 
The piſton, which ſhould always fit cloſe, but 
ſlide eaſily, ought then to be preſſed very ſlow- 
ly and gently, till he feels the ufethra gently 
diſtended ; and thus keep the liqui injected for 
a minute or two in the urethra, repeating the 
ſame operation three or four times, By a raſh 


or longer- continued preſſure of che piſton, the 


irritation thereby produced in th ethra often 
will do more harm than the injection does 
good. 

By attending to theſe diene, a double ad- 
vantage is obtained. The liquid is properly 
applied to the part affected, the urethra not vio- 
lently diſtended, and at the ſame time no dan- 
ger is incurred of driving ſome of the poiſonous 
matter lower down the urethra along with the 


| injected liquor; but if the ſeat of the diſorder 


be lower down, the precaution of compreſling 
the urethra behind i is ſuperfluous. 

With reſpect to the liquid itſelf, it ſhould al- 
ways, in caſes of claps, be made lukewarm; but 
in gleets this is unneceſſary, In the former, if 
the liquid be too cold or too warm, it may ea- 
fily hurt the patient, either by driving back the 
matter, or increaſing the inflammation. In 


many inſtances alſo the liquid ought to be well 


ſhaken before it is injected. It may eaſily be 
made warm, by putting a tea-cup full into 
a baſon of hot water. At all times, before any 
injection is applied, the part ſhould attempt 


to make water. 


The other rid J have to e is, that 
young men labouring under gleets, after ha- 
ving 
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ving for ſome time uſed injections, and find- 
ing themſelves conſiderably better, fequent- 
ly grow careleſs in the application, and even 
ſometimes neglect the injection altogether for a 
day or half a day. The conſequence of this ne- 
glect is ſometimes very diſagreeable. For I have 
ſeen ſeveral inſtances, where, by a neglect of 
this kind for a ſingle day, the running has the 
day after ſo much increaſed, as if it had 
been a freſh gleet; and the relapſe being more 
obſtinate than the original diſeaſe, the patients 
were thereby obliged to continue the injections 
for more weeks than they would perhaps have 
required days to cure the diſtemper, had they 
continued the ule of them without interruption. 
In general, in order to prevent any danger of a 
relapſe, I order my patients to apply the injec- 
tions three, four, or, according to circumſtan- 
ces, fix times a-day during the diſeaſe, and to 
continue the fame regularly for ten or twelve 
days after the running has entirely ceaſed. 
Syringes of a different kind are required for 
women, if we with to ſee any good effects pro- 
duced by the injections adminiſtered to them, as 
I ſhall mention below, under the article of Ve- 
nereal Ulcers. © 
Beſides injections, bougies will be often of 
great ſervice, nay, abſolutely neceſſary for 
curing the gleet, eſpecially when there is an 
ulcer in the lower part of the urethra. They 
may be uſed either alone, or in conjunc- 
tion with proper injections. They ſhould be 
kept in, for the firſt three or four days, on- 
ly for a quarter or half an hour at a time, 
until 
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until the patient be accuſtomed to them, ſo 
that he can bear them longer; and then chey 
may be kept i in for ſeveral hours in the morning 
and evening, or during the whole day and night. 
It muſt be left entirely to the judgment of the prac- 
titioner to determine whether the bougies to be 
employed ſhould be perfectly ſimple or of an 
irritating or ſedative quality; the circumſtances 
of the caſe will point out whether thoſe of the 
former or latter kind are neceſſary. It ought, 
however, to be remembered, that before the ap- 
plication of bougies, as well as inſections, the 
patient ought always to attempt to make water, 
in order to give the remedy time to produce 
its effects on the part affected. If the applica- 
tion of the bougie produces, as I have ſome- 
times obſerved, a tenſion and pain in the ſper- 
matic cord, or a ſwelling of the teſticle, it ought 
to be diſcontinued for a few days. This effeck I 
have ſometimes alſo found to be produced by 
the uſe of too large a bougie, and to be remo- 
ved by changing it for a ſmaller one. In gene- 
ral, ſmall bougies ſhould be preferred to large 
ones in the beginning. See F ormulas, article 
Cerei medicati. 

Should we be ab in our expectations 
of a cure, either by the uſe of bougies or injec- 
tions of the above-mentioned kind, it will be 
proper to inject ſuch liquids as may excite an 
irritation and inflammation in the urethra, eſpe- 
cially in the part affected. Theſe have often 
been attended with ſucceſs after the beſt aſtrin- 


gents have failed, Fo or this PE; we may uſe 
| : e 
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the infectio ad Blennorrbœam ztia made ſtronger, 
or a {imple ſolution of ſublimate in water, or a 
large doſe of calomel ſuſpended in water. | 
It has been obſerved by Dr Cullen, that obſti- 
nate gleets have ſometimes been cured by vio- 
| lent and long-continued exerciſe on horſeback; 
ſuch as a journey from Edinburgh to London: 


and it is probable that this cure is produced by 


exciting an inflammation in the parts, as the in- 
jections juſt now recommended are apt to do. 
Gleets have ſometimes been cured by coition; 
which may be accounted for on the fame prin- 


ciples : but this is a remedy which can never 


be recommended by any practitioner ; be- 
cauſe gleets are often infectious, and the vene- 
real diſeaſe is by theſe means certainly com- 


municated to an healthy woman; or, if the. 
be not healthy, the man would nor only run the 
riſk of getting a freſh clap, but even the lues it- 


ſelf, if his gleet was owing to an ulcer in the 


arethea. | 
Beſides the above-mentioned remedies, ſome 


others may be tried in gleets of the more ob- 


ſtinate kind; ſuch as the tinctura cantharidum 


internally, or injections made with oil of tur- 
pentine, or with a decoction of tormentilla, or 
an infuſion of galls; a blifter to the part af- 
feed, or to the perineum. Mr Birch has found 


gentle electrical ſtrokes paſſed through the part 
affected in ſome caſes effectually to produce 


a cure; and I have been informed by a friend, 


that he once ſaw a deſperate gleet cured by in- 


jecting the tincture of ipecacuanha. I can, how- 


ever, 
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ever, ſay nothing with regard to the effects of 
_ theſe remedies, having never had occafion to 


try them. I mention them only, becauſe we 


may be ſometimes at a loſs for medicines in very 
obſtinate complaints of this kind, | 

Bathing in cold water has alſo been recom- 
mended in obſtinate gleets, and I have ſeen 
ſometimes very good effects from it ; but, in 
two or three caſes, it rather increaſed the run- 
ning. The ſame has alſo been obſerved by 
others. —Sea-bathing is very beneficial; as like- 
wiſe waſhing the genital parts with cold water, 
by itſelf or mixed with vinegar. 

There are three kinds of internal remedies 
made uſe of in gleets; each of which may be 
uſed, either alone or joined, as circumſtances 
may require, with the local applications above- 
mentioned. Theſe are, 

1. A courſe of mercurials. This 1s always ne- 


ceſſary where the diſeaſe ariſes from an ulcer of 


the urethra, eſpecially of a long ſtanding, or 
where a general infection has taken place. In 
ſuch caſes, pills made of turpentine and mercury 
are often very proper. 

2. Balſamics. Such as balſamus Canadenſis, 
Tolutanus, Peruvianus, copaive, e mecha, oliba- 
num, terebinthina, or the aqua picea. Of theſe 


the moſt commonly uſed is the copaiva balſam ; 


of which the patient may take from fifty to an 
hundred drops in a draught of cold water once 
a-day at noon, or twice a-day morning and 


evening. Immediately after the balſam, from 


twenty to, fifty drops of Mynſicht's elixir of vi- 


triol thould be taken, in the ſame quantity of 


2 water, 
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water, to render the former leſt diſagreeable to 
the ſtomach. Half a drachm of pure turpens 
tine, or a drachm of balſamum traumaticum, 
often anſwers the ſame purpoſe as the copaiva 
balſam. I knew an inftance, where a very large 
quantity, from one to two ounces, of copaiya 
balſam was ſwallowed at once by a young man, 
who was thereby radically cured of a moſt in- 
veterate and obſtinate gleet. 
3. Corroborants. Among theſe the tormentilla 
oo in powder or extract, the Peruvian bark 
wder, or infuſed in red wine, or, which is 
ones better, infuſed in lime- water, united 
according to circumſtances, with iron, balſa- 
mics, or ſome other powerful aſtringent, ſuch 
as reſina kino, reſina draconis, &c. will ſome- 
times prove effectual when a 1 other remedies 
have failed. After all, howEver, our utmoſt 
endeavours to cure an inveterate gleet will 
ſometimes be in vain; and there have been in- 
ſtances where Nature has effected a cure in time, 
after the unſucceſsful and tedious exhibition of 
the moſt powerful remedies. 26 
Obſtinate gleets ſometimes originate, as men- 
tioned above, from a ſingular cauſe; of which we 
have ſome examples in *anatomical collections. 
This is, when two ulcers of the urethra happen 
to-be nearly oppoſite to each other. In this 
caſe, ſome parts of them will inoſculate with 
each other, producing a kind of bands acroſs the 
urethra, with a ſmall ulceration below. Thus 
not only 3 a moſt obſtinate running, baffling all 
medicines, is produced; but a difficulty of ma- 
_ water frequently takes place, and an im- 
poſſibility

poſſibility of making it but in a very ſmall 
ſtream, or not at all. The only remedy in this 
caſe, if we have ſome reaſon for ſuſpecting this 
cauſe, is the chirurgical operation; though in 
ſome caſes, where the bands are not too ſtrong, 
they might perhaps be broke by applying a 
probe or. catheter. Whether or not the follow- 
ing er a very troubleſome and obſtinate 
gleet be 

judge. 

Some years ago I was mls by a noble- 
man concerning a gleet, with which he had been 
affected for about ten years, and for which he 
had conſulted the phyſicians and ſurgeons in ſe- 
veral countries. Sometimes it ſtopped for. ſeve- 
ral days; then it came on again of itſelf, eſpeci- 


ally after riding on horſeback or coition. At 


ſuch times he. always felt ſome uneaſineſs, and 
the next day a little running, which went off 
till the ſame cauſe was repeated ; which ren- 


dered him very uneaſy, eſpecially as he intend- 


ed to marry. Upon examining the patient, 
I found the diſorder feated down in the ure- 
thra, about the place called the Caput gallina- 
einig. Every internal and external remedy that 
I knew of was applied without effecting a radi- 
cal cure. I took the diſeaſe to be a callous 
ulceration; and, on this ſuppoſition, applied 
bougies for eight or ten weeks without the leaſt 
effect. Being obliged to continue my travels, I 
left him very littld the better for what I had 
done; at the ſame time adviſing him,. as he in- 
tend ed to go to Paris, to conſult there whomſoever 
he could expect any benefit from. The reſult, 
%) HERE | M6. as 
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as he aware informed me by letter, was as 
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follows. After my arrival at Paris, I con- 


ſulted, according to your advice, all the me- 
dieal men of eminence in that city, who ren- 
dered me more uneaſy about my diſorder than 
I had ever been before, by their different 


Some adviſed me to a new mercurial courſe ; 

others preſcribed different internal exter- 
nal medicines. I ſhowed them all the pre- 
ſcriptions ſucceſſively tried by you; they ſeem- 
ed rather aſtoniſhed, that none of them, after 


a fair trial, had ſucceeded. However, ſome 


new 1njections and internal remedies were 
ordered, rather I think to ſatisfy me for my 
money, than in hopes of doing me any real 


ſervice ; 3 indeed I was for three or four 


months entirely in the ſame condition as when 
I firſt came to Paris. But, ſurpriſing it may 


ſeem to you! the laſt perſon whom I conſulted 
upon recommendation, ſeemed to me the moſt 


ignorant I had applied to. He ſaid he was 
obliged to examine the paſſage of the urethra 
with a catheter, in order to aſcertain the 
place, &c. He accordingly applied it. It went 
in as uſual very readily, till it came to the 
ſear of the diſorder, where it met with the 
ſame obſtacle it had always done, which I 
had before told him of. Notwithſtanding 
this, he endeavoured to puſh it further, I 
© told him it gave me exceſlive pain: but he 
1 it imprudently on, and it went through; 
upon which tome blood immediately run out 


© of the urethra. This, as it ſeemed, much 


E 2. frightened. . 
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4 frightened him: he aſked my 6K wits 
i * drew his inſtrument, took his fee, and de- 
* * parted; but left me much diſſatisfied for em- 
Ai «© ploying him. I expected I ſhould be worſe 
the next day, and ſuffer much from his un- 
« ſkilful conduct: but quite the reverſe; I have 
4 been free from any diſorder theſe two months 
** paſt. I ride on horſeback, ang enjoy a wo- 
„ man, without finding any ill effects from 
them; and therefore think myſelf radically 
© cured. The friendſhip. I owe yon, for the 
trouble you took on my account, obliges me 
* to ſtate to you this particular caſe; ; which may 
* be of uſe to you, and which you perhaps can 
better account for than thoſe I have ſince 
» 6 conſulted.“ 

Gleets, ariſing from deep and large eroſions of 
the mouths of the ſeminal ducts, or excretories 
of the proftate gland, as alſo thoſe which ori- 

ginate from a diſeaſed proſtate gland, or from 
ulcers of the bladder, are often incurable. 

- In all inveterate and obſtinate gleets, which 
have their ſeat low down in the urethra, we 
mould carefully examine the proſtate gland; 
for to a diſeaſe of this part they frequently owe 
their origin. If the gland ſhall be found pre- 
ternaturally ſwelled and hard after a mercurial 
. courſe, repeated bliſters applied to the perine- 
um, with large doſes of the inſpiſſated juice of 
conium maculatum, or a decoction of meze- 
reum, I have ſeen in ſome inſtances attended 
with ſueceſs where all other remedies had 
failed. 

or the treatment of gleets combined wich 
e e | 125 trictures, 
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ſtrictures, viz. with more or leſs difficulty in 
making water, I muſt refer to the chapter on 
Iſchury. 

Gleets which ariſe eicher from a weakneſs, 
relaxation, or ſometimes perhaps from too great 
an irritability of the ducts of the ſeminal veſ- 
ſels, are properly called by the name of Gonor- 
rhœa £ fluxus ſeminis). In theſe caſes, a real ſe- 
men is diſcharged, ſometimes without erection 
or any ſenſation of pleaſure : and is either con- 
tinually dripping off, or evacuated at times by 
debilitating nocturnal or diurnal pollutions. 
Sometimes it is diſcharged only on going to 
ſtool, when the hard feces, during their paſſage 
in the rectum, preſs on the ſeminal veſicles and 
proſtate gland, and thus force the relaxed ori- 
fices of their excretory ducts. This diſorder, 
however, does not arile from any venereal in- 
fection, and but ſeldom from the abuſe of ve- 
nery, The moſt general cauſe of it is manuſtu- - 
pration, and therefore comes not within my plan 
at preſent. It requires a moſt prudent and careful 

treatment; otherwiſe the patient will fall a vic- 
tim to that kind of conſumption which we call 
with e Tabes Ns

CHAP. 


CHAP. IV. 
On the Venereal 8 welling of the Teft icles. 


HEN a Clap has been treated either by 
improper he or the patient labour- 
ing under it uſes violent exerciſe, or eſpecially 
if he catches cold in the part affected, by expo- 
ling it to a ſtream of cold air, or by wathing i it 
with cold water, one and ſometimes both teſti- 
cles begin to ſwell, often to an enormous fize, 


attended with all the ſymptoms of a local in- 


flammation; to which an irritation of the whole 
ſyſtem and violent fever not unfrequently ſuc- 
ceed. This diſeaſe is called a Swelled Teſti- 
cle, and by ſome writers, though very impro- 
perly, Hernia humoralis. 

Previous to the ſwelling, the running of. the 
clap partly or entirely ceaſes; but, ſometimes, 
this will only happen, at leaſt to an obſervable 
degree, a day or two after the ſwelling has ac- 
tually taken place. 


That the ſwelling and ſymproms of this in- 
flammation are produced, in this caſe, merely 
by the irritation of the poiſon lodged lower 
down in the urethra, at the place where the ex- 


cretory ducts of the ſeminal veſicles open, and 
not (as was formerly e from an abſorp-

cle itſelf, is now generally admitted ; and will 
perhaps be more evident from the obſervations 
which I ſhall lay down upon the nature and ſeat 
of this diſorder, and from the new method of 
treatment which I found the moſt ſucceſsful for 
this complaint. 

There is another ſpecies of this diſorder 
mentioned by ſome writers, viz. an inflamma- 


tion of the teſticle, ariſing from the venereal 


poiſon being depoſited there from the maſs. 


| This kind of diſeaſe never came under my ob- 


ſervation,” and I therefore can ſay nothing about 
it. We are alſo told, that a ſwelled teſticle ari- 


ſes ſometimes from venereal ulcers of the glans 


being dried up: but neither do I recollect to 
have obſerved any caſe of this kind; though I 


have ſeen a patient, who, two years ago, was 
affected with a ſwelled teſticle, which being im- 
properly treated, brought on a fiſtula in ano. 
This was operated, and nearly healed up, when 
a ſwelling of the teſticle appeared again; for 
which I was conſulted. I ſucceeded in diſper- 
ſing the ſwelling, by bringing on a running from 
the urethra, and in completing the cure by a 


courſe of internal remedies. 


It has been hitherto the general opinian, that 


the teſticle itſelf is always the ſeat of this diſor- 


rd But, upon a more cloſe attention and in- 
os found, | 
75% That the teſticle itſelf is never ſwelled, 
or in the leaſt affected, in the beginning of this 
complaint; and that the only part affected and 
ſwelled is the epididymis; of which every patient 


2 4 eaſily convince himſelf by a careful exami- 
. nation. 
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nation. LI ſaid, the teſticle is never in the leaſt 


affected in the beginning, or for the firſt five or 


ſix days; and if it becomes affected afterwards, 


it is entirely owing to a prepoſterous treatment. 


2dly, J have conſtantly obſerved, that the fever 
which frequently attends this complaint, eſpe- 
cially in irritable conſtitutions, is never a pri- 
mary diſorder, but only concomitant to, or the 


conſequence of, this local irritation ; and that 


for this reaſon, by the method mentioned here- 
after, it is almoſt generally in the power of the 
phyſician, if he be called in time, to prevent 
any fever from taking place in this complaint. | 

In what manner this ſwelling of the epididy- 
mis and ſpermatic cord is produced, is difficult 
to explain. Some think it is owing to ſympa- 
thy; others, to a certain quantity of poiſon abs» 
ſorbed and depoſited to the teſticle; and others, 
to the inflammation? ſlowly extending down- 
wards to the neck of the bladder, and thus ob- 
ſtructing the courſe of the ſemen. If it were 
owing to ſympathy, why does the ſwelling never 


happen as long as the diſcharge of a.clap goes 


regularly on, though the ſymptoms of inflam- 
mation and irritation run ever ſo high? The 
ſecond cauſe aſcribed is a mere ſuppoſition, nei- 
ther founded on facts nor anatomical obſerva- 


tions. The third ſeems to be the molt reaſon- 


able; though it muſt be obſerved, that if the 
extended inflammation was the only true cauſe 
of this ſwelling, it would ſeem that every pa- 
tient who has a diſeaſed proſtate, or an inflam- 
mation at the neck of the bladder, ſhould alſo 
by affected with a felling of the teſticles; 

which, 
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+ which, however, is generally not the caſe. It 
appears, therefore, moſt probable to me, that 
this diſeaſe is owing to the venereal poiſon be- 
ing retropulſed from its original ſeat, in the la- 
cuna Morgagni under the frænum, lower down 
the urethra, where, by its acrimony, it irritates 

the excretory ducts of the ſeminal veſſels; where- 
by the ſecretion of the {ſemen is increaſed, but 

its e . prevented, on account of the ex- 
cretdry ducts being irritated, contracted, and 
ſwelled: hence an accumulation of ſeed, firſt i in 
the vas deferens, then in the epididymis, and at 
laſt in the teſticle itſelf. Hence, from this di- 
feention of the ſpermatic veſlels, not from any 
real inflammation of thoſe parts, a pain comes 
on, which, for this very reaſon, 1s always, we 
obſerve, obtuſe, never acute; and hence we of- 
ten ſee the patient ſuddenly relieved by a ſpon- 
taneous pollution. But if the ſame cauſe conti- 
nues, the epididymis, and the teſticle itſelf, will 
become thereby affected; and its inflammation, 
if the poiſon irritating the excretory ducts of the 
{ſeminal veſſels be not removed, will end in a 
ſuppuration or obſtinate hardneſs of the parts. 
From the cauſe aſſigned, we clearly conceive 
how 1t happens, that, after the {ſwelling of one 
teſticle is gone, the other is ſometimes attacked; 
and that, after a — of urine from a re- 
tropulſed clap is remove, ſometimes a ſwell- 
ing of the teſticle comes on. It is owing to the 
tranſpoſition or change 915 3 of the poiſon. 

It will further appear, from the nature of this 

diſorder, why a man who has been once _—

with a ſwelled teſticle, is ſo eaſily ndr with 
the ſame diſorder a ſecond time. 

But all theoretical reaſonings are of little 
uſe, if they do not lead us to eſtabliſh a more 
rational and effectual method of cure than has 
been before practiſed. When I therefore jir/# 
obſerved, That this diſeaſe is not originally an 
inflammation of the teſticle, as has been hither- 


to generally ſuppoſed, but a ſwelling of the 
epididymis, as I have found ùto be the caſe in 


all my patients: Secondly, That the applications, 
otherwiſe very uſeful in topical inflammations, 
ſuch as poultices, fomentations, &c. were in 


this caſe of no uſe at all; nay, ſometimes even 


hurtful, as I have experienced i in myſelf: Third- 
ly, That this ſwelling is brought on, by what- 
ever cauſe, which ſtops the running of a clap; 
and moft generally by catching cold, or cold 
applications to the penis, by violent exerciſe, or 
by aſtringent injections: Fourthly, That a ſwell- 


ing of the ſame kind is ſometimes brought on 


by the ſimple application of a larger bongie, 
and cured without any other remedy than by lea- 
ving off the uſe of the bougie I was led, in conſe- 
quence of the above obſervations, to conclude, 
that the diſeaſe was brought on, not only by the 

venereal poiſon, but by any other ſtimulus applied 
to and' irritating the mouths of the excretory 
duds of the ſeminal veſſels in the urethra ; and 
that therefore a new method of cure, altogether 
different from the old one, might be attended 
with better ſucceſs: and I was ſo happy as to find 
the fame, after I had occaſion to try it, [firſt on 
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5 VENEREAL SWELLING 


Aal, and afterwards on other patients, anſwer 
my moſt ſanguine expectations. 


M ethod of Cure: 


Tu phyfician- s firſt intention ſhould be to pro- 
vent the diſeaſe altogether; and if this ſhould 
be found impoſſible, to cure it in the moſt 
ſafe and ſpeedy manner. To prevent a ſwell- 
ed teſticle, every thing that is apt to bring 
on a ſtopping of the running, or a retropul- 
ſion of the clap, ought to be carefully avoid- 
ed. Such are acrid aſtringent injections, waſh- 
ing the penis with cold water, or expoſing it 
to the cold air; as, for example, making wa- 
ter in a ſtreet where a cold wind blows; violent 
exerciſe of any kind; the prepoſterous uſe of 
balſamics, internally or externally; purging me- 
dicines: Which points carefully attended to, to- 
gether with the wearing of a bag-truſs, from the 
beginning of any clap whatever, have effectually 
ſcreened my patients from this diſorder: 3 fo that 
none of them who complied with the rules juſt 
mentioned was ever affected with this diſeaſe. 
But we generally find our patients not fo com- 
pliant, or we are called in to ſuch, who having 
been treated without any attention to thoſe rules, 


are actually affected with the ſwelling. Thoſe | 


require our compaſſion, and the immediate ap- 
plication of every means poſlible to relieve them. 

The cauſe of the diſorder, as ſaid above, be- 
ing an irritation of the mouths of the excretory 
duds of the ſeminal veſſels, from the venereal 
poiſon having taken its ſeat at the caput galli- 
naginis, the moſt effectual relief we can give 


to

original ſeat, that is, re-eſtabliſh the running; 
both which points to attain, I found the fol- 


lowing method moſt efficarious. | 8 
If the pulſe be accelerated, full, a ſtrong, 
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to our patient will be, firſt to allay the irrita - 
tion, and then to recal the poiſon to its former 


the patient 1s to be bleeded immediately ; ; anda 


good quantity of blood is to be taken from him; 
regard, however, being had to his conſtitution, 


and other circumſtances. If there be no irrita- 


tion in the ſyſtem, or only a moderate degree 
of it, bleeding is unneceſſary (and this will be 
nearly always the caſe, if we are called in ſoon 
after the commencement of the diſorder); being 
convinced, from repeated obſervations, that the 
fever in this complaint is never an original diſ- 
eaſe, but brought on merely in conſequence of 
the irritation of thoſe delicate parts. 

To the ſwelling a common poultice of bread 


and milk, with ſome oil, and, according; to cir- 


cumſtances, a little ſugar of lead, has been re- 
commended by moſt writers: but having ſeen 
ſo little effect from this application, I have 


- — — — — 


not for many years paſt made uſe of it. In- 


ſtead of a poultice, I order firſt a glyſter, to 
evacuate the feces, if the patient had not a na- 
tural ſtool; and then I adviſe him, if his ſitua- 


tion will * ua of it, to ſit for half an hour 


in a warm emollient bath. If he cannot have 
that convenience, he 1s to be placed in a perfo- 
rated chair, upon the ſteam of hot water, for 
the ſame length of time; previouſly ſuſpending 
his teſticles. From hens he is to be carried 
to bed, and a dry age ru to be immediately ap- 
PRs 
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plied, in order to keep the teſticles conſtantly 


ſuſpended, as their hanging down produces or 
contributes to their irritation and ſwelling. A 


warm poultice may then be alſo applied to the 


penis, in order to recal the running again; or, 
in other words, to determine the retropulſed 
matter from its new ſeat to come back to the 
old one. But what I found principally to be re- 
lied on is, to adminiſter a full doſe of opium, 
or, according to circumſtances, a glyſter, made 
of equal quantities of linſeed- oil and barley- 
water, with forty or fixty drops of laudanum, 
to be injected, and occaſionally repeated. He. 


is to keep in bed and obſerve a low diet, drink 


nothing but barley-water, a decoction of figs 
and barley, or an emulſion of almonds. | 
To this method of treating ſwelled teſticles 
by opium, I was led, as I mentioned above, 
many years ago by a ſevere caſe of my own; 
and I have ſeen afterwards ſo good and ſpeedy 
effects from it, that I fince conſtantly made uſe 
of it. I have had many inſtances, where, by 
theſe means, the ſwelling and pain of the teſ- 


ticle were removed, and the running brought 


back, in the ſpace of twenty-four or forty- 
eight hours; and in thoſe caſes where it had 
not that effect ſo ſoon, it always greatly relieved 
the patient, and prevented a fever. In all more 
obſtinate caſes, I conſtantly obſerved, that the 
ſymptoms of irritation and the Fwelling did ne- 
ver quit the patient till the running of the clap 
came on again; but the moment this latter 
took place, the patient found himſelf relieved 
of * Pain of the teſticle, and the ſwelling gra- 

| I n : dually 
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dually diſappeared: To aſſiſt Nature in its be- 
neficial efforts, the opium internally, or in an 


 emollient glyſter, is to be repeated every twen- 


ty- four hours; the parts to be expoſed twice or 
three times a- day, for a quarter or half an hour, 
to the ſteam of hot water or milk; warm poul- 
tices to be conſtantly applied to the penis; and 
the accumulation of fieces in the rectum to be 
prevented by a common glyſter occaſionally re- 
peated. By proceeding thus, we ſhall generally 
have the ſatisfaction to cure, in a few days, a 


diſeaſe, which, by a different method of treat- 


ment, require ſo many weeks, and after all 
ſometimes ends in a ſuppuration of the teſticle, 
which often leaves a troubleſome ſcirrhoſity 


behind. Of late we have been told, that 


fomentations with cold water or ice, renew- 
ed every quarter or half an hour, anſwered 
beyond expectation in diſcuſſing a recent ſwell- 
ing of the teſticle; and in other caſes, the re- 
peated cold application of a ſolution of ſugar of 
lead in water has produced the {ame happy effects. 
If the ſymptoms of the {ſwelling is dangerous 
or obſtinate, more efficacious means to re-eſta- 
bliſh the running the ſooner might likewiſe be 
tried, and applied as mentioned above. The re- 
eſtabliſhed clap ought to be treated afterwards 
in the common manner; taking great care to 


give no occaſion to a new retropulſion; which, 


it is to be remarked, in ſuch caſes eaſily takes 
place a ſecond time. 

If the ſwelling has been treated improperly, it 
frequently happens that the ſymptoms of irrita- 


tion r, but leave a hard ſwelling of one 
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or both teſticles behind; and the diſeaſe is then 
commonly called a Scirrhous Teſticle. In all 
thoſe caſes I conſtantly found the epididymis 
very. hard and much ſwelled. In ſome, how- 
. .ever, the teſticle itſelf was likewiſe evidently 
| affected, accompanied ſometimes with a ſenſa- 
tion of a painful preſſure, but more frequently 
without any pain at all. Mercury rubbed in exter- 
nally into the perinæum and ſcrotum twice a-day, 
with the conſtant application of a warm poultice 
made of the root of atropa mandragora L. is, in 
that cafe; the moſt uſeful remedy. | An emetic 
has been ſometimes found effectual. The de- 
coction of the bark of the root of daphne meze- 
reum internally, and a poultice of it exter- 
nally, has lately been much recommended; 
but in ſeveral patients to whom I have given 
that decoction, I obſerved it made them ſo ſick 
that they Found it impoſſible to bear it on the 
ſtomach, and even its external uſe requires ſome 
caution on account of its acrid quality. Elec- 
tricity has been found uſeful in feveral caſes by 
Mr Birch in London. Van Swieten once told ! 
me, that he had given, for an indolent chronic { 
induration of the teſticles, lapides cancrorum, E 
t 
t 
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an ounce in a pint of good Auftrian wine or 
old hock, taking three or four table-ſpoonfuls 


every morning and evening, with good ſucceſs. t 
J once tried this remedy, and it anſwered ex- 4 
tremely well. After Van Swieten's death, I met It 
a patient who told me, that he had been cured c 
by him of an hard ſwelled teſticle, | though not 

from a venereal cauſe, by the ſame remedy 3 and t] 


that he had been 6 ma well ever ſince. An q 
ointment ſc 
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ointment made of one drachm of camphor to an 


ounce of fimple ointment applied to the ſcrotum, 


and in other caſes the application of the vola- 


tile liniment by means of a feather, have proved 
ſucceſsful in ſeveral inſtances. Hemlock inter- 
nally and externally has been likewiſe recom- 
mended; but upon what ground, I am uncertain. 
Mr Acrell, one of the firſt ſurgeons in Denmark, 

has found the root of the ononis Jpinoſa - 2 
given internally, anſwer extremely well in ſeve- 


ral caſes. He boils half an ounce of this root 


with a pint and a half of water to one pint; 


ſweetens it with ſyrup of camomile, and gives 
a table- ſpoonful of it every three hours. The 


wearing of a truſs-bag 1s at the ſame time al- 
ways neceſſary. It is, however, to be obſerved, 
that we ſhall ſometimes be diſappointed by all 
theſe remedies; and that the hard ſwelling, of 
ſeveral months or years ſtanding, will not go 
off, except we have recourſe to the inoculation 
of a new clap. 


A cancer of the teſlicle requires extirpationz ; 


but whenever a teſticle is cancerous, or in its 
ſtructure diſeaſed, we ought always carefully to 


examine whether the lymphatics of the ſperma- 


tic cord are not at the ſame time affected; in 


this caſe, the kidney of the fame fide, to which 


thoſe lymphatic rebels go, being generally diſ- 


eaſed, the exciſion of the teſticle proves an uſe- 


leſs operation, and will only expoſe, by its fatal 
conſequences, the ſurgeon's reputation. So 


We are told by ſome writers on this ſubject, 
that a venereal inflammation of the teſticles fre- 
quently terminates in a ſuppuration. This may 


| lometimes be the caſe, but never happened to 


i any 
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any of my patients. I am Warmn inclined 
to believe, that, if it happens, it more frequent- 
ly proceeds from a bad treatment, than from 
any other cauſe. But perhaps that ſpecies of 
venereal teſticles which, we are told, ariſes from 


a tainted maſs (if it ever exiſts), is probably, 


having its ſeat in the teſticle itſelf, more apt to 
end in ſuppuration, than that arifing from a 
ſuppreſſed clap, which, as we have ſeen above, 
very ſeldom affects the "teſticle. One particular 
m4 which I faw eight years ago, though not 
venereal,” deſerves, perhaps, to be mentioned 
here. 

A young man of” twenty years of age, afflic- 
ted with tcrophulous ſwellings about his neck, 


was adviſed by a phyſician to make uſe of the 


decoctum lignorum. Following this advice for 


ſome weeks, he was affected with a cough, 


which, in a fortnight after, ended in an hæmop- 
tyſis. Though he now left off the decoction, 
and made uſe of ſeveral other medicines pre- 
ſcribed to him, the cough continued for many 
months, accompanied with ſpitting of blood, or 
mucus ſtreaked with blood occaſionally. Being 


conſulted, I gave it; as my opinion, that his 


lungs were affected with ſcrophulous tubercles, 
for which I knew no remedy ; and deſired him 
to conſult the firſt men of the profeſſion in the 


place. Though the remedies ordered by them 


did not in the leaſt alter his cough, he was in 
other reſpects tolerably well, eat with appetite, 
and flept with eaſe. One day he came to me, 
and complained of a painful ſwelling on both 


fides of the 1 inguina, but more ſo on the one than 
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on che other. Upon examining, I 1 the 
ſpermatic cord very much enlarged. I aſked 
kim whether he had made free with the ſex? 


He declared upon his honour, he had never lain 
with a woman in his life, for fear of being pox- 
ed; but ſaid, he had had the ſame complaint 
ſeveral times before, and felt it always whene- 
ver he was in company with young women 


who ſtrongly excited deſire; that it grew ſome- 


times extremely painful, inſomuch that he a- 
voided ſuch occaſions as much as poſſible. Ha- 
ving been in ſuch a ſituation the day before, the 


{ame pain came on; but had continued ſo much 
longer than uſual, that it induced him to apply 


to me for aſſiſtance. I adviſed him to apply 


cold water to the parts; which cured him of 


his complaint in a few days. Thus much. 1 


thought to premiſe to what follows, 


Some months after, he complained to me that 


one of his teſticles had become very hard with- 
out any apparent cauſe, Upon interrogating 
him about the uſe of women, he repeated the 


ſame thing he had done before; ; but confeſſed 


that he had frequently maſturpated himſeF, 
without knowing that ſuch a practice could pro- 
duce any diſorder. I preſcribed hemlock, and 
all the reſolvents the Materia Medica affords, | 
both internally and externally, but without any 


effect: the teſticle grew painful, and daily lar- 


ger; and at laſt burſt, and a ſmall quantity of 
purulent matter was diſcharged. On my return 


to town, after an abſence of ſome months, he 


told me, that during that time a ſmall diſcharge 


had continued; and that ſeveral fibres like 
| | 73 white Je 
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uhh threads came away from the ulcer eve 

day. Upon examination, I found the whole 
teſticle reduced to a very imall ſize, and the 
ulcer nearly cloſed up, and in a few weeks it 
was quite healed. His cough continued during 
all this time; but he appeared not to be more 


emaciated than when he firſt applied to me. E- 


very three or four months, when the tickling 


of the cough ſeemed to increaſe, and he was 


afraid of a ſpitting of blood, he was bled by his 
own advice. The ſpermatic cords were quite 
natural. The ſame month of the following 


year, the other teſticle became affected Juſt as 


tbe former had been. A ſurgeon of eminence, 
who had treated the patient with me the prece- 
ding year, was now called in during my ab- 
Tence; and though every thing was done for him 


which in my opinion could have been done, 


when I returned back to town, the complaint 
ſtill continued, and had now laſted for ten 
weeks. At the expiration of the ſeventh week 
the teſticle burſt; and whole . pieces of the 
ſpermatic veſſels, of the teſticle were every day 
diſcharged from the opening; and in three 
months the teſticle was reduced, like the other, 


to the ſize of a ſmall eee e There was 


no Welling in the ſpermatic cords; and 
the patient told me, he had ſtrictly follow- 
ed my advice, and avoidech for theſe * years, 
his bad cuſtom above mentioned. The cough 


continued ; but by degrees reduced him ſo low, 


that he died two years after. 


The phyſician who attended him laſt, in- 


formed me, that, on opening the body, he 
| found 
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found a vomica in one of the lungs, and many 
large hard tumours or tubercles on both; but 


he had not examined the teſticles. From What 
cauſe the diſeaſe of the teſticles aroſe, whether 


from a 1 complaint, or from maſtur- 


pation, Ido not pretend to ſay: but I relate 
the caſe only as a very particular and re- 
markable one; which ſhows, that there may 
ſometimes happen a ſuppuration of the teſticles 
even with the greateſt care * n judicious 
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88. INFLAMED PROSTATE GLAND, _ 


CHAP. V. 


N the Juflngmation and 1 Wen * the | 
n PROSTATE Grand. 1 


1 Havr ald in particular to ſay on the in- 

flammation of the proſtate gland, except when 
it ariſes from a ſuppreſſed Blennorrhagia. In 
that caſe, we ſhould uſe every means poſſible to 
reſtore the running, particularly thoſe recom- 
mended for ſwelled teſticles ariſing from the 
ſame cauſe ; becauſe, if this inflammation ter- 
minates in ſuppuration, whether the abſceſs 
breaks into the -urethra, bladder, inteſtinum 
rectum, or perinæum, it is always attended 
with very diſagreeable conſequences. The 
{ymptoms of an inflammation or ſwelling of 
this gland are known from the pain and diffi- 
culty m making water; beſides, if we ſhould 
be doubtful whence they proceed, the finger 
will almoſt always clearly tell us. If a ſuppu- 
ration has already taken place, we have only to 
obſerve, that mercury internally and externally 
will be neceſſary, and afterwards proper injec- 
tions; the compoſitions of which are not pecu- 
liar, and are to be left to the judgment of the 
practitioner. | 

In the induration or ſcirrhoſity of this gland, 
the remedies recommended for indurated teſ- 
- ticles or buboes are to be made uſe of; but eſpe- 
_ cially bliſters, repeatedly applied to the peri- 
næum, aud internally the hemlock 2885 _ 
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If a total ſuppreſſion of urine is to be dreaded 
from the ſcirrhous ſwelling of the proſtate, as 


is always ſooner or later the caſe, every means 
poſſible ought to be tried to bring on a ſuppura- 


tion of the gland, in order to prevent ſtill more 


diſagreeable conſequences. There is, however, 
to my knowledge, hardly any diſorder which 
baffles more the ſkill of the phyſician than a 
fungous excreſcence or ſcirrhous ſwelling of 
this gland, whether from a venereal or any 
other cauſe. The root of the Atropa mandrago- 


ra, or the daphne mezereum in a poultice, and 


repeated bliſters, or a ſeton applied to the pe- 


rinæum, are the only external medicines, be- 


ſides thoſe=juſt before mentioned, from which 


we may expect any relief. Internally, a courle 


of mercurials, the pulſatilla nigricans, and 
the hemlock, have been recommended; but I 


have never ſeen any good effect from any of 


chem, 
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On the Viss IScHURyY and 


STRICTURES. 


A 1 TOTAL | ſuppreſſion of urine, occaficnid ei- 

ther by the remains of a former ſyphilitic 
complaint, or of a preſent venereal virus affec- 
ting the. urethra, or neck of the bladder, we call 
a Yenereal 1ſchury ; and a partial ſuppreſſion, or 
a difficulty of making water in a continued and 
natural ſtream, attended, with pain, and a fre- 
quent defire to make water, ariſing from the 


ſame cauſe, is commonly, though not always 


properly, called a Stricture. 
When I ſay, that the name Stricture, which has 


been given to the latter complaint, is often a 7 


very improper appellation, it is becauſe a par- 
tial ſuppreſſion of urine, as well as a total one, 


may ariſe from, different cauſes ; among which 
a ſtrictrue or conſtriction of one particular part of 


the urethra is only perhaps the moſt common 
one. 

The different cauſes by which either a par- 
tial or total venereal ſuppreſſion of urine 1s pro- 
duced, are, I/, An inflammation or ſpaſmodic 


contraction of the neck of the bladder, from a 
recent retropulſed clap. 2dly, A chronic con- 


ſtriction or narrowneſs of one particular part 


of the urethra, from a thickened and hard- 
ened portion of its ſubſtance, properly cal- 
led a Stricture. 3dly, A compreſſion of the 


neck 


* 
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neck of the bladder or urethra, producing a 
partial or total abolition of its cavity, by a pre- 
ternatural ſwelling of the proſtate or of any 
other gland of the urethra. 445%, A prominent 


cicatrix of a preceding ulcer, or a fungous ex- 


creſcence in ſome part of the urethra, common- 
ly known by the name of Caruncle. 
As upon the perfect knowledge of theſe cau- 


ſes the radical cure of the diſeaſe entirely de- 


pends, we ſhall conſider them more minutely. 
Whenever the running of a clap is ſtopped 
by any cauſe whatever, the virus ſeems to go 
lower down the arethis, and to excite there a 
ſimilar irritation and inflammation, as it did in 
its former place. If it fixes its place at the ca- 


put gallinaginis, and there irritates the mouths of 


the excretory ducts of the ſeminal veſicles, it 
produces, as we have obſerved in the foregoing 


chapter, a {ſwelling of the epididymis, or what 


is commanly called a /welled tefticle. If it goes 
ſtill lower down the urethra, and ſettles at the 
neck of the bladder, it will, in this circum- 
ſtance, not produce a ſwelled teſticle, but an 
irritation, ſpaſmodic contraction, or inflamma- 
tion of the neck of the bladder, with a total or 


partial ſuppreſſion of urine. The poiſon in that 


caſe, if the complaint be properly treated, will 
produce no other diſeaſe than a ſuppreſſion of 
urine for a few days, only : aſter which it will 
leave that place; and, on going more forwards 
into the urcthra, bring on either a ſwelled teſ- 
ticle, or, if it returns to the ſame place which 
it originally occupied, reproduce the runnin 

with the common Ns hn of a clap, and ſo 
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by degrees go off at laſt, without een any 
bad ſymptom behind. | 


But this. ſomuch withed-for A A KS eee 


does not always happen. The poiſon lodged in 


the neck of the bladder will ſometimes produce, 


beſides a variety of very dilagreeable ſymptoms, 


an ulceration in that place, or .in ſome other 
part of the urethra. Though the diſcharge ari- 


ting from ſuch an ulcer be, by degrees, partly 


or entirely ſtopped, and the ulcer itſelf healed, 
we often obſerve either a coarctation of the 
urethra remaining at the place where the ulcer 


was, or the cicatrix of. the ulcer forming a 
kind of knot or protuberance into the paſſage. 


Sometimes alſo the ulcers, on healing, will form 


large granulations, or preternatural excreſcen- 
ces, which afterwards produce the ſame effect 


as a prominent cicatrix, under the name of Ca- 


runcles (Which complaint, however, never occur- 
red to me in practice); or the proſtate gland, 


or any of the glands of the urethra itſelf, form 


a fungous excreſcence, protruding into the ure- 


thra, or neck of the bladder, and thereby pro- 


duce an anguſtation, or a total abolition of the 


cavity of the paſſage. Anatomical diſſections 
have alſo diſcovered to us lately, that two ul- 
cers of the urethra in oppoſite directions, or a 


fingle large one, will ſometimes, in ſome place, 
grow together by bands croſſing the cavity of 


the urethra ; and whilſt the lower part of the 


_ ulceration remains open, and continues the diſ- 


charge mentioned in the chapter on Gleets, the 
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the cavity of the urethra, and thereby prevent 
the free paſſage of the urine. 

In ſome of theſe caſes the patient, eſpecially 
by living ſober and quiet, is able to make water 
pretty freely, though he wants a long time for 
doing it. But, on committing the leaſt exceſs 
in eating and drinking, or by taking. too much 


exerciſe, the diſeaſe grows evidently worſe, the 


urine is diſcharged in drops only, or in a ſmall 
and interrupted ſtream, exciting great pain, 
anxiety, and uneaſineſs; or the paſſage is ſtop- 


ped entirely, and thus endangers the life of the 


ſufferer. The urine, in theſe caſes, ſometimes, 
as I have ſeen, forces its way into the rectum, 
and is evacuated by the anus; or it produces in 
the urethra, behind the coarctation, a dilata- 


tion, eroſion, ſinuſes, or a fiſtula, through which 


it afterwards conſtantly diſcharges. 

The further back in the urethra this diſeaſe 
had its feat, the more troubleſome, in general, 
is the cure, and the more danger awaits the pa- 
tient. The more inveterate or complicated all 
theſe ſpecies of the diſorder are, the more dif- 
ficult is their removal. — Thoſe arifing from a 
callous or contracted ulcer of the urethra, are 
more eaſtly cured than thoſe ariſing from a pro- 
tuberant cicatrix- or from caruncles. That kind 
of iſchury which owes its origin to a retropul- 
ſion of a recent clap, I have obſerved to be re- 
moved eaſier and ſooner than all others; that ari- 
ſing from a ſcirrhous proſtate is often, though 
not always, incurable; but for an iſchury ari- 
ling from a fungous excreſcence of the proſtate, 
the art has no remedy. | bh 

Me- 
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Method of T. reatment. 


Tx firſt thing, if we are called to a patient 
affected with a venereal ſuppreſſion of urine, is, 
to inquire: whether it ariſes from a retropulſion 
of a recent clap, or from old complaints within 
the urethra. Our chief aim, in both caſes, being 
to remove the iſchury, we ought to examine, 
whether the diſeaſe is ſtill merely local, or 
whether there is a general irritation of the ſy- 
Al _ - tem. If the pulſe be quick and hard, bleed- 
ing is neceſſary. The quantity of blood 
to be taken is regulated by the ſtate of the 
pulſe and conſtitution of the patient. A man 
of a ſtrong habit, or of a plethoric conſti- 
tution, will bear the loſs of a pound; whereas 
half that quantity taken, will operate ſufficient- 
ly, and have the ſame effect, upon a delicate 
and tender habit. It ought, however, to be ob- 
| ſerved, that, in ſuch caſes, the patient will reap 
more benefit from one copious bleeding, than 
from two or three {mall ones ſucceſſively made 
de scher | 
This being done; or when the ſyſtem is not 
affected, the bladder, if much diſtended, ought 
+ to be evacuated, and the catheter applied for 
5 that purpoſe. Its application, however, in thoſe 
= circumſtances, is often very difficult, and ſome- 
times utterly impoſſible. This is certainly fre- 
quently owing to the cauſe of the diſorder ; but 

much depends upon the ſkilful management of 
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the ſurgeon. 
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In order to facilitate the introduction of the 
catheter, (after the patient has been bled, 


which, if neceſſary, ſhould always precede), I 1 


have experienced the following management to 
be uſeful. The catheter being anointed with 
ſweet oil, is to be introduced gently. As ſoon 
as we meet with any obſtacle, care ought to be 
taken not to force it, but to wait a little, and 
then try to puſh it on again gently ; becauſe 
this obſtacle ſeems ſometimes to ariſe only 
from a momentaneovs ſpaſm of the urethra, ex- 
cited by the mechanical irritation of the cathe- 
ter itſelf; which, if we diſcontinue puſhing, fre- 
quently will go off in a few minutes, and the ca- 
theter is then eaſily introduced further: where- 


as if we go on puſhing, in that caſe the ſpaſm 


grows more violent, and renders the introduc- 
tion often utterly impoſſible. It 1s owing, pro- 
bably, to this ſpaſm that we ſee ſometimes that 
one ſurgeon is able to introduce it, while ano- 
ther, though by no means of inferior ſkill and 
talents, had before tried it in vain. If the 
obſtacle be at the caput gallinaginis, or further 
back, we may very often remove it by introdu- 
cing a finger in the anus, and thus aſſiſting the 
catheter. I have ſeen inſtances where the in- 


troduction of the catheter proved impoſſible as 
long as the patient was lying in bed; whereas 


it went in very readily on the patient's fitting 
on the edge of the bedſtead, his feet hanging 


down. I have alſo obſerved where a large ca- 


theter was a 6 after a ſmaller one 


had been repeatedly tried without ſucceſs. 
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1 how PIR las roo full in enumerating 


all theſe circumſtances. But I am confident; 
that, by a careful attention to one or the other 


of theſe points, we may not only often ſpare 
our patients a great deal of pain, but, what is 
perhaps more material, prevent a lues taking 
place; which eaſily happens when, by a rude 
treatment, the urethra has been wounded. I 
certainly have experienced in myſelf the moſt 


evident ſymptoms of the lues in + 44 maſs from 


ſuch a cauſe. I had an iſchury from a ſimple 
clap; the.,diſcharge of which was ſtopped by a 
bad treatment. The ſurgeon, who was otherwiſe 
a very ſkilful man, on introducing the catheter, 
found a great reſiſtance at the neck of the blad- 
der, at the ſame time that I felt a great deal of 
pain. After trying it two or three times to get 
through, he at laſt puſhed a little harder, where- 
upon ſome drops of blood were diſcharged from 
the urethra, and the moment after, (the cathe- 

ter having paſſed the obſtacle), an abundant 
flow of urine. I recovered in a few days from 

the iſchury ; and a few weeks after, the clap 
which had returned was likewiſe cured : but to 
my aſtoniſhment, a ſhort time after, I felt a ſwel- 


ling and violent pain in the ſternum; which was 


. radically cured by a courſe of mercury. 

If the coarctation of the urethra be ſo ſtrait 
as to refuſe, even under the juſt-mentioned pre- 
cautions, any catheter whatſoever, an applica- 
tion of a ſmall catgut will ſometimes ſucceed, and 
prove highly beneficial. 


If the danger 1 is not ſo great, VIZ. the bladder

not very much diſtended, conſequently the im- 
mediate diſcharge of urine not ſo preſſing, and 
the introduction of the catheter proves very 
difficult, ſome other means to procure a diſ- 
charge of urine ought to .be tried; of which 
I have found the following the moſt efficacious 
and uſeful. A common glyſter, mixed with 
ſome honey or lenitive electuary, ſhould be ad- 
miniſtered, in order to evacuate the feces, and 
thereby to prevent the conſtant ftimulus which 
their accumulation is apt to excite. As ſoon 
as the frces are evacuated, a glyſter of equal 
quantities of barley-water and linfeed oil, with 
2 full, doſe of the tinctura Thebaica, ſhould be 
adminiſtered, and occaſionally repeated. Every 
kind of medicine or food apt to go through the 
urinary paſſages, ſhould be carefully avoided; 

and, for the ſame reaſon, the patient ſhould not 
drink even more of barley-water, or of the ſolu- 
tion of gum arabic, than is neceſſary to quench 
his thirft. He ſhould likewiſe, according to cir- 
cumſtances, be put into a warm bath, tempered 
with milk or a decoction of bran, for half an hour 
or an hour, and the ſame be repeated four or five 
hours after; or, what I have found often very 
ſerviceable, he ſhould be ſet upon a perforated 
chair, and expoſe his private parts to the ſteam 
of hot water mixed with vinegar. If he be reſt- 
leſs and feveriſh, bleeding will ſometimes be 
proper, and a full doſe of laudanum ſhould be 
adminiſtered ro him in the evening. The ju- 
dicious application of theſe remedies I have ſeen 
ſometimes an{wer 1 in the moſt deſperate circum- 
ſtances. a af | 
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I "I once, in a ſuppreſſion of urine, "a 


there was no catheter at hand, that a roaſted 
onion, applied to the perineum, by the advice 
of an old woman, had the effect, ſo that two 


hours after the application the urine. flowed 
plentifully; and, in another caſe, the life of an 
eminent phy ſician i in the army was ſaved by co- 


vering the glans penis with the freſh pellicle of 


an egg found between the ſhell and albumen. 
As ſoon as the pellicle, growing dry, began to 
contract, the urine began to flow plentifully; 
but on applying i it the ſecond time, two days 
after, when the ſuppreſſion of urine unexpected- 
ly returned, it proved, as the perſon who re- 
commended it foretold us, inefficacious, and the 


patient died. Perhaps the volatile liniment, or 


a bliſter, applied to the perinæum, would pro- 
duce the ſame effect, with more certainty, and 
quicker, chan the remedies did 1 in the two caſes 


related. 


If we have been ſo happy as to evacuate the 


bladder, either by the application of the cathe- 


ter, or by ſuch other means as have been now 
mentioned, our next care will be, to prevent a 
freſh zcenmnnlation of urine, and to remoye as 
ſoon as. poſſible the cauſe of the ſuppreſſion. 
The firſt will be effected by continuing the ſame 


remedies, and eſpecially (as has been recom- 
mended by ſome writers) by leaving the cathe- 


ter within the urethra. This, however, none of 


the patients, whom I have hitherto treated, were 
able to comply with. They ſuffered fo much 


from Keeping the common catheters applied, 


whether | 
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Fhether made of filver or ſteel, flexible or in- 


flexible, as made them conceive, that the pain 
which would ariſe from a repeated application 
of the catheter, or from a freſh accumulation of 
urine in the bladder, could not poſſibly be 
greater; and therefore withdrew the catheter, 
though they were very deſirous to have retain- 


ed it if they had found it poſſible. To guard 


againſt this inconvenience, I could never find 
out a remedy, till I tried the catheters invented 
by Mr Theden, firſt ſurgeon in the army of the 
king of Pruſſia. They are made of a golden 
wire covered with a ſolution of caoutchouc 
(elaſtic reſin). Their application is not only, in 
many inſtances, eaſier than that of the common 
catheters, or of hollow bougies of any kind; 
but alſo, in all inſtances in which I tried them) 
I found the patients could: keep them applied, 
after the urine-was diſcharged, with much leſs 
inconvenience. They are therefore, in thoſe 
caſes, much preferable to any. other. But if we 
have none of theſe catheters at hand, which 
muſt -be the caſe as long as they are ſo difficult 
to be got, and ſo high in price *, we muſt liſten 
to the patient's ſufferings, withdraw the catheter 
as ſoon as it becomes too troubleſome, and have 
recourſe immediately to ſuch remedies as- will 

tend to prevent the return of the ſuppreſſion. 
Fo ſuch as are in poſſeſſion of any of thoſe 
G 27 i: elaſtic ; 
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* Both theſe inconveniences are now remedied by the catheters. 
made of the ſame ſubſtance by Mr Bernard at Paris. 
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| elaſtic catheters, the following . to be EY - 
ſerved in their e may perhaps be ac- 
ceptable. 

The elaſtic catheter, after being anointed 
with ſweet oil, is introduced in the common 
manner. The ſurgeon, as uſual, gently draws 
with one hand the urethra towards him, and 
holding the catheter with the fingers of the 
other, always at the diſtance of an inch or two 
from the glans, gradually introduces it ; whilft 
this is performing, the catheter generally enters 
the bladder, without any particular direction 
from the hand of the operator. If any refiſt- 
ance be found, the rules mentioned above are 
to be oblerved, to facilitate the introduction; 
but if the reſi ſtance be at the neck of the blad- 
der, there is nothing more to be done, than 
gently puſhing the inſtrument forward, at the 
ſame time turning it from the right to the left; E 
for by turning it in the oppoſite direction, the 
ſpiral windings of the gold-wire of Mr Theden's 
catheter would be ſeparated. If the ſurgeon 
finds the obſtacle greater, he ſhould, as I ſaid 
above, ſtop the introduction till the contraction 
or ſpaſm of the ſphincter veſicæ and the 3 

ance ceaſes which happens for the moſt par 
in a very ſhort time, when he is enabled to 5 
through the paſſage eaſily.— This catheter is in- 
troduced, like a common one, according to cir- 
cumſtances with or without a probe. After re- 
maining 1n the urethra for ſome time, on being 
extracted, it is generally very ſoft, and there- 
fore onfit for being uſed again until it has been 
cleanſed and dried, and put for a little time in a 


cold 
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old place ; which operation reſtores it to its 
1 firm texture. The method of cleanſing 
it is, to waſh the outſide with water, and like- 


wiſe the cavity with the ſame applied by rinſing. 


For cleanſing and drying its inſide, a long needle 


with a ſilk thread will be moſt fit. When about 


to be uſed, and found to be too ſtiff, it may be 


1 by keeping it a little in the hand, dip- 


ping it in warm water, or holding it near the 


But if all our endeavours to n any ca- 


theter or catgut have proved unſucceſsful, and 
the danger of a rupture of the bladder, from its 
diſtention, be imminent, the urine muſt be. at 
all events diſcharged. This ſhould, therefore, 
not be deferred too long; and may be done, ac- 
cording to the ſeat of the diſorder, either by an 
inciſion into the urethra behind che ſtricture or 
ſeat of the ſtoppage; or if that ſeat be in the 


neck of the bladder, and the inciſion and intro- 


duction of the trocar in that place perhaps be 
found too difficult for the ſurgeon, the bladder 
may be ſafely tapped through the anus, as firſt 
propoſed by Mr Fleurant, or an inciſion may be 


made above the ſymphifis pubis, and the bladder 


be tapped in this place under the peritonæum; 


both which operations are neither difficult nor 


painful, and either of them becomes cen 
to fave the life of the patient. 

Theſe are the means generally uſeful to give 
relief to the patient, in all caſes of i/churia ure- 
thralis. 

But, to cure that diſorder radically, i its cauſe, as 


1 have ſaid above, ought to be removed; which is 
49 effected, 
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effected, according to the nature of the com- 
plaint, by different methods. | 


If the iſchury proceeds from a recent repul. 


ſion of a venereal Blennorrhagia, the running 
or clap muſt be recalled. For this purpoſe, be- 
fides the general remedies before mentioned, 
the ſteam of hot water, alone or mixed with vine- 
gar, or the volatile liniment applied ta the peri- 
næum, I have ſeen and experienced beſides the 
inoculation of the clap, to be the moſt eſſicacious 
remedies to remove the venereal poiſon from the 


neck of the bladder, and bring on the running 


afreſh. I recommend the ſuſpenſion of the teſ- 


ticles during the application of the ſteam ; be- 


cauſe I have ſeen inſtances where the poiſon, 


leaving the neck of the bladder, inſtead of re- 


turning to 1ts original ſeat under the frenum, 
ſettled at the caput gallinaginis, and thereby 
produced a ſwelling of the teſticle; which I 
have never obſerved ſince I took the above pre- 
caution. In the mean time, the patient ſhould 
keep quietly in bed, and warm poultices ſhould 
be conſtantly applied to the genital parts, as 
the accumulation of feces be carefully avoided 
by means of glyſters. Emetics are, occaſion- 
ally, as uſeful in this caſe as they are in ſwel- 
led: teſticles; and the internal uſe of opiates 
produces, in many inſtances, a ſpeedy effect. 
As ſoon as the venereal poiſon, on leaving the 


neck of the bladder, occupies again its ori- 


ginal place, the running is re-eſtabliſhed, and 
then to be cured as claps in general are ; only 
the patient ought to take the greateſt care to, 

| avoid 
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avoid all the cauſes which are apt to bring on a 
ſimilar retropulſion; becauſe we ſee daily, that 
ſuch a retropulſion, after having once taken 
place, is eaſily brought on a ſecond time, even 
on the ſlighteſt occaſions. | 

I muſt, moreover, obſerve, that in ach a caſe, 
after the iſchury i is removed, I always found the 
internal uſe of mercury neceſſary for a radical 
cure; having ſeen ſeveral inſtances where the 
abſorption of the virus' took place during the 
ſuppreſſion, and excited afterwards evident 
{ymptoms of its preſence in the maſs, though 
the local complaint of the genitals was perfect- 
ly cured. 

If the ſuppreſſion arid from à chronic com- 
plaint of the urethra, ſuch as from a ſtricture 
accompanied with an ulcer, or an eroſion of the 
excretory ducts of the proftate gland or ſeminal 
veſicles, this cauſe we muſt endeavour to remove 
according to the rules laid down under the arti- 
cles Gleets and Yenereal Ulcers. 

If the ſtricture ariſes from a {ſimple conſtric- 
tion of one particular place of the urethra, with- 
out any ulceration, our care muſt be to dilate 
this coarctation, which owes its origin either to 


an ulcer healed up, by which the whole cir- 


cumference ofthe urethra imthat place is leſſened ; 
or to a prominent cicatrix or calloſity, occaſioned 
by a previous ulcer. This is moſt effectually ob- 
tained by a long- continued ule of bougies, begin- 


ning with ſmaller ones, and going on gradually 


until the patient be able to bear thoſe of the 
largeſt ſize. The bougie he is to keep applied 


in the beginning for a quarter or half an hour 
4 A241 
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and afterwards, if he- can bear it, for ſeveral 
hours, morning and evening. If a bougie of 


elaſtic reſin be at hand, this precaution is hard- 


ly ever neceſlary, as they, growing ſoft and 
fleſh-like in the urethra, produce little or no 
uneaſineſs. But as this kind of coarctation or 
ſtricture is ſometimes ſo very ſmall that it does 
not even admit the ſmalleſt bougie, the applica- 
tion of a ſmall catgut is an excellent invention *. 
The catgut once introduced, and left for ſome 
time in the urethra, begins to ſwell, by which 
means the coarctated paſſage inſenſibly enlarges; 
ſo that ſometimes, on withdrawing it the firſt time, 
the patient is able to make water with unex- 
| pected eaſe; aud the next time a larger may be 
eaſily introduced, and have the ſame good ef- 
fect. If by theſe means we have by degrees di- 
lated the urethra ſo far as to admit the largeſt 
catgut, a bougie may be introduced; the uſe of 
which is to be continued for ſeveral weeks or 
months, even after the patient is perfectly cured 
and able to make water 1n one 1 757 continued 
natural ſtream. 
If the coarctation does not even admit af a 
catgut, and the ſeat of the diſorder is at a place 
which we can come at, an inciſion into the ure- 
thra behind the coarctation is, as I have ſaid 
above, moſt adviſable: by theſe means the

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urine will be diſcharged through the inciſion, 
whenever neceſſary, and the return of the ſup- 


preſſion thereby effectually prevented. We may 
afterwards eaſily dilate the wound, paſſing the 
knife through the coarctation; and then intro- 
duce a bougie; which the patient is to wear un- 
til the {ſtricture be removed, the whole wound 
be healed up, and thus the complaint be radi- 


cally cured. The ſame method will be alſo ſome- 
times neceſſary, if the urine accumulated behind 
the coarctation has forced its way either through 


the inteſtinum rectum (in which caſe the pa- 
tient will void his urine with the feces through 
the anus), or by a fiſtulous opening through the 


perineum. But, in theſe cales, it will be in ge- 


neral neceſſary to let him go through a courſe 


of mercurials before we proceed to the opera- 


4 


tion of the fiſtula ; otherwiſe we ſhall find our- 


ſelves very often diſappointed in curing this lat- 
ter. If he ſhould not have ſtrength enough to 


undergo ſuch a courſe, as is frequently the ods, 


he 1s to be prepared by proper diet and medi- 
eines. On performing this latter operation, an 
inciſion muſt likewiſe be made through the 
ſtricture, the original cauſe and ſeas of the diſ- 


order; and the patient is to wear a bougie du- 


ring the cure, and for ſome time afterwards. 

If the iſchury ariſes from excreſcences or ca- 
runcles, as they are commonly called, or from 
invincible coarctations, the inciſion of the ure- 


thra at the place where the ſeat of the diſorder 


lies, and the cutting out of thoſe extraneous 
bodies, has been propoſed; but I have never 
| yet 
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yet berg of any caſe where this operation had 
been performed. 

1 ſeirrhoſity or bard ſwelling of the pro- 
ſate, or a fungous excreſcence of the ſame 
gland, all the remedies recommended above for 
reſolving ſuch a ſwelling ought to be tried; and 
if they fail, we ſhould rather endeavour to bring 
the gland to a ſuppuration by irritating applica- 
tions, than to let a diſorder increaſe which ſo 
frequently proves fatal. 

If a ſwelling of any of the ſmaller glands of 
the urethra ſhould be the cauſe of the iſchu- 
ry, and the moſt powerful reſolvents ſhould 
prove ineffectual, it will be proper to adviſe the 
patient rather to have the extirpation of the tu- 
mour performed, than to live in the conſtant 
anxiety about the dreadful conſequences of this 
complaint? | | 
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On VENEREAL Urerss. 


AN ulcer ariſing in any part of the boy 
from a venereal caule 1s called a venereal 


ulcer ; but if on the genitals, it is more common- 
ly called a ſhanter, from the French word chan- 
cre; a name adapred to expreſs its dorch ang 

nacure. 
Venereal ulcers owe their origin eicties to a 
Primas or to a ſecondary infection; viz. to the ve- 
nereal virus either originally applied, or depo- 
ſited from a tainted maſs to the ſurface of the 
body. Both kinds may ariſe on any part of the 
body; but they appear more frequently upon 
parts which are covered with a very thin cuti- 
cle; ſuch as the glans penis, the inſide of the 
prepuce, the urethra ; the labia pudendi, nym- 
phæ; the lips, mouth, nipples, &c. Of vene- 
real ulcers ariſing in any internal part of the 
body, we have not yet, as far as I know, any 
authentic obſervation. 
Though venereal ulcers, as I have juſt now 
obſerved, do generally and moſt frequently ap- 
pear only on parts which are covered with a 
very thin cuticle, eſpecially on the glans, pre- 
puce, fauces, &c. yet we not unfrequently meet 
with caſes where they affect parts covered with 
thicker cuticle; as the penis, ſcrotum, thighs, 
&c, There are likewiſe ſeveral inſtances where 
ſurgeons, 
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ſurgeons, Caine operations, or perſons aſ- 
fiſting in the delivery of women, had 4 misfor- 
tune of being affected with venereal ulcers in their 
hands or 185 In all caſes of this laſt kind, the 
poiſon ſeemed to me univerſally to operate more 
powerfully than when originally applied to the 
parts covered with a thin cuticle, or when de- 
poſited from a tainted maſs. I know now a 
midewife, who, having been infected in this 
manner ſeveral years ago, ſtill ſuffers from the 
diſeaſe; and we have another inſtance of an 
eminent male-practitioner in the ſame art, who, 
by delivering an infected woman, was affected 
with ulcers in his hand; and to this preſent 
time ſtill labours under the conſequences, tho? 
is is now three years ſince he received the infec- 
tion. — I know a gentleman who, wounding his 
finger by accident with a penknife, and expoſing 
the ſame, without thinking or ſuſpecting any 
bad conſequence, the very ſame night got the 
infection; whereby the wound was changed in 
two days to a very bad venereal ulcer, accom- 
panied with a painful and obſtinate ſwelling of 
the whole arm, together with a bubo under the 
arm-pit, and other ſymptoms of A general in- 
fection. | 

Though I have attended with: the greateſt 
care to all caſes of this kind which fel] Jn 
my obſervation, I could never diſcover, in t 
conſtitution of the patients, any particular Cal iſe 
of ſuch violent ſymptoms. In two inſtances, 
the patients before and afterwards had venereal 
ulcers in places covered with a thin cuticle,

ſymptoms only. It ſeems therefore probable to 
me, that, in order to produce primary venereal 
ulcers upon a place covered with a thick cuticle, 
the virus. muſt either be extremely acrid in its 
nature, or produce more violent effects on ac- 
count of its being applied to a part which has 
no mucus to dilute the fame, or to defend itſelf 
from its acrimony. At leaſt, we very ſeldom 
obſerve ſuch violent and obſtinate effects in pri- 
mary venereal ulcers upon parts covered only 
with a thin cuticle, or in ſecondary ones ariſing 
upon any part of the ſurface of the body. This 
is owing moſt probably, in the former caſe, to 
the poiſon meeting with a quantity of mucus to 
dilute it, and in the latter to its having been 
diluted, or having undergone ſome change by 
its previous mixture with the maſs. 

Venereal ulcers, ariſing from a primary in- 
fection, are either local or univerſal ; viz. the ve- 
nereal virus having been applied to the part, 
and, by its ſtimulus, produced an irritation and 
ſubfequent eroſion, is confined ſtill to that part 
only; or it has been at the ſame time abſorbed 
into the maſs, and thereby infected the whole 
ſyſtem. This diſtinction is uſeful and neceſ- 
ſary in practice; becauſe ulcers of the latter 
kind, like thoſe ariſing from a ſecondary in- 
fection, can never be radically cured without a 
courſe of mercury; whereas the former — be 
cured by ſimple local applications. 

But here I muſt take notice of another mate- 
rial circumſtance and diſtinction, which is of the 
greateſt importance in practice, and to which 
writers on this ſubject ſeem to have hitherto 

paid

paid little or no attention. Ulcers ariſing on 
the genitals are now-a-days generally, ſome- 
times even after the ſlighteſt examination, pro- 
nounced to be venereal, and treated as ſuch ; 


whereas it is a matter of fact, confirmed by daily 5 


experience, that ulcers, both of the fauces and 


genitals, may in our days, as well as in thoſe 


of Celſus, ariſe, and do actually ariſe, from acri- 
monies or miaſmata, which have nothing in com- 
mon with the venereal virus. This is a point of 
the utmoſt conſequence in practice to the phy- 
ſician as well as to the patient. However, by 
not paying proper attention to it, I have not 
only ſeen many times the character of innocent 
perſons brought into queſtion, but patients re- 


duced, by a prepoſterous treatment, to a moſt 


miſerable fituation. | 

I have further not unfrequently obſerved the 
moſt dreadful conſequences, when ulcers of the 
mouth and fauces, | occaſioned by the uſe of 
mercury itſelf, eſpecially under a falivation, 
are miſtaken for venereal ones, or when ulcers 
of the genitals or other parts of the body are 
confounded with venereal ones, which, though 


at firſt really venereal, during a mercurial 
courſe aſſume a different appearance, and thus 
ſeem ko have entirely changed their venereal 


nature. Inſtead of healing, to which point they 


ſeemed to approach, they now prove not only 


obſtinate, but yielding a thin ichorous diſcharge, 
grow worſe and worſe under the continuation 
of the ſame remedy, and ſpread further and 
further. To ſhow the importance of theſe di- 


ſtinctions more * erlently, I ſhall ſubjoin an ac- 
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count of a few caſes relating to that ſubject; 
but elucidate this point more fully hereafter, 
under the head On V. ena Complaints incurable 
by Mercury. | 
A gentleman, twenty-one years of age, of a 
ſtrong plethoric conſtitution, conſulted me ſome 
time ago about a ſhanker, as he called it, on 
the glans penis, with which he had been afflict- 
ed theſe eight or nine months paſt. He had 
conſulted, at the time he got it firſt, an eminent 
ſurgeon at Dublin; who preſcribed a courſe of 
mercurials, which produced a ſlight falivation. 
But the ulcer not healing, mercurial fumiga- 
tions were applied for ſome time to the part af- 
feed ; by which the ulcer ſeemed to grow leſs, 
and had aſſumed a better appearance, but had 
not healed. He was therefore adviſed to a ſe- 
cond mercurial courſe, with a different prepara- 
tion of mercury, internally as well as externally ; 
but, under this courſe, the ulcer, inſtead of 
healing, grew from day to day larger, deeper, 
and in every reſpect worſe. In that condition 
he came to London, and conſulted me. Upon 
examining the part affected, I found a large 
deep ulcer on the glans, with hard and promi- 
nent borders, extremely ſenſible to the leaſt 
touch. Its baſis appeared reddiſh and pretty 
clean; but the diſcharge ſeemed to be of an 
acrid corroſive nature; by which, indeed, half 
the glans was already conſumed. I told him 
that I had ſeen ſeveral ulcers of this kind be- 
fore; that it was not of a venereal nature; and 
that mercury, according to my obſervation, was, 
in that kind of VIEWS; the moſt unfit remedy : F 
that 
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a t I would undertake to cure him, but that 
cure would require at leaft two or three 
onths time. Upon which he left me, Promi- 
fing he would call the next day and put himſelf 
under my care. He did not; and I heard no 
more of him till tour months after, when he 
ſent for me. At the time I ſaw him firſt, his com- 
plexion had been lively and freſh; but was now 
of fuch a ſickly and cachectic appearance, that 
I hardly knew him. His account was ſhortly 
| an es : That, having been diſſatisfied with 
ad firſt opinion upon his caſe, and with the 
advice I gave him, he, at the deſire of a friend, 
had thought proper to conſult an eminent far 
geon in town; who, after a cloſe examination, 
had pronouced his ulcer to be venereal, and 
had aſlured him that nothing but mercury could 
cure him; adding, that he had not taken e- 
nough of mercury, nor the preparation which 
was deemed the beſt in thoſe caſes; and that, 
far from two or three months being required 
for curing him, his preſcriptions would effect a 
radical cure in three or four weeks time: That, 
upon theſe aſſurances, he had immediately ſub- 
mitted. to this new mercurial courſe, which 
brought on a gentle falivation; but with ſo little 
effect, that though the ulcer ſeemed to grow 
remarkably better during the firft three or four 
weeks, it afterwards, inſtead of healing, had 
corroded the reſt of the glans with part of the 
urethra. Whereupon another ſurgeon was call- 
ed in conſultation, who adviſed the 25-8. 00h 
of the part affected; but the former refuling, 
and the latter not being willing, to perform 1 it, 
| 5 1 -*- 5 * 
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he had reſolved to drop their advice altogether, 
and to hear mine once more. On examination, 
I found the remaining portion of the penis 
ſwelled to a monſtrous ſize, the prepuce form- 
ing a perfect phymoſis over the extremity, and 
the urine diſcharging through three or four 
different holes. I adviſed him therefore to have 
the prepuce ſlit up, in order to ſee the ſtate of 
the ulceration, and to clean the ulcer, or to 
apply ſuch medicines as ſhould be thought pro- 
per. Internally I preſcribed him ſome ſtrength- 
ening medicines. He uſed theſe latter for eight 
or ten days; but the operation he put off from 
day to day ; when he was adviſed by one of his 
friends to conſult another phyſician, who, by 
means of a decoction of hemlock and ginſeng 
root, promiſed to do ſomething more for him 
than hitherto had been done. This decoction 
he took for a ſhort time with very little effect, 
the corroſion creeping on further and further. 
At laſt another phyſician, an acquaintance of 
mine, was conſulted; who inſiſted upon the ſame 
ſtrengthening courſe of medicines which Ichad 
tormerly preſcribed, recommending at the ſame 
time a nouriſhing diet, the enjoyment of coun- 
try air, and bathing in the fea; by which means 
this young man is now re-eſtabliſhed with the 
loſs of more than half of his penis; which, had 
he followed the advice 1 gave him when he firſt 
conſulted me, would have been without doubt 
wholly preſerved. 

The following obſervations occur to me upon 
this caſe. I think it extremely improper to ad- 
miniſter a courſe of mercurials tot a local vene- 
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real ulcer; which was the caſe with this gentle. 


man when he firſt applied to the ſurgeon at g 
Dublin. A ſecond courſe and ſalivation with 
mercurial fumigations were ſtill more improper. 1 
Adviſing him a third courſe of mercurials, after F 
the two former were found uſeleſs, was not only 8 
very injudicious, but extremely hurtful; becauſe 8 
it rendered him for ever unable for propoga- q 
tion, to the great ſorrow of his family. The Pp 
preſcription of ſtrengthening medicines, given 1 
to him by the laſt phyſician whom he conſulted, h. 
with a nouriſhing diet, country air, and ſea- | 
bathing, was the moſt judicious, and the only 4 
one cis his life, which was at the time in F 
the m minent danger. And I am firmly 3 
de Hat the patient, who was forced to 9 
follow this latter advice only by the ſenſe of fr 
his ſufferings, would never have experienced = 
any of all his miſeries, had he followed my ad- 80 
vice in the beginning. * 
I was conſulted in another 5 where ulcers 5 
of the throat ariſing during a mercurial courſe, th, 
being taken for venereal ones, and treated ac- 85 
cordingly, by the continued internal uſe of 9 
mercury, became ſo bad, that both the tonfils, aid 
together with the velum pendulum, were almoſt | 
entirely conſumed, and the patient reduced to vis 
a moſt miſerable fituation ; when only by lea- rat 
ving off the mercury, and by the adminiſtra- ; 
tion of a quite different courſe of medicines, he þ ry 
recovered. And Mr Brambilla gives us an ac- fo 
count of a patient, who under a courſe of mer- 5 
cury being affected with ulcers of the fauces, af 


which having been OBE by the ſurgeon for frm 
| venercal | 
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venereal ones, not only loſt his velum by the 
continued uſe of mercury, but had a caries 
maxillæ brought on, which proved fatal to him. 
The ſame author alſo obſerves, that inflamma- 
tory tumors, of ulcers growing gangrenous, are 
conſtantly rendered worſe by the internal or 
external uſe of mercury, though they had evi- 
dently been originally venereal: I myſelf have 
ſeen many inſtances, where patients affected 
with. venereal ulcers, united with a ſcorbutic 
habit of body, by the imprudent uſe of mercu- 
ry, were not only reduced to a moſt wretched 
condition, but even brought to death. Mr. 
Fabre, in the Supplement to his Obſervations on 
the Venereal Diſeaſe, relates likewiſe ſeveral 
caſes, where ulcers, though evidently ariſing 
from a venereal cauſe, by a long-continued uſe 
of internal and external mercurials, and repeat- 
ed falivations, were not only not cured, but 
brought to a ſtate, which afterwards yielding to 
no other medicines whatever, proved fatal to 
the patient. Whence, I think, it will appear 
to be of the utmoſt conſequence in practice, 
that we ſhould beſtow the greateſt attention in 
a e 
Local venereal ulcers from MER ones'; 
viz. from thoſe united with, or . ere a 
tainted mals. : 
2dly, 5 imple univerſal venereal ulcers from com- 
plicated ones; viz. ſuch as are combined with 
{ſymptoms of ſcorbutus, ſcrophula, &c. | 
3dly, Ulcers of the genitals, mouth, faures, Se. 
reſembling venereal ones, but ariſing originally 
from other cauſes: For example, brought on by 
My: 1 
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the acrimony of the ſaliva during the internal 
uſe of mercurials or mercurial fumigations, 
from real venereal ones. And, principally, _ 
4thly, Ulcers of the mouth, noſe, genitals, groins, 
tc. which, though ſeemingly or evidently 
brought on originally by a venereal cauſe, have 
now, as it were, changed their nature, at leaſt 
ſo far, that mercury has no further any good 
effect upon them, but rather the contrary. 


The characters by which thoſe different kinds 


of ulcers may be diſtinguiſhed are not eaſily 
deſcribed; a careful inquiry into the hiſtory of 
the diſeaſe, inſpection, and practical knowledge, 
are to be our beſt guides. An attention to the 
following points, however, may allift x us in form- 
ing a proper judgment. 

Venereal ulcers are, in general, pretty eaſily 
diſtinguiſhed by their hard margin or borders, 
by the lardaceous cruſt which their baſis is co- 
vered with, and by the preternatural redneſs of 


the ſkin all round the ulceration; which will be 


rendered more probable, if the patient is con- 
ſcious that he has previouſly expoſed himſelf to 


the infection. As there may, however, ariſe 


ulcers in the genitals, of a different, or ſome- 
times perhaps of a nearly ſimilar appearance, 
from ather cauſes, as has been long ago taken 
notice of by ſeveral of the moſt ancient medi- 
cal writers, and. confirmed in many inſtances 
by my own obſervation, we ſhould be extremely 
cautious, and never form a raſh judgment about 
the nature of ſuch ulcers, nor pronounce them to 
be venereal, before we are perfectly ſure of it. By 


following a contrary methad, we may not only 
hurt 
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hart the reputation of an honeſt perſon, and di- 
ſturb friendſhip, and ſometimes matrimonial 
happineſs, as I formerly mentioned with reſpect 

to Blennorrhagias; but do material harm to the 
patient, by adminiſtering improper medicines. 
Ulcers which are not of a venereal nature, may 
be diſtinguiſhed from venereal ones, 

IJ, By their different appearance. | 
2dly, By their either ariſing only, or growitig 
worſe, during the uſe of mercury. | 

zal), By their having been unſucceſsfully 
treated with mercury before. 

4thly, By their exquiſite ſenſibility. 

5thly, By the relaxed ſtate of the whole body, 
or by the flabby relaxed appearance, with an 
ichorous diſcharge from the affected part. 

6thly, By ſymptoms of other diſorders, either 
alone, or accompanied with venereal ones. 


Method of Cure. 


IT has been the opinion of ſeveral eminent 
medical writers, to treat all real venereal ul- 
cers or ſhankers in the ſame manner, viz. by in- 
ternal mercurials only; and never to make uſe 
of any external application. Several ſpecious 
reaſons have been alleged for ſuch a treatment 
which, however, ſeem to me nowile ſatisfac- 
tory. It is ſaid, that ſhankers are ſigns of the 
preſence of the venereal poiſon in the body; and 
if, therefore, they diſappear by the ſimple in- 
ternal uſe of mercury, we are {ure that the me- 
dieine has penetrated into the maſs, and that 
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4 the Bra is thereby totally eradicated. To this 
Lanſwer, That recent'venereal ulcers, brought 
on by an original infection, are by no means 
ſuch ſymptoms as has been aſſerted. On the 
contrary, they are in that caſe only a local diſ- 
eaſe, which requires no internal, but merely 
local, remedies; and if no topical application i is 
made uſe of in time, they very often ſpread 
amazingly, the poiſon: is abſorbed, and produ- 
ces either buboes or other venereal ſymptoms in 
the maſs. 1 undoubtedly allow, that if venereal 
ulcers are of ſome ſtanding, the maſs will then 
be in conſequence infected; in which caſe, as 
well as when they ariſe from a ſecondary or 
univerſal infection, they are certainly what has 
been aſſerted of them, unequivocal figns of the 
preſence of the poiſon in the maſs. Then, in- 
deed, I perfectly caincide with the opinion, 
that they may be treated only by the internal 
uſe of mercury, without any external applica- 
tion; becauſe, if they diſappear by the internal 
uſe of mercury alone, without -having applied 
any external remedy, we are ſure that we have 
eradicated the poiſon from the mals, and cut off 
the evil by the root. But even in this caſe, if 
they affect the genitals or the extremities, the 
poiſon is often apt to excite a violent inflamma- 


tion, phymoſis, mortification, &c. or it is ab- 


ſorbed and carried to the lymphatic glands, 
where it occaſions buboes, before the mercury 
has had time to produce its effects, and to rand 
the poiſon. on the part affected. 

Theſe are the reaſons why I always chooſe to 
apply immediately to all venereal ulcers the 
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moſt effectual remedies for removing them; be- 
cauſe I think there is nobody acquainted with 


the nature of this diſorder, who would not pre- 
fer being affected with a real pox to a mortifi-. 


cation of the penis, or to a bubo. As to what 
has been ſaid and obſerved by ſome, that a bu- 
bo very often appears after ſhankers have been 
Lealed up by external applications, and that 
conſequently thoſe very remedies which are re- 
commended to avoid buboes not unfrequently | 
bring them on, I readily admit the fact ; but [> 
am very far from believing the conſequence 
drawn from it, 212. that external remedies ap- 
plied to a venereal ulcer, ever promate the ab- 
ſorption of the virus. It happens, in that caſe, 
what we ſee happen every day, without any ex- 
ternal application whatever, or what we muſt 
daily be afraid of, as long as there is the leaſt 


appearance of a venereal ulcer. What they a- 


{cribe in that caſe to the megicines externally 
applied, I would rather aſcribe to their applica- 
tion being too long delayed, or to their not be- 
ing ſufficiently efficacious. In all cafes, there- 


fore, where I have reaſon to apprehend any 


bad effects, I think it not only proper but ne- 
ceilary to apply to all venereal ulcers, whether 
of a primary or ſecondary infection, the moſt 
efficacious local remedies, in order to remove 


them as ſpeedily as poſſible: with this difference 


only, that I conſider ulcers ariſing from a recent 
original infection as merely local, and think 
they may be ſafely cured by topical applications 
alone, without the internal uſe of mercury; 
whereas thoſe ariſing from a tainted maſs, re- 
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quire always, at the ſame time, a courſe of mer. 
cury. This laſt method I likewiſe think neceſ- 
ſary in venereal ulcers of ſome days ſtanding, 
though ariſing from an original infection; there 
being always the greateſt probability that {ome 
of the poiſon has been abſorbed into the mals 
during that time. External applications alone 
will never have any permanent effect in thoſe 
cates 3 becauſe, if we are even able to deſtroy 
the poiſon in the affected part, and to conſoli- 
date the ulcer, it will foon break out again on 
the ſame or ſome other part of the body as long 
as there remains the leaſt particle of it ſubſiſt- 
ing in the maſs. 

The beſt remedy, as well for preventing as for 
curing recent ſhankers, ] find, after repeated 
trials, to be ſpirit of wine, rum, and, {til better, 
Hungary water, or lavender ſpirit +, . 

The other external remedies recommended 
for curing venereal ulcers are, Cauſtics, Mercuri- 
als, and Aſtringents. 

The application of 9 has been of late 
warmly recommended in recent venereal ulcers, 
{o as to touch them once every twelve or twen- 
ty-four hours with the lapis infernalis, till 
floughs falling off ſucceſſively, the baſis of the 
ulcer becomes red and pure. This practice 1s 
undoubtedly ſometimes proper; but there are 
conſtitutions which will not bear any acrid ap-

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plication whatſoever, eſpecially that of cauſtics. 
I have ſeen inſtances where, in ſuch irritable or 
in ſcorbutic conſtitutions, very bad ſymptoms 
followed ; and in one caſe, a mortification of the 
art was the conſequence of ſuch an application. 
In theſe ſubjects, the internal ule of Peruvian 
bark with external aſtringents, or occaſionally 
2 mercurial lotion, will be more ſerviceable. 
Among the mercurials, the red precipitate 
ſprinkled upon them every morning. and even- 
ing, anſwers very well, as long as the ulcer is 
covered with the white lardaceous cruſt. The 
mercurial ointment in this caſe is of little or no 
uſe; but whenever the bottom of the ulcer aſ- 


ſumes a cleaner appearance, then the fimple 


mercurial ointment, Or calomel in powder, or 


ſuſpended in lime-water, or, according to cix- 


cumſtances, the ſublimate with lime- water, or a 
diluted ſolution of mercury in nitrous acid, are 
ſerviceable. In caſes more obſtinate, the fumi- 
gations with cinnaber prove ſometimes very ef- 


ficadious. 
If the mercurial applications produce no effect, 


or are judged to be improper, the external uſe 


of aſtringents anſwers often extremely well; 


ſuch as a decoction of the tormentilla root, or 


of the Peruvian bark, or an infuſion of the lat- 
ter in lime- water. —In other caſes, the aqua vi- 
triolica camphorata, a ſolution of blue vitriol, 


or the viride æris diſſolved in oil, will be more 


uſeful. The ſame aſtringents will alſo ſome- 
times anſwer our expectations in ulcers of an 
atonic or relaxed appearance, yielding an acrid 
ichorous diſcharge. | 


Againſt | 
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_ Againſt obſtinate venereal ulcers opium has 
been lately found very uſeful, given internally, 
beginning with one grain, and thus daily in- 
creaſing with a grain till the patient takes at 
laſt fifteen grains. It deſerves to be remarked, 
that opium in thoſe large doſes never produces 
coſtiveneſs. This method, was firſt diſcovered 
and recommended by Dr Nooth, at the time 
firſt phyſician and inſpector of all the military 
Hoſpitals of the army in America, and has fince 
been publiſhed without mentioning his name. 
If venereal ulcers refiſt the means juſt now 
recommended, the internal and external uſe of 
ſtrengthening medicines, a full diet, the uſe of 
wine, country air, and ſea-bathing, as mention- 
ed above, will often prove effectual when all 
other remedies have failed. —Of other medi- 
cines recommended for inveterate venereal ul- 
cCers, I ſhall ſpeak hereafter under the article of 
Penereal Complaints incurable by Mercury. 

I have faid nothing about the venereal ulcers 
of the noſe, eyes, face, &c. becauſe they require 
the ſame treatment as thoſe of che genitals, and 
may be eaſily avoided, by taking care that the 
patient affected with a clap or ſhanker on the 
genitals, after having touched the part affected, 
always carefully cleanſes his fingers. 

Ulcers of the uterus or vagina, accompanied 
with an acrid ichorous diſcharge, are not al- 
Ways, as is generally imagined, cancerous, but 
not unfrequently venereal ; and may then often 
be cured by proper injections and a courſe of 
mercury. I have ſeen ſeveral women, who 


| thought themſelves, from the pain and ichorous- 
diſ- 
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5 tinged with blood; affected with a 
cancer of the uterus (believing i in that point the 
judgment of their attendants), radically cured 
by the internal uſe of powerful, ſtrengthening, 
and abſorbent medicines, and by injections made 
of a ſolution of ſublimate or calomel in lime- 
water, alone or mixed with the tincture of ma- 
ſtic, or, according to circumſtances, with the 
infuſion of Peruvian bark in lime-water. 

But we ſhall find ourſelves much miſtaken if 
we expect any good effect in this caſe, as well 
as in the fluor albus or menorrhagia, from 
injections, as they are commonly uſed. If 
we wiſh to ſee any effect from them, they 


muſt be applied 5 the part affected; and 


therefore not thrown in the common manner 
into the vagina, in expectation that they will 
of themſelves, by theſe means, reach the ſeat 
of the diſorder, or the cavity of the uterus. A 
proper ſyringe of a particular form and ſize, 
calculated to prevent the matter injected from 
eſcaping and running out at the ſides, muſt be 
introduced, and, in ſome caſes, as high as poſ- 
ſible into the vagina, or, if poſſible, into the 
orifice of the uterus itſelf; the patient lying a 
little declined, and her knees bent : and in this 
ſituation the injection! is to be applied, either by 
herſelf or by an aſſiſtant, three or four times 
ſucceſſively, keeping the ſyringe always in for 
ſome minutes, and repeating the ſame operation 
fix or eight times a-day. A ſyringe made of 
a bottle of elaſtic reſin, with a thicker and long- 
er pipe than common, will anſwer for the above 
ee extremely well, and will effectually re- 
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move the prejudices hitherto ſo juſtly entertain- 
ed of the inefficacy of injections in females. 
For cancerous ulcers of the genitals as well as 
of other parts of the body, the Materia Medica 
has, to my knowledge, if we perhaps except 
cauſtics, nothing to afford; and all the medi- 
eines hitherto recommended for curing cancers, 
appear to be deceptions of the inventors them- 
ſelves or of the public. Surgery alone can ra- 
dically cure cancers, if applied in time; and no 
honeſt phyſician will ever recommend uncer- 
tain remedies, left, by temporizing, he ſhould 
for ever loſe the moment where he could have 
applied a certain one; I mean the extirpation 
not too late deferred where it can take place. 


1 On VENEREAL FISTULAS. 
IN treating of venereal ulcers, we muſt ſi ay a 
word about venereal fiſtulas, which are nothing 
but venereal ulcers penetrating deep into the 
cellular membrane and adjacent parts, with a 
{mall callous orifice, and callous inſide. Their 
ſeat is moſtly in the urethra, groins, perineum, 
anus, &c. but ſometimes alſo in the —_— 
{ac of thereye. 

If there be an abſceſs formed in the peri- 
næum, this, like other abſceſſes in thoſe parts, 
ſhould be very ſoon opened, in order to avoid fi- 
ſtulas, &c. Pus is ſoon formed in thoſe parts; 
and the application of an emollient poultice for 
à few hours, will often readily ſoften the prece- 
ding hardneſs, and render it fit for opening. 

Beſides the internal adminiſtration of mercu- 


TY, 


ry, the injections above recommended ought 
to be tried; if they do not ſucceed, the chirurgical 
operation ought to be performed. We ſhould, 
however, never attempt this latter before we have 
carefully eradicated the venereal virus from the 
tainted maſs. From the neglect of this point, 


we ſee daily, that ſuch patients undergo two or 


three times the operation, without being the 
better for it: the fiſtula remains as obſtinate 
as it was before; or, healing in one place, it 
ſoon breaks out in another. If the fiſtula heals 
quick and perfectly after the operation, it is a 
certain ſign that the patient has been radically 
cured of the lues. 

The fiflula lachrymalis, arid fm the vene- 
real virus lodged in the lachrymal ſac, yields 
very often a yellow-greeniſh diſcharge, reſem- 
bling that oozing out of the urethra in a clap. 
Whether it ever ariſes from a ſuppreſſed or 
retropulſed clap, I cannot poſitively fay 3 but 
it owes its origin frequently to the venereal 


poiſon depoſited from a tainted maſs, and re- 


quires internal and external mercurials. 

The virus oozing out from venereal ulcers 
and fiſtulas, is ſometimes of a very. corrofive 
nature; they ſhould therefore be dreſſed with a 
piece of ſoft ſponge every twelve or twenty-four 
hours ; and the ſurrounding ſurface of the ſkm 
ſhould be carefully defended; by anointing it 
with the white cerate, or farurnine liniment. 
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T diſeaſe, in inen — prepuce is fo Corel: 
led and ftraitened that it cannot be drawn 


back over the glans, has been called Phymgſis, 


from the Greek elles, pracluto, : obturo.; and 
might perhaps in our language be more proper- 
Iy called a coarctation or /trifture of the prepuce. 

To this diſorder are eſpecially ſubje& thoſe 
men who from nature have the glans covered 


with a more ſtrait prepuce, or have too ſhort or 


too ſtrait a frenum ; all thoſe whoſe religion or- 
ders circumciſion. are free from it. 

The phymoſis ariſes, in our days, generally 
from venereal ulcers in the inſide of the pre- 
puce, or from the Blennorrhagia balani (a clap 
of the glans); commonly called gonorrhea ſpuria, 
producing a violent ſwelling and inflammation 


of the prepuce and diſcharge from the glans. 


It has been recommended, in a violent phy- 
moſis, to ſlit up the Prepuce; ; which is certainly 


ſometimes neceſſary: But where chirurgical 


operations can be avoided, we ought to avoid 


them. This operation has been adviſed princi- 


pally either to prevent the ſpreading of ſhan- 

kers, which are frequently the cauſe of the phy- 

moſis; or to avoid buboes ; or, what is ſtill more 
material, 


-4 
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material, to prevent a concretion-of the glans 


with the prepuce. Thoſe who, in curing ſhan- 


kers, truſt entirely to the internal uſe of mercu- 


rials, will hardly inſiſt upon this operation. As 
to the danger of their producing buboes by an 
abſorption of the poiſon, I allow the apprehen- 
fion to be perfectly juſt; but I cannot admit 
that an inciſion would prove a preventatiye. A 


freſh wound, by expoſing a new and larger ſur- 


face to the abſorption. of the virus, muſt, in my, 
opinion, rather increaſe the danger. I think is, 
therefore, more proper to obviate thoſe bad 
conſequences by proper injections, and-by- in- 
troducing, if poſſible, ſome fine lint once or 
twice a-day with a probe between the prepuce 
and glans. However, if this ſhould be imprac- 
Kata) or livid ſpots ſhould appear through the 
prepuce, immediate recourſe to the operation 
ought to be had, leſt a more dreadful. evil, A 
mortification, ſhould enſue. 

Venereal ulcers, with a ohymeſing ä 
very often the glans, the urethra, and corpus 
cavernoſum of the penis; and thus produce now 
and then a violent hæmorrhagy, which requires 
proper injections, or the application of the lapis 
infernalis. If the hæmorrhagy ariſes; from an 
eroſion of the veſſels, or their want of power to 
contract themſelves, ſtyptics or oil of turpen- 
tine; if from too great an irritability of the 
veſſels, a ſolution of opium in water mould be 
injected. The formation: of pus which is con- 
fined, renders the ineiſion neceſſar.

In order to aſcertain whether there is a vene- 


real ulcer between the prepuce and glans, J in- 
„ ei. eln 70 ee Z 4 troduce 
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troduce a probe, with ſome lint affixed to it. 
Then, turning it round the whole glans, the pa- 
tient generally feels pain, if there'be any ulcer, 
as ſoon as the probe with the lint touches it; 
and upon withdrawing it, a part of it will be 
ftained with purulent or puriform matter; where- 
as, if there is but a fimple diſcharge from the 

lans without any ulceration, the whole of the 
lint will be ſtained with the fame equally. In 
either cafe, if the inflammation and ſwelling be 
violent, - leeches, or, according to circumſtan- 
ces, a poultice made of bread and water, mixed 
with fome vinegar of lead, ought to be ap- 
plied to the part affected, and three or four 


times a-day a diluted ſolution of mercury 


in nitrous acid; or the ſublimate or calomel 
ſuſpended in lime-water; or, according to cir- 
cumſtances, Plenck's ſolution of mercury with 

m arabic, between the prepuce and glans, 
ſhould be injected in fuch a manner, thar 
the interſtice between them is filled and a little 
diſtended with the injection. If there be any 


ulcer, ſome lint dipped in the ſame liquids may 


be applied to it, by means of a probe, once or 


twice a-day. Mercurial fumigations are in 


this caſe often uſeful. I think there is never any 


danger of a concretion of the parts as long as 
the ulcers remain venereal; and meanwhile 
their nature is changed, the phymoſis is alſo. 


generally removed. A courſe of mercury ought 
in ſuch caſes neyer to be omitted. But, as I 

have obſerved before, the inciſion of the pre- 
puce ought to be immediately performed, if the 


ſymptoms of the inflammation be very high; if 


there appear any danger of mortification ; or 


I | e 
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if we have reaſon to ſuſpect, beneath, an ulce- 
ration of a bad or perhaps cancerous nature. 
In phymoſis, we ſee the prepuce often in- 
creaſe to an enormous ſize, forming rugged 
condy lomatous excreſcences. This, I have ob- 
ſerved, has miſled practitioners to propoſe, or 
actually to perform, the amputation of the 
penis, in the idea of being cancerous. I have 
cured ſeveral of theſe caſes, and therefore think 
it highly imprudent hardly ever to propoſe or 
perform that operation; eſpecially as thoſe 
ſwellings frequently diſappear in a few weeks 
time, under a mercurial courſe and proper ex- 
ternal applications. | |

Page a word derived 3 the 
Greek Tags, de, and pints, præcluſio, obturamen- 
tum, ſignifying the oppoſite of phy moſis, IS a 
diſeaſe where the prepuce, being drawn behind 
the glans, is fo contracted there, that it can- 
not be brought again forwards over the glans; 
and would for this reaſon, in my opinion, 
be more properly named a Srangulation of the 
glans. 
Men who from nature have a ſtrait prepuce 
are moſt ſubject to this diſorder ; which ariſes 


when the prepuce has been drawn back at a 


time when the ſize of the glans, either from 
venereal ulcers, or in a violent clap, is preter- 
naturally enlarged. : 

I have little to add to what has been ſaid 
on this ſubject by Celſus, and ſome modern 
Writers. 

It is a dangerous complaint, and requires 
the moſt ſpeedy relief. I have ſeen an inftance 
where a gangrene of the glans was the conſe- 


quence of ſuch a ſtrangulation, before the ſur- 
geon could come to give aſſiſtance. We ought 


therefore, without delay, apply thoſe means 
which 


ye 
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which! may bring the prepuce forwards as quick 
poſſible. 


The moſt effectual remedy i is, to ks to the | 


ſwelled glans the aqua plumbata- (commonly 


called Gowlard's water), carefully avoiding to 
touch the prepuce with the ſame; by which 


means the glans is fo powerfully contracted, 
that the prepuce way be generally pretty eafily 
brought over it forwards, and thus the com- 
plaint is effectually removed. Or if this ſolu- 
tion be not at hand, cold water may be ſprink- 
led repeatedly upon the part, in the mean time 
gently preſſing the ſwelled glans with the fin- 
gers dipped repeatedly in cold water, ſo as to 


{queeze out, if poſſible, all the blood extrava- 


ſated in its cavernous ſubſtance. By theſe 
means, the turgeſcency of the corpus caverno- 
ſum glandis will be moſt efficaciouſly diminiſh- 
ed; and by ſkilful management, gently preſſing 
the glans backwards, whilſt we endeavour with 
the fingers of the other hand to bring the pre- 
puce over it forwards, we ſhall very often ſuc- 
ceed, and relieve the patient from imminent 
danger. Ice, or water rendered by art as cold 
as ice, may perhaps be uſeful to the operator in 
 accompliſbing this deſirable effect. But if the 
diſeaſe be accompanied with a clap, we ought 
to be cautious with regard to the application of 
cold, leſt we might bring on a worſe complaint, 
by retropulſion, than the diſeaſe for which cold 
is applied. If we ſhould not be able to reduce it, 
and the ſymptoms be violent, we ſhould not de- 
fer the operation, but make an inciſion in the 


prepuce or frenum ; 3 an operation by no means

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dangerous, but abſolutely neceſſary-to prevent 
the moſt diſagreeable of all conſequences of ve- 
nereal complaints, a mortiftcation of the glans 
penis. If there are venereal ulcers in one fide, 


num or prepuce on the other ſide; in order to 
ſecure the wound, as well as poſſible, from the 
poiſon, and to prevent its abſorption by the

Though buboes may ariſe in any part of the = 
body where lymphatic glands are ſituated, yet : 
we have no authentic obſervation of their ever _ 
exiſting any where except in the Iymphatic | 
glands of the groin, arm-pit, or extremities 3 
and even of theſe, the latter are much leſs. fre- 
quent than the former. 

Venereal buboes ariſe from two cauſes, eſſen- 
tially different from one another. This differ- 
ence has hitherto, in general, not been attend- 
ed to with that accuracy which the importance 

of the ſubject ſeems to require. 

Buboes have hitherto been ſuppoſed to ati 0 
always from the venereal virus abſorbed by the «| 
lymphatics, and carried to the gland; bus this MY 
25 not always the caſe. Swellings of one or more 
of the inguinal glands. frequently. owe their 
origin to the poiſon lodged on the ſurface of #1] 
the glans or urethra, irritating there the "_ 11 

_ | | 15 T | O 
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of the lymphatics, without being abſorbed by 


them. Theſe veſſels being irritated, produce a 
ſwelling i in the neareſt lymphatic gland they go 
to. In the one caſe, the cauſe of the bubo lies 


in the gland itſelf, in the other without it; ſo / 


that we may properly diſtinguiſh them, by call- 
ing the former an zd:opathic, and the latter a /ym- 
pathic, bubo. 

This diſtinction, founded on fads, | is neceſ. 
fary to regulate the method ' of cure. But the 
aiftinQion of buboes into primary and ſecondary, 
viz. ſuch as ariſe from an original infection, 
and thoſe which are ſuppoſed to owe their ori- 


gin to the poiſon depoſited from the maſs into 


the gland, ſeems to be of no practical ule what- 
ever. 
| 1diopathic amend buboes, as we have obſer- 
ved, owe their origin to the venereal poiſon 
abſorbed and lodged in the gland. This ab- 
ſorption frec uently takes place after the virus 
has by its acrimony produced ſome ſlight exco- 
riation or ulceration in the ſurface of the glans, 
prepuce, urethra, penis, ſcrotum; or extremi- 
ties. Whether a bubo ever ariſes, as has been 
hitherto generally aſſerted, from the venereal 
virus being depoſited. from the maſs into the 
gland, as peſtilential buboes ſeem to ariſe in the 
plague, is not yet perfectly aſcertained, But that 
buboes may ſometimes, though ſeldom, ariſc 
from an immediate abſorption of the venereal 
virus, without any previous excoriation or ulcer 
on the ſurface of the genitals or neighbouring 
parts, ſeems to me highly probable from ſeveral 
authentic obſervations; ; e this opinion has 
; - been 
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been controverted by ſome modern writers. 
About twelve years ago, three ſoldiers came 
into a military hoſpital in one week, all af- 
fected with a bubo from the ſame woman. They 
had all been in perfect health a few days before; 
neither had any of them, on being carefully 
examined, any appearance of a clap, or the leaſt 
excoriation in the genitals or thighs. Whether 
this immediate abſorption is owing to a torpid 
and leſs irritable habit of body, or to the greater 
ſubtilty or leſs irritating nature of the venereal 
virus in ſome caſes, I cannot pretend to aſ- 
certain. But to this immediate abſorption:it is. 


perhaps owing, that we are not always able to 


avoid a bubo, or perhaps even the lues itſelf; 


though by uſing preventatives, we may moſt 


effeQually prevent claps and original ſhankers. 
That 1diopathic buboes ariſe from an abſo 
tion of the venereal poiſon from ulcers of the 
genitals or urethra, daily experience ſhows ; 
but that they likewiſe ariſe from venereal ul- 


cers in any part of the upper or lower extremi- 
ties, is not 10 general. I ſhall therefore adduce 


a few examples by way of illuſtration. 
Some years ago, I had the misfortune of be- 
ing affected with a ſhanker. Being then on a 
journey, I took ſome. mercurial pills; by the 
uſe of which the ulcer was cured in about ten 
days. I then diſcontinued the pills, and felt 
no complaint till fix months after, when I was 


one night awaked by a violent itching at my 


right elbow. Next night the itching returned; 
and the third morning, upon examining the 
Pot, I found it covered with a thick Youu 


1 4 ſcurf 
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ſcurf like a tetter. As I had no medicines with 


me, I was obliged to defer applying ſome me- 
dicine; when, two days after, I perceived a 


ſwelling under my arm-pit ; Which, in three 


days more, 1ncreaſed to ſuch a degree, that 1 


was obliged to keep the arm a conſiderable way 
out from my. ſide. By the application of the 
mercurial ointment to the tetter twice every 
four and twenty hours, the tumor was in a few 
days diſcuſſed, and the diſeaſe, by a courſe of 
mercury, perfectly cured ſome weeks after. 

A ſhort time after, I was conſulted by a gen- 
tleman who had undergone a mercurial courſe 
about fifteen months before, for a venereal 
complaint, of which he imagined himſelf per- 

fectly cured. Some weeks before he applied to 


me, he began to feel a pain in the middle of the 


ſternum, which he took to be rheumatic. On 
this ſuppoſition, he rubbed the part affected 
with a piece of flannel, morning and evening. 
Thus the pain 'in the ſternum was removed ; 

but, the ſecond morning after, the great toe of 
the left foot, and that next to it, were in like 
manner affected. This pain being removed by 
friction with flannel as before, returned to the 
ſternum; from which being driven by a ſimilar 
friction, it again returned to the foot. He now 
began to imagine, that his complaint was of a 
gouty nature; but having occaſion to go abroad 
that day, he bathed his foot in warm water, 
and pared a corn which he had upon one of the 
affected toes, in order to walk the more eafily. 
In performing this operation, by cutting too 
eh he wounded himſelf. The next day, on 
| 8 examining 
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examining the part, he found a little ſuppura- 
tion had taken place; he therefore covered the 
ſore with a piece of clean linen. The ſecond 
evening he felt a flight pain in the groin, which 
he then diſregarded ; but in a few days after, 
when one of the glands ſwelled to the big- 
neſs of a pigeon's egg, he aſked my advice. 
I informed him, that he had not been radical- 


ly cured of his former diſorder, and that the 


preſent ſymptoms were a conſequence of it; 
that the pain both of the ſternum and of the toes 
had been venereal; and that from the wound of 
the toe, and ſucceeding: ſuppuration, the poiſon 
had been abſorbed by the lymphatics, and car- 
ried to the firſt gland they met ; which 1n this 
caſe was one of the lower lymphatic glands of 
the groin. The ulcer of the toe ſtill continued, 
but was very ſmall, and diſcharged a little mat- 


ter reſembling pus. I applied a mercurial pla- 


{ter upon it, and diſcuſſed the bubo by a courſe 
of mercurial frictions applied to the thigh. 


Some years ago, an eminent accoucheur in 


London, as I mentioned in the firſt chapter, 


was called to deliver a woman, who, unknown 


to him, was affected with ſhankers; Ulcers on 
his hand, and a ſwelling of the lymphatic gland 
of the fore-arm, which proved very obilinate; 
were the dreadful confequences. 


Sympathie venereal buboes, as I have already 


mentioned, owe their origin, not to the vene- 
real poiſon abſorbed, but to an irritation of the 


mouths of the neighbouring lymphatic veſlels: 
'This ſpecies of bubo we frequently meet wed 


in ſimple yenereal Blennorrhagias; or, w 


one 
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one of the glands is idiopathically affected, we 
ſometimes ſee two or three contiguous thereto 
ſwelled by ſymp athy. In this caſe, however, 
only that which is really infected continues to 
increaſe in bulk; while the others remain in 
the ſame ſtate, and at laſt diſappear without 
any? further conſequences. 
Sympathic buboes go off ſpontaneouſly, as 
ſoon as the irritating cauſe in the neighbour- 
hood 1s removed; and it 1s only this kind of 
| buboes which quacks, with their, pretended 
noſtrums, ſeem to remove ſometimes. in a few 
days; while, on the other hang, we frequently 
hear patients complaining of intelligent phyſi- 
cians, for not having been ſufficiently expedi- 
tious in curing their bubo, or not. having done 
it without ſuppuration, though they had for- 
merly been radically cured by a quack, by the 
firaple application of a mercurial ointment or 
plaſter to the part affected. If ſuch patients, 
however, were acquainted with the difference 
between the true nature of their preſent and 
former complaint, they would eaſily ſee, that, 
in the former caſe, the cure was not to be at- 
tributed to the ointment or plaſter applied, but 
merely to the nature of the diſeaſe; whereas, in 
the preſent ſituation, perhaps great ſkill and at- 
tention is requiſite, either to diſcuſs the bubo 
or to cure it, after the attempt of ung it 
Has proved ineffectual. 
_ Having thus eſtabliſhed the alan - | 
tion betwixt Idiopathic and Sympathic buboes, 
I ſhould now proceed to ſpeak of the method of 


treating them; but, previous to this, it will be 
_ uſeful 
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, uſeful to take notice of ſome prejudices pre- 
vailing among a number of patients, concern- 
ing the nature and cure of this complaint. 


Many people, eſpecially the inhabitants of 


the more ſoutherly parts of Europe, think it 
dangerbus to reſolve or diſcuſs a venereal bubo. 
This prejudice ariſes from an opinion, that the 


virus is by this means repelled and abſorbed in- 


to the maſs, where it afterwards occaſions a ge- 
neral infection: whereas, if the bubo were cu- 
red by ſuppuration, they imagine that no in- 


fection of the maſs was to be apprehended; 


but that, on the contrary, even in caſe any 
poiſon ſhould have been abforbed during the 
ſuppuration of the bubo, the virus lodged in the 
gland would thus not only be carried off, but the 
whole maſs would thereby be purified. Hence 
they imagine, that the abſceſs formed by the 
ſuppuration of a bubo, is a kind of channel for 
cleanfing the body entirely from all the vene- 
real poiſon. As this opinion, however, is not 
only altogether erroneous, but may prove hurt- 
ful to the patient, at leaſt by depriving him of 
an advantage which he might otherwiſe have 
enjoyed, I ſhall make two obſervations on this 
ſubject. Fir, That, by the modern improved 
practice of apply ing mercurial frictions, the 


diſcuſſion of a bubo cannot poſſibly occaſion 


any ſuch thing as a repulſion of the venereal 
virus into the maſs; that, on the contrary, the 
virus lodged in the gland itſelf is thereby effec- 
tually deſtroyed. And, fecondiy, That though 
the virus ſhould have been actually repelled 
from the gland into the maſs, ſuch a repulſion

would ſtill be preferable to the method of curing 
the bubo by ſuppuration. 

But in order to ſet this matter in the cleareſt 
light, I muſt have recourſe to the anatomical 
diſcoveries which have been made about the 
lymphatic ſyſtem; and I ſhall then conſider what 
will be the conſequence of mercurial frictions 
applied in the manner to be mentioned. here- 
after. 

Me know, from the obſervations of Profeſſor 
Monro, and thoſe of the late Dr W. Hunter, 
- and particularly from Mr Hewſon's plates *, that 
the lymphatic or abſorbent veſſels begin every 
where on the ſurface of the body, with the 
ſmalleſt ramifications ; that, in going upwards 
from the lower extremities, they unite into 
larger branches, which terminate in the ingui- 
nal glands, pouring into them the liquid which 
they have abſorbed at their extremities. This 
liquid, which in a natural ſtate is nothing but 
mild lymph more or leſs diluted with water, 
which has been abſorbed by their extremities, 
after being poured into the inguinal glands, is 
again ablorbed by other lymphatic veſſels, 
which carry the {ſame to the abdomen, and 

thence through the thoracic duct into the 
maſs. Let us now ſuppoſe that ſome of the ve- 
nereal poiſon has been abſorbed by the lympha- 
tic veſſels of the genital parts, or the lower ex- 
tremities,

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tremities, and that conſequently it has been 


carried along with the lymph into one or more 
of the inguinal glands. The poiſon thus brought 
into the gland will either be abſorbed again by 


the oppoſite abforbent veſſels, in which caſe it 


is carried into the maſs; or, what more fre- 
_ quently happens, it will,. by its acrimony, ex- 


cite an irritation in the gland, and thereby not 


only prevent its own abſorption, but produce 
an inflammation and ſwelling of the gland. In 


thoſe circumſtances, the moſt eligible thing, 


both for the patient and phyfician, would be, 
if poſſible, to deſtroy ang eradicate the poiſon 
lodged in the gland. For this purpoſe, we know 
mercury is a ſpecific ; but the queſtion is, how 
to bring it into the gland affected? Formerly 
practitioners, from a defect of anatomical know- 


tedge, imagined they could mtroduce the mer- 
cury into the gland, by rubbing the mercurial 


ointment upon the gland itſelf. But fo far was 
this from having the intended effect, that bu- 
Hoes treated in ſuch a manner generally grew 
more inflamed, ſuppurated, and even ſometimes 
mortified. By ſuch an application, no mercury 
is introduced into the affected gland; or, if it 


happens now and then, it is merely by chance; „ 


for we know, that the lymphatics arifing from 
the ſkin immediately over the gland, do not 
take their courſe into the ſubſtance of the gland, 


but proceed obliquely upwards to the abdomen. 


Hence the bad or good effects produced in that 
caſe are not to be aſcribed to the mercury, but 
rather to the mechanical irritation occaſioned 
hy#he friction, and as * have taken 
2 place, 
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place, if any other ointment had been employs 
ed. But if, inſtead of rubbing the mercurial 
ointment upon the gland itſelf, the ſame be 
| rubbed into the thigh or leg of the fide affected, 
we are to expect, according to the diſcoveries 
of the courſe of the lymphatic veſſels, that the 
mercury will be abſorbed by their extremities, 
and from thence be conveyed to the affected 
gland; where, meeting with the venereal poiſon, 
it will moſt effectually exert its ſpecific power 
againft it. That this really happens, appears 
from the ſucceſsful practice of this method. For 
if the mercurial frictions have been applied up- 
on the proper place, and in time, before the 
inflammation has gone to too great a length, we 
find, that, in a great number of buboes, the 
poiſon i is thereby deſtroyed, or at leaſt ſo chan- 
ged in its nature, that it now is rendered inca- 
pable of irritating the gland any further. Nor 
do we obſerve, that the virus thus changed, and 
then abſorbed along with the mercury, ever 
afterwards Ar any venereal ſymptoms in 
the mals: 

But let us even ſuppoſe that the mercury has 
not deſtroyed the poiſon lodged in the gland, 
but has driven it into the blood, as thoſe 
patients commonly believe. What will be 
the conſequence? The ſame, undoubtedly, as 
when a victorious hero diſlodges and chaſes a 
flying enemy before him. The very ſame re- 
medy which drove the poiſon from the gland 
into the maſs, will purſue it there alſo; and 
either expel it altogether, or render it, one 
2 5 i 0 way 
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way or other, harmleſs and inoffenſive to the 
body. 

1 elucidate this matter ſtill further, I ſhall 
anſwer a queſtion which I have heard frequent- 
ly propoſed, viz. Why does the method of rub- 
bing mercury into the extremity not always 
ſucceed in diſcuſſing the bubo ?. For the ſolu- 
tion of this queſtion, we muſt have again re- 
courſe to anatomy. Diſſections and injections 
ſhow, that there are two ſeries of lymphatic 
glands in the groin, called the upper and lower 
inguinal glands. In moſt people there 1s a com- 
- munication between theſe two orders of glands: 
in this caſe, the lymphatic veſlels of the infe- 
rior glands communicate with the {ſuperior ones; 
whence again others ariſe, which take their 
courſe through the abdomen into the thoracic 
duct. But in other perſons there is no ſuch com- 
- munication ; the lymphatic veſſels of the infe- 
rior inguinal glands proceed directly to the ab- 
domen, without inoſculating with the ſuperior 
ones. Now, the venereal virus being abſorbed 
by the lymphatics of the genitals, is generally 
carried to the ſuperior inguinal glands, where 
it produces the bubo. Wherever therefore the 
inferior inguinal glands have the above-men- 
tioned communication with the ſuperior ones, 
the mercury rubbed into the inſide of the thigh 
or leg will be abſorbed, carried to the inferior, 
and from thence to the ſuperior inguinal glands, 
where it will produce the defired effect. But, 
on the other hand, where no communication of 
this kind takes place, the mercury 1s carried 
from the extremity to the inferior inguinal 

glands,

_ glands, 180 from thence to the abdomen, witli: 
out ever reaching the affected gland; on Which, 
of conſequence, it can produce no effect. The 
ſame will likewiſe happen: where the inflamma- 
tion of the bubo is gone too far, or where a 
ſcirrhoſity is formed in the gland. Mercury in 
theſe caſes can have little or no acceſs to the 
gland; or though it could, would be little able 
to change the nature which the diſeaſe has now 

aſſumed. | 
But let us even go further, and ſuppoſe, that 
the method of treatment juſt recommended has 
not been followed; but that, inſtead of it, the 
irritating matter has been blunted, and the ab- 
{orption of the poiſon from the gland has been 
effected by other ſedative or diſcutient applica- 
tions. What will be the conſequence? I anſwer, 
inſtead of a bubo, the patient will probably be 
affected with a diſeaſe of the whole {ſyſtem ; 
which, if recent, may be eaſily and en 
cured in a few weeks time, without any bad 
conſequence remaining; whereas the complaint 
with which he was affected before, is ſometimes 
not only very dangerous, and at other times ex- 
tremely obſtinate, but always of a very tedious 
nature. Beſides, even when the ſuppuration is 
of the beſt kind, which, however, is far from be- 
ing always the caſe, the poiſon, before or after 
the abſceſs is formed, inſtead of being entirely 
evacuated, is, if not conſtantly, at leaſt very fre- 
quently, abſorbed into the ſyſtem. Thus the 
diſorder which the patient ſo much dreaded is 
really produced; for the cure e of which he will 
"WS 
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at laſt be obliged to have recourſe to mercury, 
the remedy he was formerly ſo much afraid of. 
Let us now proceed to the method of cure.

Met bod of Cure. 


From the obſervations laid down, it appears, 
that every unprejudiced practitioner, in any caſe. 


of an idiopathic bubo, ſhould always attempt to 
diſcuſs it as ſoon as poſſible, by any method 
whatever, provided the inflammation has not 
riſen to too great an height, or figns of ſuppu- 
ration have already made their appearance. 
The moſt effectual method of diſcuſſing tu- 
mors of this kind, is, as I have already mention- 
ed, by mercurial frictions applied to the inſide 
of the thigh or leg of the affected fide, if the 
bubo happens to be inguinal ; or to the arm, if 
the bubo be under the arm-pit. Occaſionally 
alſo, in the former caſe, frictions may be uſed 
to the perinæum or ſcrotum. But as the ſuc- 
ceſs of thele frictions is limited to à few days, 
they ought to be made not only with due care 
and attention, but, if circumſtances permit, be 
repeated twice a-day. Veneſection or purges, 
together with cold topical applications, will, oc- 


caſionally, greatly contribute to the intended 
effect | 


Mr Birch found, in repeated inſtances, that 
gentle electrical ſhocks, paſſed through the thigh 
and gland affected, greatly aſſiſt the mercury in 
diſcuſſing the bubo; ; and, in ſome caſes, produce 


that effect, without any mercurial friction, even 


in buboes moch advanced. 
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To the gland itſelf I never apply any thing 
but a mercurial plaſter ; and from this I expect 
nothing. towards the accompliſhment of the 
cure, but make uſe of it only to keep the pa- 
tient's mind eaſy. In obſtinate caſes alſo, I 


would adviſe the 8 of dry cupping 
e 


glaſſes to the ſwelled gland, which has been 


attended with ſucceſs in the Edinburgh Infir- 


mary. Repeated vomits, with applications f 
cold water to the part affected, have been like- 

wiſe recommended as uſeful for the diſcuſſion of 
a bubo; but I have never had occaſion to try 


either ve” theſe remedies. The volatile liniment, 


rubbed into, and round about, the bubo for 
eight or ten minutes, once or twice a-day, has 
been found very effectual to this purpoſe, in ſe- 
veral inſtances, by Dr Nooth. 

During the whole time that we attempt the 


reſolution of a bubo, the patient ought to abſtain 


from exercile, and confine himſelf to a very low 
diet; as a contrary regimen might greatly tend 
to increaſe the inflammation. With regard 
to mercurial frictions on the gland itſelf, I have 
already given my reaſons for diſapproving of 
them. Indeed moſt of the idiopathic buboes 
which I have ſeen treated, either in this 
way or by other irritating remedies, have 
inſſamed and ſuppurated, though the appli- 
cation was made with a view to prevent this 
diſagreeable circumſtance; and there are now 
but very few practitioners, let their knowledge 
of the recent diſcoveries concerning the lym- 


phatic ſyſtem be ever ſo confined, who de 


truſt to this 1 for producing a diſcul- 
ſion. 
When 
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When I fay that a local irritation of the gland 
will rather be followed by an inflammation 
and ſuppuration than a reſolution, I purpoſely 
mention the 1diopathic yenereal bubo ; for ſym- 

athic buboes do certainly, as I have bd 
frequently diſappear after the uſe of mercurial 
frictions applied upon the gland itſelf, We 
3 not, however, even in this caſe, to af- 
cribe the reſolution to the mercurial frictions, 
oultices, &c. which have been applied, but 
to the ſimple operation of nature ; becauſe ſym- 
pathic buboes will always go off by bender 
without any application whatever. For their 
removal, as I have already obſerved, nothing 
more is requiſite than to abate. or remove the 
ſtimulus from the mouths of the lymphatics or 
neighbouring glands. This fact is ſufficient, I 
think, to convince us of the importance of di- 
ſinguiſhing i in practice the idiopathic buboes, 
or ſuch as owe their origin to the venereal yi- 
rus abſorbed from ſhankers of the genitals or 
extremities, from ſympathic ones, | ariſing from 
the mere irritation of the lymphatic veſſels, and 
generally accompanying ſimple claps, ſwelled 
teſticles, &c. without the appearance of any 


venereal ulcer. 
Thus far with regard to the treatment of ve- 


nereal buboes by reſolution, I now come to 
ſpeak of thoſe that are either too far gone to 
admit of a reſolution, or that reſiſt it on ſome 
other account. 

That a bubo will not adds alt a Ice 
we know by the tumour continuing to increaſe 
in fize, and becoming red and painful after the 

1 proper 
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proper application of the mercurial frictions or 
other reſolvents have been made uſe of for four 
or five days. As ſoon as we ſee theſe our at- 
tempts to procure a reſolution fruſtrated, we 
muſt endeavour to bring on a mild and ſpeedy 
ſuppuration. Here, however, we ſhall often meet 
with great difficulty, buboes being ſo — | 
ly different from one another, that the tre 
ment which will bring the one kind to a mild 
ſuppuration, if applied to the other, will not 
only occaſion very dangerous conſequences, but 
even prove fatal to the patient. 

They may, as far as I can judge, be brought 
moſt properly under the nnn three differ- 
ent heads. 

In the fir, all the ſymptoms of a real item; 
mation run very high, ſometimes even to mor- 
tification; in the /econd, the ſame ſymptoms 

| ſeem to ariſe from too great an irrirabiliry of 

the body; whereas, in the third, the moſt irri- 
tating medicines are hardly able to raiſe the in- 

flammation to ſuch a pitch as is neceſſary for 
bringing on a ſuppuration. In the fr? or true 
inflammatory buba, our intention muſt be to mo- 
derate the inflammatory ſymptoms; 3 in the g. 
cond, to allay the irritability; and in the rhira, 
to ſtimulate and Seite: 

In the , kind, therefore, when the patient 
is otherwiſe of a healthy, ſtrong, and vigorous 
conſtitution, the inflammation high, the pain 
ſevere, and accompanied with an inflammatory 
fever ; bleeding, ſometimes even repeated as Cir- 

cumſtances require, will be neceſſary. Leech- 

es, 
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es, however, or, in want of them; ſcarification 
of the part affected, are often preferable to ge- 
neral bleedings. In other reſpects, reſt, a low 
diet, cooling drink, an antiphlogiſtic purge, 
the warm bath, and an emollient poultice ap- 
plied conſtantly warm to the gland, and chan- 
| ged when it grows cool, are the means to be in- 
I ſiſted upon in this ſpecies of bubo. | 
In the fecond kind, the ſymptoms of inflam- 
mation ſeem to run likewiſe very high, but 
merely from too great an irritability of the ſy- 
ſtem. This we may eaſily diſtinguiſh from the 
former, by the weaker, ſmoother, and more 
frequent pulſe; as alſo by the conſtitution of 
the patient. In ſuch circumſtances, general 
evacuations, inſtead of being of ſervice, L con- 
ſtantly obſerved to be prejudicial. On the con- 
trary, a fuller diet; opium every night or every A 
other night, and the Peruvian bark through the | 
day, ought to be given; and to the external 
emollient are here. properly joined ſome ſeda- 
tive applications. It was, probably, in a caſe of 
this kind, that Mr Brambilla ſaw a bubo prove * 
gangrenous and fatal, after a courſe of calomel 
along with a ſtrong decoction of the woods was 
_ adminiſtered to the patient.“ J muſt, upon tliis 
occaſion, make the general remark, that mer- f/f 
cury ſhould never be adminiſtered either inter- / 
nally or externally, during the inflammatory, 
ſtate of a bubo, or any other venereal com- 
plaint, unleſs we have ſome very urgent reaſon, / 
During that ſtate, I have never ſeen any good, 
but e very bad effects reſulting from 
K 3 Fx 14 Þ 
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its aſe, and more eſpecially; when rubbed into 
the part affected. | | 
The third kind af buboes, effenriatly different 
from e two former, we frequently meet 
in patients of a relaxed, debilitated, cachectic, 
or ſcorbutic habit of body. When this is the caſe, 
the tumour of the gland, though red and infla- 
med, riſes very little and very flowly; the 
patient feels bur little pain ; no fever attends ; 
or, if any, it is rather of the low kind, and the 
-pulſe is weak, accompanied with a depreſſion 
of ſpirits. In ſuch caſes, we muſt endeavour 
either to diſcuſs the ſwelling, or to bring the 
bubo to ſuppuration. The former we obtain 
by repeated purgings or emetics; and lately, a 
poultice made of the root of the Atropa Man- 
dragora has been recommended for that pur- 
poſe, and by others a poultice made of the 
root of Daphne Mezereum. They both deſerve to 
be tried in obſtinate hard ſwellings of this kind; 
but their acrid nature ſhould keep us carefully 
upon our guard. For the latter, the admini- 
ſtration of mercury, internally as well as upon 
thè part affected, will ſometimes be uſeful and 
even neceſſary; but evacuations of any kind are 
always hurtful: a full diet with wine, an infu- 
fon of Peruvian bark in wine, or ſome other 
ſtrengthening and aromatic medicines, together 
with local applications more or leſs ſtimulant, 
ſuch as the common plaſter with gums, a poul- 
"tice made of onions roaſted or boiled in oil, 
wah be moſt proper. _ 
If fymptoms of the ſea-ſcurvy Sr; mereu-' 
ry 8 A never to be made uſe of; but the patient 
thould, 


. 
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ſhould, beſides the. uſe of wine and Peruvian 
bark, Sc. eat oranges and other ripe fruit, or 
make uſe of the juice of anti ſcorbutic berbs, or 
a decoction of malt, and take moderate exerciſe 
in free open air every day. F 

When by any of the REY means, 
the bubo is at laſt brought to ſuppuration, and 
an abſceſs is formed, moſt writers adviſe the arti- 
ficial opening of the abſceſs with the lancet or 
cauſtic ; but this, I think ſhould almoſt always 


be rather left to nature. I have found, that na- 
ture, left to herſelf, ſcarce ever fails to make 


an opening in due time; whereas artificial open- 
ings are often made before the abſceſs is fully 


formed and ripe. I have beſides obſerved ano- 


ther advantage from this practice, viz. that 
the abſceſs opened by nature generally heals 


much eaſter; whereas that opened by an inci- 


ſion, or the application of a cauſtic, we ſee. not 
unfrequently followed by dilagreeable conſe- 
quences. The cure is thereby often rendered ex- 
tremely tedious and troubleſome, and always a 
viſible cicatrix left behind; which laſt we ought 


to make an eſſential point carefully to avoid, 
eſpecially in women, for reaſons ſufhciently ob- 


vious. If the operation be left to nature, the 
abſceſs will generally not burſt till there is A 
complete ſuppuration of the gland; and the ci- 
catrix in a ſhort time after, tor the molt part, 
entirely diſappear, or remain ſcarcely viſible. 
There are, however, ſome caſes in which it 
may be proper to abſt nature, and either make 
a dilatation of the opening, or make an arti- 
ficial opening altogether. If buboes, notwith- 
* 4 1 ſtanding 
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ſtanding the means above-mentioned, remain 
inflamed and hard, without either coming to a 
reſolution or ſuppuration, a ſmall bit of the lu- 
nar cauſtic, about the ſize of a pea, may be ad- 
vantageouſly applied to the middle of the bubo, 
for about two, or at moſt three hours, the eſchar 
afterwards to be anointed with a little of the 
ſtrong blue ointment, and the whole covered 
with a warm emollient poultice. This method, 
firſt propoſed by Mr Plenct, J have ſince ſeveral 
times followed with ſucceſs. 
Here I muſt add, that, in ſeveral inſtances, I | 
have obſerved the common method of applying 
a large cauſtic on the bubo for ten or twelve 
hours, in order to bring it to ſuppuration, at- 
tended with very bad conſequences. The event, 
in two cales, was a mortification, and in others 
a large ichorous ulcer, which in one inſtanc 
ſeemed to | aſſume a cancerous appearance. 
and at laſt proved fatal to the patient. This I 
have never {een happen from the application of 
Aa a ſmall piece of the cauſtic as above mentioned. 
When the abſceſs has been opened either by 
nature or art, it is called an exulcerated Bubo; in 
which the ſame diſtinctions ought to be careful- 
ly obſerved as laid down above, when I ſpoke of 
inflamed buboes. 
Many writers adviſe in this- caſe, to admini- 
ſter mercury internally and externally, and 
thus treat the ulcer as a venereal one. This 
practice may be undoubtedly very good in ſome 
_ caſes; but in others, a mercurial courſe will 
prove hurtful, and often give riſe to very dan- 
e conſequences. 


No general method, 1 think, can n be laid down 


for 
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for the treatment of an exulcerated bubo ; but 
the practitioner ought to be entirely directed by 
the nature of the diſeaſe, and the conſtitution 
of the patient, as mentioned above. If the pa- 
tient be vigorous, without fever, the pus mild 
and of a good conſiſtence, no external applica- 
tion to the ſore ſeems neceſſary; and if any 
thing is to be applied, a continuation of the 
fame poultice which was applied before the ab- 
ſeeſs burſt, will certainly forward the cure more 
than any thing elſe. If the abſceſs aſſumes the 
nature of a venereal ulcer, a courſe of mercury 
may be proper; but with regard to topical ap- 
plications of mercury, in thoſe caſes, we ſhould 
be highly cautious left we bring on a complaint, 
of which J have ſeen ſeveral melancholy in- 
ftances. 

But if, under the adminiſtration of our medi- 
cines, whatever they be, the abſceſs, inſtead of 
healing, either remains in the ſame ſtate, or aſ- 
ſames a relaxed and flabby appearance, and the 
diſcharge grows copious, thin, and ichorous, 
and, at the ſame time, the health of the patient, 
inſtead of growing better, gradually grows worſe 
and worſe; a different treatment will be ne- 
ceſſary. If mercury had been adminiſtered 
and has produced ſome ſenſible effects in the 
maſs, we ſhould not obſtinately inſiſt to aſcribe 
the preſent ſymptoms to the inefficacy of the 
mercurial preparation we have made uſe of, and 
conſequently have recourſe to another: we ra- 
ther ought to take the hint given by nature, and 
not perſiſt any longer in the uſe of a reme- 

dy from which no 8 effect had follo w- 
| ed. 
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ed.—Mercury- is a poiſon for thoſe patients; 
and ſo is likewiſe the hoſpital air. A decoc- 
tion of the Peruvian bark in milk, a decoc- 
tion of ſarſaparilla with ,antimony, the pow- 


der of ſarſaparilla with milk (if the patient bears 
milk), a full diet, wine, an infuſion of the bark 


in wine, with the free uſe of country air, and 


gentle exerciſe, are the medicines required. 
To the ulcer, an: injection with the aqua vitri- 
olica camphorata, or, according to circumſtan | 
ces, a fomentation with the Peruvian bark re- 
peated twice or three times a-day, is the neceſ- 
fary application; and the ſore ſhould be cover- 


ed with fine lint or a piece of ſoft ſponge, that

the matter may freely diſcharge: The dreſſings 
may be kept on by a piece of adheſive plaſter 
ſpread on linen. To prevent excoriations on 
the thigh from the acrid diſcharge of ſuch ul- 
cers, the application of a little white cerate to 


the ſurrounding parts will be neceſſary *. 


I The following caſe may ſerve as an illuſtra- 


tion of what I have juſt now aſſerted. An ul- 
cerated bubo was, according to the common 
courſe of practice, treated as a venereal ulcer, 
2y the internal and external uſe of mercury. 


The patient by this method, after eight weeks 


time, was ſo much reduced, and the ulcer had 
aſſumed ſo bad an appearance, that it was

thought 
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* Mr FooT has ingeniouſly applied to this kind of exulcerated 
bubo, commonly called phagedenic bubo, the ſame method, which 
effectually anfwers in ulcers of the legs of the fame kind, with 


the ſame ſucceſs; viz. a vitriolic ſolution with. the ſtrait ban- 
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| thought proper- to have the 4dyice of another 
phyſician. Being conſulted, I found upon exa- 
mination the flabby relaxed atonic appearance 
of the ulcer which I mentioned above. I told 
the phyſician and ſurgeon, who hitherto had 
treated the patient, that I thòught the continu- 
ation of mercury improper; and that the inter- 
nal and external uſe of ſtrengthening medi- 
cines, and a full diet with wine, were now the 
only proper remedies. They both thought my 
advice unſeaſonable; and ies it was more pro- 
per to continue the uſe of mercury, only with a 
different preparation. However, after a good 
deal of converſation, I prevailed on them to try 
only for eight or ten days what I had propoſed; 
and the patient finding himſelf the better for 
the courſe he began, continued the ſame for a- 
bout fix weeks, when he was perfetly recover- 
ed. | 

a fimilar caſe occurred ſome time ago to a 
friend of mine in London, who gave the ſame 
advice to a patient that had been treated for 

a long time with mercurials, and the patient 
fas the ſame benefit from the change. A 
remarkable circumſtance whichehappened with 7 
this latter patient, I muſt take notice of. Un- 
der the courſe of mercurials he ſuffered violent 
ſweats every night; for which he put on every 
morning a clean ſhirt made of new linen; all 
theſe ſhirts, about a dozen in number, after ha- 
ving been once or twice waſhed with other li- 
nen in the common manner, grew ſo tender, 
that they ſeemed to be perfectly rotten. 

If, after a ſuppuration has taken place and 
3 Nie 
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the abſceſs been opened, part of the loud 
ſhould ſtill remain ſwelled and hard, repeated 
- purges, with the continued uſe of the medicines 
recommended above for indurated buboes, will 
n; remove this diſorder. | 

The firvfes or fiſtulas, which are ſometimes apt 
to ariſe after ſuch ulcers, are for the moſt part 
eaſily prevented, as well by proper injections 
as by a ſuitable poſture of the patient when in 
bed, and bx a gentle, but careful, preſſure, ſquee- 
zing out the matter all round, every morning 
and evening.—If fiſtulas or ſinuſes have been 
formed from an ulcerated bubo, and refuſe to 
yield to the injections mentioned, the knife muſt 
be employed. Theſe complaints, however, ſel- 
dom or never occur, if the ſurgeon, in order to 
give a free diſcharge to the matter, be attentive 
to the poſture of the patient, dilate the opening 
in time af neceſſary, and the e comply ex- 
actly with his directions. 

Buboes grow now and then , gangrenous from a 
high degree of inflammation ; but more fre- 
quently after they have been improperly open- 
ed, eſpecially in irritable habits or in ſcorbutic 

atients. The foul air of hoſpitals proves often 
fatal to ſuch patients, and retards likewiſe very 
much the cure of all exulcerated buboes. Mer- 
cury increaſes the mortification. The Peruvian 
bark, or in ſome circumſtances large doſes of 
opium internally; ; and the {ame bark, or the ar- 
nica root in powder, or camphor diſſolved in vine- 
gar, are the moſt effectual remedies externally. 

Hemldek; both internally and externally ap- 


plicd, has been ſtrongly recommended for cance- 
2 rous 
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r0us as well as ſcirrhous buboes : but I never 
ſaw it effect a radical cure where there was a 
real cancer; though there is nothing to hinder 
its being tried: but in ſuch caſes, the only me- 
thod that I know for avoiding death, or at leaſt 
a moſt miſerable life, is the total exciſion of the 
cancerous gland, if practicable ; and this, if we 
wiſh to ſave our patient, ſhould not be too long. 
deferred. 

_ Having thus finiſhed the treatment of topical 
venereal complaints, I now proceed to thoſe ari- 
ſing from an univerſal infection, or, as it is com- 
monly called, a confirmed Por.

Hh premiſed ſome ry ae 
tions concerning the venereal infection, 
the nature of the virus, and the different ap- 
pearances of ſyphilitic complaints in general, in 
the beginning of this treatiſe, I now enter, in 
articular, into the conſideration of the nature, 
ymptoms, and cure of the ſyphilis or venereal 
diſeaſe, commonly called a confirmed lues or pox. 
Ihe effects or {ſymptoms which the venereal 
virus is apt to produce when abſorbed into the 
maſs, are, now a-days, ſhortly as follow. 

I. In the eyes: The moſt violent inflamma- 
tion, with a diſcharge of puriform matter 
(from a retropulſed clap), ending generally in 
perfect blindneſs ; or an ophthalmy of a more 

hronic kind (from the venereal virus depoſited | 
from the maſs), affecting the eye itſelf, or the 
eye-lids; and ſometimes alſo producing the fi- 
ſtula lachrymalis. 
2. In the ears: Tingling in the ears; deaf- 
neſs, with or without a puriform diſcharge, ei- 

ther from a retropulſed clap, or from the ve- 
nereal virus affecting the ear, or the orifice of 


the Euſtachian tube i in the fauces. |

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. the noſe : Ulcers in the naſtrils; an ul- 


| ceration of the mucous membrane. of the noſe, _ 


with a caries of the bones, eſpecially of the ſep- 
tum; whence the disfigyration of the noſe, 
which we ſee now and then in people walking 
in the ſtreets; or a diſcharge of fetid ichor, 


known by the name of ozxna Hpbilitica, 


. In the mouth and throat : Ulcers, caries of 
the off palatina or antrum maxillare, eroſion of 
the velum, &c. ſore throat, coryza, paraphonia. 

5. In or about the genital parts, it produces, 


or proves a perpetual fomes of, excoriations, ul- 


cers, fiſtulas, gleets, warts, condylomata. Whe- 
ther claps, ſwelled teſticles, or buboes, ever 
ariſe from the poiſon being depoſited to thofe

B. Sometimes the e poiſon will pro- 
duce effects, the nature of which is ſo concealed, 
that they ſeem rather ariſing from ſome other 


cauſe. Such are pains in ſeveral parts of the 


body, reſembling thoſe of the rheumatic kind ; 


- pains in the articulations, reſembling the gout; 


aſthma; nervous or hectic fevers; conſumptions 
of the lungs, or ſimple emaciation without any 
apparent vice in any viſcus of the body.—Theſe 
1ymptoms have, among phyſicians, obtained the 
name of morbi venerei larvati, It is, however, 


to be 'oblerved, that many of theſe {ſymptoms 


are not unfrequently owing to the improper ad- 
miniſtration, and ent bad effects, of 
mercury. | 
9. Sometimes the lues is really combined with 
other diſorders ; ſuch as the ſea- ſcurvy, inter- 


mittent fevers, conſumptions, &c. Theſe are 
called morbi venerei complicati, and deſerve the 
_ utmoſt attention of the practitioner ; becauſe 
the ſucceſs of the cure will often in a great 
meaſure depend on the accurate knowledge and 
diſtinction of theſe complaints. 


The ſpecific remedy now generally applied 


for all kinds of venereal diſorders, is Mercury 
in its different preparations. Though there are 
perhaps remedies of the vegetable kingdom 
as powerful as mercury, to cure the venereal 
diſeaſe in all its ſtages, yet being either unknown 


or difficult to be got, they are now generally 
neglected.

nge Mercury is made nfs of: not t only 
on account of its ſpecific power againſt this dit- 
order, but becauſe it is a remedy which, 1s cheap, 
eaſily to be got, and quick and certain in its 
effects; in the ſame manner, though we are able 
to cure agues by other. remedies, we employ 
nowia-days ſeldom. my thang elle but the Ne- 
vian bark. 
Several hypotheſes have N advanced to ex- 
plain the manner in which mercury produces 
thoſe powerful effects. None of them ſeems to 
be founded on real facts; ; all of them are there- 
fore little ſatisfactory. Some ſay mercury acts 
by its metallic weight; others, by its aſtringent 
quality; and others, again, by its power of pro- 
moting all kinds of excretions, &. If thoſe wri- 
ters had only conſidered, that ſometimes two or 
three grains of mercury brought into the mals, 
make the moſt violent venereal ſymptoms diſ- 
appear, I think they would have never had re- 
courſe to ſuch explications. Perhaps, if there 
was an opinion to be advanced about this mat- 
ter, chemiſtry could afford us a more reaſonable 
and ſatisfactory theory; by ſuppoſing, that 
mercury has a peculiar attractive power, or 
what is commonly called a chemical affinity, to 
the venereal poiſon; by means of which, where- 
ever it meets with that poiſon, it readily unites, 
and forms a kind of compound with it, Which 
then has no longer any of the qualities which 
either of the ſubſtances had before the union; 
and therefore the effect produced by the poiſon 
muſt, in the moment that union takes place, 


unavoĩdably. ceaſe, and the patient find himſelf 
L either 
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poiſon has been * 
turated with a ſufficient quantity of mercury, 


radically. cured. By this theory we would per- 


. be more able, not only to account for a

grains of mercury relieving ſometimes the 


moſt excruciating venereal pains of the bones, 


but alſo why mercury taken internally removes 
venereal ulcers, without any external applica- 
tion, &c. It would further ſeem probable from 
theſe effects, that mercury has a greater chemi- 
.cal attraction to the venereal Poiſon than it has 
to any acid; and that, given in any of its faline 
preparations, wherever it meets with that poi- 
ſon, it leaves immediately the acid with which 
it was combined, and unites with the 
I could ſupport this opinion, perhaps, if I added, 1 
that mercury cures the venereal diſeaſe the ea- 
fier and ſooner the more minutely it is divided; 
that, in order to produce the deſired effect, it 
is always neceſſary that it be abſorbed into the 
maſs; but that it never cures the venereal com- 
plaints though abſorbed into the mals, if not 
carried in ſufficient quantity to the place or 
part affected. In this manner we could perhaps 
eaſier explain why it often cures the venereal - 
diſorder without any ſenfible increaſe of any 
of the different ſecretions or excretions of the 


poiſon *.

be ſufficient for us to. know the ſpecific remedy 
to cure the diſorder, without being acquainted 
how it produces its effects; though ſuch a know- | 
ledge, could it be attained, would lead undoubt- 
edly to great imma n in the practice of

Method of Cure. 


Ir the patient be ſtrong enough to bear the 


immediate uſe of mercury, I begin generally by 


giving him a purgative; and the next. day I let 
him bathe in a warm bath, made of a decoction 
of bran, or of ſimple ſoft water. In this bath, 
the warmth of which ſhould be determined by 


the agreeable feeling of the patient, he ought 


to ſit for half an hour or an hour's time; during 


the latter end of which time, he ont be rub- 


bed gently all over with a fleſh-bruſh or a piece 
of flannel. Coming out of the bath, he may 
take a glaſs of good wine, if his circumſtances 


will admit of it, and then go to bed. By theſe 


means the ſkin; will be well cleanſed, and be 


better fitted for tranſmitting the perſpiration. 
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If he be plethoric, or accuſtom ed to bleeding, 


veneſection may be proper and uſeful, previous 
to his beginning the uſe of mercury. | 


With regard to the ſeveral mercurial Prepara- 


tions made uſe of for the cure of venereal com- 
- plaints, I ſhall ſpeak hereafter. What · we ſhould 


firſt obſerve moſt carefully and attentively, 1s, 
whether the mercurial courſe we began agrees 
with the patient; and if it does not agree, with- 
out heſitation change it. Thoſe patients who 
will not bear frictions, bear ſometimes very 


readily the internal uſe of mild or more acrid 


preparations of mercury, and vice verſa ; others, 
who will not bear mercury internally, will bear 


the frictions, or ſometimes not bear one mercu- 


rial preparation, while they bear another very 


readily. Some will take it more eaſily in pills, 


others in powder, or diſſolved in ſome liquid. 


To thoſe whoſe conſtitution, circumſtances, - or 
choice, are againſt mercurial frictions, we may 


give Plenck's folution of mercury in gum arabic, 
made into pills; or mercury triturated, and form- 
ed into pills with the extract of liquorice. Theſe 
preparations agree with moſt ſtomachs, even 
{uch as ſometimes can bear no other mercurial 


preparation. In other caſes, calomel prepared 
by precipitation according to Mr Scheele's inven- 


tion, or the hydragyrum nitratum cinereum 
(pulvis mercurii cinereus) of the new Edinburgh 


Pharmacopœia, are the mildeſt and perhaps 
- moſt ſuitable preparations for thoſe ſtomachs 


which are not able to bear any of the more 
acrid ſaline mercurial preparations. Mercury 


rubbed down with ſugar- candy, or calcined 


mercury 
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mercury mixed with opium, may ſometimes, 


according to circumſtances, be more advanta- 
geous ; but; as I have mentioned before, great 
judgment and attention are required in admini- 
ſtering thoſe medicines, as well as with regard 
to diet, bathing, &c. about which it is impoſ- 


ſible to enter into a minute detail of every par- 
ticular circumſtance. The following rules, 


however, beſides thoſe to be mentioned below 
under the head of Mercarial Preparations, may 
ſerve as general ones.. * "wh 
The patient whom we undertake to cure of 
the lues, muſt have ſufficient ſtrength to bear 
the uſe of mercury; and neither be affected 
with any nervous, hectic, or inflammatory fe- 
ver, nor with ſea- ſcurvy, cancerous complaints, 
or gangrenous ulcers. In all theſe caſes, 
I have conſtantly obſerved mercury not only 
prove hurtful, - but in ſome inſtances, where 
its uſe was inſiſted upon, even fatal to the pa- 
tient. Theſe diſorders, if poſſible, ſhould there- 


fore be previouſly removed; or if the venereal 


ſymptoms prevail ſo much, that they render the 
immediate uſe of mercury indiſpenſably neceſ- 


ſary, proper medicines ought to be conjoined 


with mercury. 


For reſtoring 4 proper degree of ſtrength and | 


vigour, an healthful] country air is one of the 


firſt requiſites; then affes or cows milk, as it 


comes from the animal; or, what in ſome in- 
ſtances I have found far better for patients in 
eaſy circumſtances, a ſtrong healthy country 


wet-nurſe, whom the patient may ſuck himſelf; 
or if he finds this diſagreeable (or perhaps dan- 


$3 © gerous), 
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gerous), the breaſt of the woman may be drawu 


with a proper inſtrument, and the patient ſhould 


drink the milk immediately after: this milk is 
the greateſt ſtrengthener I know of for debili- 
tated patients. His diet may otherwiſe conſiſt 
of light puddings; tender meat of middle-aged 


animals of all kinds, eſpecially roaſted, not too 


fat; and at dinner, if he likes good ſtrong beer 
(or porter), he may drink it; otherwiſe a few 


glaſſes of good and genuine Spaniſh or Hunga- 
rian wine will be uſeful. Moderate exerciſe of 


any kind, and occaſionally * of the whole 
body, will greatly aſſiſt the Above regimen. As 
for medicines, if their uſe ſhould be abſolutely 


. neceſſary, or if the patient deſire any, ſmall 


doſes of the beſt Peruvian bark, finely powdered 


- ſubſtance, or mixed with cinnamon water or 
genuine old hock, I have found excellent. If 


the patient be very low, i iron diſſolved in vitriolic 


ether, I have found ſuperior to any other me- 
dicine. The cold bath will be ſometimes uſe- 


ful, but at other times J have ſeen it prove ra- 


ther hurtful. This, with cheerful company, 


and avoiding venery or nocturnal pollutions, 
will greatly contribute to recover the ſtrength 


neceſſary for enabling the patient to bear the 


ule. of mercury. I ſhall, however, make one 


- remark more here, which, as far as I know, has 


not been taken notice of by any former writer 


on this ſubjeR, viz. that weakneſs, low-ſpirited- 


neſs, and anaphrodyſia, are ſometimes the im- 
mediate effects of the venereal virus lurking in 
the body; and, in that caſe, 1 have obſerved mer- 


cury to be the beſt ſtrengthener. I have ſeen 


people 
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people in that ſtate gain ſo much ſtrength in 
eight or ten days, from the internal uſe of mer- 
cury, that they found themſelves moſt an 
ſurpriſed. 

During the uſe of mercury, a mixed diet of 
vegetables and animals, as the moſt natural to 
mankind in general, is proper; avoiding fat, hard, 


indegeſtible food. Acids will ſometimes cauſe a | 


griping or purging under a courſe of mercury: 

where that happens, they ſhould be avoided. 
At table, the moderate uſe of wine cannot be 
hurtful. As to porter, or any other kind of 


beer, it does not agree with all ſtomachs under, 
a mercurial courſe; where it does, I ſee no 
reaſon why it may not be moderately indulged, 


and I never ſaw in thoſe circumſtances any harm 
from it. But what I principally infiſt upon is, 


that the patient ſhould go early to bed every 
day; as indulging ſleep ſeems rather ſerviceable 


during a mercurial courſe. Moderate exerciſe 


on foot, in a chaiſe, or on horſeback, in a 


warm and dry day, I found always more uſeful] 
than confinement to a room; but if the weather 


be moiſt or very cold, it will be ſafer to ſtay at 


home. Night air 1s particularly dangerous; for 


it is in general cold and damp, and ſhould be 
therefore, by every patient under a mercurial 


courſe, moſt carefully avoided. I have known 
_ inſtances, where venereal patients, du- 
the uſe of mercury, through inattention to 

this ſingle point, have ruined their health and 
conſtitution for years, or even for life. Where 
the patient's buſineſs or circumſtances of life 
abſolutely oblige him to go out in very cold or 
| E 4 damp 
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damp weather, he ſhould never do it without 


having on warm cloaths, a flannel or callicoe 


waiſtcoat under his ſhirt, and a pair of 2 
warm woollen ſtockings. 
Thus we proceed with the uſe of motenry; ifno 


peculiar ſymptoms prevent it; and at the ſame 
time, order the patient to bathe once or twice 


a-week in a warm bath, if his conſtitution be 
ſtrong enough: weak and relaxed habits will 


not admit of this. But whenever he perceives 
Aa nauſeous taſte like copper in the mouth, ſtink- 


ing breath, ſwelling of the gums, the teeth 


feeling as if they were ſet on edge, a larger ſe- 


cretion of ſaliva or ſpitting than common, mer- 
cury ſhould be immediately left off for ſome 


days; a warm bath and frictions with the fleſh- 


bruſh to be uſed in ſome caſes; a gentle phyſic 


to be taken and occaſionally repeated; and cold 
moiſt air in thoſe circumſtances to be moſt-care- 
fully avoided, If under the uſe of mercury 
/ſymptoms of a general irritation appear, it 


ought to be left off for ſome days, and a doſe 
of opium to be given in its ſtead : but if ſymp- 
toms of an inflammatory diatheſis prevail, N 


ing will be neceſſary. Thus we continue with 


the uſe of mercury, as 1 ſaid, till the virus is 
wholly eradicated, which will generally be in 


twenty-five or thirty days, if the diſeaſe has 
not been of long ſtanding, and the ſymptoms 


have not been very ſevere; but if the diſeaſe 
be inveterate, and the ſkin or bones ſeverely 
affected, ten or twelve weeks will be ſome- 
times neceſſary to produce a complete and radi- 
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Another circumiiniioe to be attended to du- 
ring a mercurial courſe is, that ſuch patients 
ſhould be previouſly told of the effects of mer- 
cury on gold, ſuch as rings, watches, &c. By 
not attending to this particular, diſagreeable 
diſcoveries may ſometimes be made, which fe- 


male patients eſpecially have great reaſon care- 


fully to avoid. 

Fo know whether the lues is cadically exter- 
minated, is a nice point of practical judgment; 
and if I ſay, that, from a careleſsneſs on the 
part of the patient, or from want of knowledge 
on the part of the practitioner with regard to 
this point, a SR many patients are unhappy, 
and ſufferers, J advance nothing but what we 
ſee daily confirmed. If we were in poſſeſſion 
of a remedy, which, having the power of ren- 
dering the leaſt particle of the venerea! virus, 
concealed in the body, active, and thus enable 
us to diſcover its preſence, in like manner, as the 
loadſtone diſcovers the preſence of iron, there 


would be nothing neceſſary, but to adminifter 
that remedy the moment we think the patient- 
had taken mercury enough. I have made ſome 
experiments on this ſubject ; but the number of 


facts are not yet ſufficient to enable me to form 
a concluſion. 

As ſoon as the mercury affects the dilth of 
the patient, we are ſure of the moſt eſſential 

zoint, viz. of its having entered the maſs, 

nick, as was obſerved above, is a point ab- 
folutely neceſſary for eradicating the poiſon. 
The diſappearing of internal venereal ſymptoms, 
and more ſo that of the external ones, 1s ano- 


ther, 
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= ther, not unequivocal ſign, that the mercury has 

1 exerted its action upon the venereal virus. If 
= venereal ulcers which aroſe from an infected 

mamas begin to mend or heal, if pains or tophuſes 


1 of the bones begin to diſappear, &c. under the 
ll uſe of mercury, we are ſure of its having enter- 
1 ed the maſs, and removed the effects of the ve- 
i nereal poiſon ; but we are not yet ſure of its 
having eradicated entirely all the poiſon preſent 
1 in the body. For this reaſon, we ought to con- 
I - - tinue the ſame uſe of mercury for a fortnight 
odr three weeks, after all the venereal ſymptoms 
| have entirely diſappeared; and then we may ge- 
. nerally be pretty confident that our patient is 
radically cured of the diſorder.— I have obſer- 
| ved in ſeveral patients who bore the internal 
90 uſe of mercury extremely well, as long as the 
diſeaſe took place; whereas, on the moment the 

poiſon was eradicated, they began to nauſeate 

it; which proved to be the ſtandard of their be- 
ing radically cured. fr . 

But we are to obſerve, that though the vene- 
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+ real poifon has been perfectly eradicated, and 
9 the venereal diſeaſe conſequently radically cu- 
1 red, there are many inſtances where exoſtoſes, 
 _ Knots, or ſwellings of the bones, owing their 
1 origin to the venereal poiſon, continue, how- 
ee.uver, all the life through, without any bad con- 


ſequences. . A caries of the bones will often 
remain, till nature herſelf, or aſſiſted by art, 
has made the exfoliation. Venereal excreſcen- 
ces remaining after a mercurial courſe, are to 
be looked upon as local complaints, and to be 
| removed by local remedies. It has been a ge- 
1 2 T e 
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neral er and I have {een it .conflantad 
in ſeveral inſtances, that the venereal diſeaſe 
yields eaſier to a proper treatment in warm and 
dry climates or ſeaſons, than in cold and damp 
ones. This is the reaſon that has rendered 
Montpelier ſo famous for curing the moſt ob- 
ſtinate and confirmed lues. This is likewiſe 
the reaſon that people, who are not cured of 
venereal complaints at Peterſburgh or Stock- 
holm, &c. are ſometimes cured when they go 
to Italy or Portugal; and for the ſame reaſon 
they ſometimes will bear mercury there with- 
out the leaſt inconvenience, till they are per- 
fectly cured, when they could {ſcarcely bear a 
few grains of it in cold or wet countries with- 
out falling into an immediate falivation. I 
have ſeen ſeveral ſtriking inſtances of this kind: 
and it does not ariſe from ſome peculiar balſa- 
mic particles of the air in the ſouth of France, 
Italy, or Portugal; nor from any particular or 
ſuperior ſkill of the phyſicians at Montpelier, 
above thoſe of London, Stockholm, &c. as the 
patients often wrongly imagine; but merely 
becauſe the atmoſphere in thoſe climates is dry 
and warm, and not unfrequently becauſe the 
formerly neglectful patient becomes now more 
careful, and pays a more exact attention to the 
advice of his phyſician or ſurgeon.—A ſkilful 
phyſician, however, will be able to put his pa- 
tient, in any country whatſoever, in a ſituation 
which he finds neceſlary for curing this com- 

plaint, by producing for ſome weeks or months 
an artificial climate, by means of flannel, as 
adequate and effectual for him as the natural

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On he New VENEREAL 18 which of 
Late made ts Appearance i in CANADA. 


A New diſeaſe broke out ſome ti time ago in Ca- 

nada, eſpecially in St Paul's Bay; whence it 
has been called Le Mal de la Baye de St Paul (the 
diſeaſe of St Paul's Bay). This diſeaſe has made 
a. rapid progreſs 1 theſe few years among 


the inhabitants of Canada. The parents tranſ- 
mit it to their children. It is communicated 
by eating, drinking, &c. If it once enters into 


a family, rarely any one eſcapes catching it. 


Some habits ſeem to abſorb the poiſon; and 
then ſometimes it remains concealed or quiet 
for years, and breaks out at laſt with all the 


{ymptoms of the third ſtage. The patients often 


dragging out a miſerable exiſtence. to old age, 


loſe by degrees eyes, ngſe, cheeks, velum pen- 
dulum, and the whole Wee of the ſkull, &c. 


They call it Mal Anglois (the Engliſh dileaſe), 


becauſe they think the Engliſh brought it firſt 


amongſt them. In ſeveral places, however, 


they give it different names. At St Paul's s Bay 


the people call it la Maladie des Eboulements ;* in 
the neighbourhood of Boucherville, it is called 


Luſjiu Crues 5 118 Berthier and Sorel, la Maladie 
1 de 
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de Cbicot. The name of Vilain nal, mau- 
vais mal, and ros mal, are common in many 


ariſtres. Where it is of more modern date, 


they call it la maladie Allemande (the German diſ- 
eaſe), as if it had been brought to them by the 
German troops; but the name mal Anglois is the 
moſt frequently uſed. There were, in the year 
1785, five thouſand eight hundred and one per- 


ſons diſcovered to be infected with it, beſides 


many who concealed it; but it was at that time 
{till unknown among all the neighbouring In- 
dian tribes. | | 


It firſt manifeſts itſelf generally by little ul- 


cers on the lips, tongue, and inſide of the 


mouth; rarely in the genitals.” Thele little ulcers 
are of a very corroſive nature, and were obſer- 
ved in many children to have nearly deſtroyed 
the tongue. They firſt appear in the form of 
little puſtules, filled with a whitiſh purulent 


matter; the poiſon of which is ſo infective, that 
it communicates by eating with the ſame ſpoon, 


by drinking out of the ſame mug, by ſmoking 
tobacco with the ſame pipe; nay, it is even 
obſerved, that it is communicated by linen, 
cloth, &c. | | I. 
This poiſon being abſorbed from the ulcers, 
or, as it often happens, originally abſorbed 
Without any external ſymptoms whatever, breaks 
out afterwards either in large ulcers, or mani- 
feſts itſelf by violent nocturnal pains of the 


bones. The ulcers breaking out in the ſkin or 


mouth, diminiſh the pain of the bones. Theſe 
{ymptoms are often accompanied with buboes 
under the arm-pit, in the throat or groin; 
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which fometimes inflame and ſuppurate, at o- 
ther times remain hard and indolent. Some 
patients feel pains in different parts of the body, 
which increaſe during the night-time, or when 
they take ſome violent exerciſe. This is che 
ſecond ſtage of the diſorder. 

In the third ſtage, tetters, itching cruſts, or 
ulcers, appear coming and going in different 
parts of the body. The bones of the noſe, pa- 
latum, cranium, clavicula, tibia, arm, and- hand, 
grow carious, or tophi appear in ſeveral of theſe 
bones. At laſt, pains of the breaſt, cough, loſs 
of appetite, ſight, hearing, ſmell, and falling 
off of the hair, cloſe the ſcene before death.— 
Sometimes all theſe ſymptoms appear at the 
very beginning of the diſeaſe. 

The patients drag the diſeaſe now and then 
along for eighteen or nineteen years. One pa- 
tient, who had this diſorder twelve months upon 
him, beſides being affected with many ulcers 
and tophuſes, loſt at laſt by the ſame the calf 
of one of his legs. 

There are ſome habits: which Ge not to bs 
ſuſceptible of this diſeaſe, at leaſt they are ca- 
pable of reſiſting the in ection many years; but 
in general both ſexes, and all ages, are ſubject 
to it. 

In the ſecond, and eſpecially in the third, 

tage, the diſeaſe is highly infectious. a 
There are many inſtances where it has been 

for years in the conſtitution without giving any 

ſigns of its preſence. 

A vulgar opinion prevails We many, 


that it Jos, like the ſmall-pox, but once the 
ſame

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ſame perſon; but this has been Sap to be ill- 
grounded by ſeveral accurate obſervations. 

There are ſome perſons with whom the diſ- 
eaſe proved fatal, by bringing on'a mortification 
of the toes. Mr Bowman obſerved. two caſes; 
one where a little boy loft by the diſeaſe-both 
feet, the-ſtumps remaining; and another where 
the leg fell off by the knee. Both Patients re- 
covered. 

After ſome days uſe of medicines, Him 8 
toms often Long worſe, but afterwards - 

ear. 
® The beck alen as well as thay clothes and 
linen, are to be well waſhed in ſoap-ley, before 
they are again made uſe of. 
Coitus is very infecting, and ought to be 
avoided during the cure. 

Children form a large proportion of the in- 
fected. There are examples where Mr Bowman 
ſaw the conſtitution of ſome children get the bet- 
ter of the diſeaſe without any medicine; as is evi- 
dent from the inſtance of J. Simar, now nineteen 
years of age, who had the diſeaſe when one year 
old, and never took any medicines for it, nor was 
ſuckled by his mother when ſhe took medicines. 
Some children ſeemed to be cured of the diſeaſe 

buy the medicines which the mother infected 
had taken formerly, though ſhe n was not 
perfectly cured by them. 

There is hardly any 8 chat igno- 
rance or ſuperſtition, influenced by neceſſity, 
could ſuggeſt, which had not been made ufe of 

by the Cànadians for the cure of this diſeaſe. - 
th Thee dock and burdock roots, , ſarſaparilla, and 
5 ſpruce 
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| ſpruce, have been generally made uſe of, and 
with ſome appearance of ſucceſs. Moſt ſucceſs, 
however, has been obſerved from a decoction 
of the bark of the branches of the hemlock- - 
ſpruce (a tree fo called on account of the re- 
| ſemblance of its ſmell with hemlock). And Mr 
Bowman obſerved afterwards, that it greatly 
forwarded the cure, though none was found to 
be cured radically without mercury. The ſame 
bark he found anſwer very well, inſtead of the 
Peruvian bark for ſtrengthening the conſtitu- 
tioh. Children were cured by ſucking the mo- 
ther to whom mercury was adminiſtered. : 
Purified mercury, fimply divided and joined 
with anodynes, ſeemed to anſwer beſt. | 
Sublimate and ſarſaparilla were greatly prai- 
ſed, but have not anſwered in the advanced 
ſtages of the diſeaſe.—In adults, however, the 
ſolution of corroſive ſublimate with the decoc- 
tion of the bark of e had very 
good effects. . 
Mr Bowman, to whom we owe the beſt ac- 
count of this diſeaſe, found it neceſſary to con- 
tinue the mercury three weeks after all ſymp- 
toms diſappeared. He obſerved, that thoſe pa- 
tients who made uſe of the milk diet during the 
cure, were ſooneſt re-eſtabliſhed. He cured 
many of the worſt caſes. 
Government, by the humane repreſentation 
from Governor Hamilton, thought proper to 
appoint: and ſend out in 1786, fix ſurgeons, to 
cure and adminiſter medicines gratis to every 


perſon alflicted with this new diſorder; in order

to eradicate, or at leaſt mitigate, this evil, with 
which whole families were infected. 


The moſt remarkable in this new diſeaſe is, 
7. That it ſeldom affects the genitals; and, 2dly, 
That it is contagious, or at leaſt communicated 


without immediate contact or coition. 


Theſe two curious circumſtances appear to 


me highly intereſting, becauſe they ſeem to elu- 
cidate ſeveral paſſages of the earlieſt writers 
on the lues; who all agree, that the diſeaſe, 
when it firſt appeared, and a good while after, 
has been propagated without immediate contact 
or coition; and in none of the authors who 
wrote the firſt twenty years after the venereal 


_ diſeaſe appeared, I find any mention made of 


the genitals being affected.

| 8 of the different RIVERS | prepa- 
rations mentioned in the foregoing table, have 
been recommended at different times, by differ- 
ent chemiſts and practitioners, for curing the 
venereal diſeaſe. We ſhall confine ourſelves to 
the conſideration of thoſe marked with an aſte- 
rilk, and principally employed now, having ei- 
ther maintained their reputation from their firſt 
introduction into practice, or having been diſ- 
covered in our times, and poſſeſſing ſuch qualities 
as will intitle them to the ſame predicament. 
They are ſhortly as follow : _ 
Mercury in its crude ſtate rubbed down, or, 
as it is commonly called, extinguiſhed or tilled, 
with fat or oils, with gum, arabic, turpentine, 
extract of liquorice or conſerve of roſes, &c.— 
In a more diſſolved ſtate triturated with ſugar- 
candy, a preparation which I called ſaccharum 
hydrargyratum.—United with ſulphur under the 
name of cinnabar, for fumigations.—The metal 
calcined by itſelf, and thence called byarargyrum 
calcinatum. 
Mercury diſſolved by different acids, and uni- 
ted with them into a metallic ſalt, or precipi- 
tated from them in the form of a morę or leſs 
acrid calx. Such as,

With the muriatic acid: The corroſixe ub. 
limate, which I gave in the table the more ade- 
quate name hydrargyrum- muriatum fortias, in 
order to diſtinguiſh it as well from calomel or

With the acid of nitre : The hydrargyrum ni- 
tratum, either in a liquid ſimple ſolution, which 
I called acidum nitri hydrargyratum, or in a more 
ſolid or compound form, as in the bydrargyrum 

nitratum rubrum, commonly, though very unpro- 

perly, called red precipitate; or in the ſyrup of 
Bellet. The pulvis mercurii cinereus of the new 

Edinburgh Pharmacopœia; where the mercur 
diſſolved in nitrous acid is precipitated by vola- 
tile alkali; however not quite deprived of the 
acid, and therefore more properly called hydrar- 
Hrum nitratum cinereum, Dr Ward's white drop, 
| Where 
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where the mercury diſſolved in the ſame acid i is 
precipitated and rediſſolved by means of ſal am- 
moniac, belongs rather to the preparations of 
mercury made by means of the muriatic acid, 

And laftly, 

With the acid of vinegar - Merits ace- 
tatum, known under the name of Key/er's pills, 
or trocbhes ; where the mercury, after having un- 
dergone a long- continued krituration, is br 
united with this acid. 

All theſe different preparations are applied i in 
various forms; ſuch as powders, pills, boluſes, 
ſolutions, lotions, injections, ointments, &c. 
ſame of them for external, others for internal 
uſe; for which, I muſt refer the reader to the 
Pbarmacapœia Sypbilitica annexed at the end of 
this Treatife. In general, it is to be obſerved, 
that all dry mercurial preparations are the ſafer

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W all the 1 methods hitherto Py 
vered for curing the venereal diſeaſe, that 


by mercurial frictions is perhaps the moſt effi- 


cacious, as well as the ſafeſt and mildeſt. The 
application of mercury in this way, however, as 
indeed the uſe of mercurials in general, re- 

uires often conſiderable {kill and attention on 
k part of the practitioner, as well as a very 
ſtrict compliance and obſervation of regimen on 
that of the-patient, in order to produce the de- 
fired effect in the ſpeedieſt manner. 

Such is the difference of conſtitutions, that 
ſome perſons will be more affected by a few 
frictions than others, ſeemingly in the very 
ſame circumſtances, by twenty or thirty: and 
if more mercury is rubbed in, with a view to in- 
creaſe its effect, inſtead of benefiting the pa- 
tient, we often run the riſk of bringing on very 
diſagreeable ſymptoms; ſuch as vertigo, feveriſh 


| heat, ſalivation, trembling of the extremities, or 


chronic violent pains in the articulations. | 
When frictions have their proper effect, the 
uſt 
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uſe of them i is not attended with any bad ſymp- 
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tom; the patient is eaſily cured without ſuffer- 
ing much in the time, or without finding him- 
ſelf much weakened afterwards. Moſt people 
have their ſymptoms in ſome meaſure relieved 
hy four or ſix frictions; though ſometimes four- 
2 or fifteen are required to produce this ef- 
ect 
Ther mercury employed: for this purpoſe ought 
to be yery pure ; and as practitioners cannot be 
aſſured of the purity of that which is ſold in the 
ſhops, they ought to purify it themſelves. Moſt 
of our mercury comes from Idria, and paſſes 
through the hands of the Dutch, by whonr it is, 
not unfrequently, adulterated with heteroge- 
neous ſubſtances, without any diminution of its 
fluidity or metallic ſplendor. But no phyſician 
who has the ſafety of his patients at heart, ought 
ever to employ quickſilver, either externally or 
internally, without being certain of its being 
perfectly pure; for, by making uſe of the me- 
tal in an impure ſtate, he may not onl be diſ- 
appointed in the effects he expected, but may 
do a real harm to the patient. This being the 
caſe, the reader, I hope, will excuſe the follow- 
ing remarks upon the Adulteration and Purifi 
cation of Mercury. 1 
uickfilver is found in mines, either native, 
in which ſtate it is called mercurius VIrgineus 5 a or 
mineraliſed, when it obtains the name of ore, 
from which it 1 is afterwards e by diftil- 
lation. 
The ores of mercury are of difterent kinds 


and forms. The native cinnabar, however, is 
1 
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the kind which generally contains the greateſt 
quantity of quickſilver. But though many re- 
commend the native cinnabar as a remedy to be 


employed 1 in practice, it is a matter of fact, that 


it is often mixed with arſenic or other hetero- 
geneous particles. It is, therefore, running a 


riſk to employ native cinnabar, eſpecially: for 


internal uſe; and though it is ſometimes more 


beautiful in its colour than the artificial, we 


may always depend with more ſafety upon the 
latter, if properly prepared. 

The mercury being in the cinnabar, or oller 
ores of mercury, generally mineraliſed by ſul- 
phur, or at leaſt concealed under it, the proceſs 


to ſeparate it from the ſulphur confiſts herein, 


that a ſubſtance be united with mercurial ores 
which has a-greater affinity with the ſulphur 


than with the mercury: Such fubſtances, for 


example, are alkaline falts, calcareous earth, 
iron, ſcoria ferri, &c. If, therefore, one or 


other of the juſt mentioned ſubſtances (of which, 
however, the cheapeſt is generally choſen) be 
mixed with the ore of mercury, and expoſed to 


diſtillation, this ſubſtance will unite with the 
ſulphur, and the quickfilver, being thereby ſet 
at liberty will go over into the receiver in its 


liquid metallic ſtate, in the form of vapours. 


A bad cuſtom has, alas! ariſen from intereſt- 
ed motives, viz. to adulterate mercury with lead, 


: with which it readily unites. This adulteration 
is accompliſhed the more eaſily by the medium 


of ſome biſmuth; becauſe the amalgam thus 


produced is much more fluid, and retains much 
better the metallic filvery ſplendor of mercury. 
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It is thence evident, that the colour and ſplen« 
dor of quickſilver are not always certain cha- 
raQeriſtics of its purity; and the purification 
of mercury, by preſſing it through a leather bag, 
is by no means to be depended upon; becauſe 
the amalgam made of quickſilver, lead, and biſ- 
muth, is often ſo perfect, that though even the 
fourth part of the” whole maſs 200 of lead 
and biſmuth, very little, however, of theſe he- 
terogeneous ſubſtances will remain behind in 
the leather bag. | 

The only fure means, therefore, to purify 
ee is diſtillation. For which purpoſe, 
ome think iron veſſels are beſt fitted, iron being 
the only metal with which the mercury refuſes 
to unite, and there being no fear that iron veſ- 
ſels are deſtroyed by the praceſs as there is 


with regard to thoſe made of glaſs. To make 


aſe of iron veſſels is the more adviſable; becauſe 


the mercury expands very much during the 


operation, by which means glaſs-veſlels are eaſi- 
iy broken. The higher the mercury is driven 
before it deſcends again, the better it 1s, becaufe 


by theſe means the particles of lead cannot ſo 


eaſily be carried with it. The veſſel for this 


operation may be an iron pot, with a long iron 


neck like the barrel of a muſket. But in order 
to condenſe the better and eafier the mercury 
riſing in the form of vapours, the end of that 
tube, bended downwards, ſhould be one or two 
inches 17 immerſed in vinegar. All the mer- 
cury is, by this method, not only obtained 
without loſs, and the operator is expoſed to no 


_ but the. mercury will alſo be ar 
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rl and purified from all particles of lead and 
biſmuth which might poſſibly have gone over 
with it, they being ſoluble, and the quickillvur 
inſoluble, 3 in vinegar. 

The characters of pure quickſilver are r. 
That, when poured upon wood, it forms glo- 
bules, which always retain a ſpherical form, and 
never are drawn into length, forming a line like 


a thread. 2. That its ſurface is not covered 
with a cuticle, but ſhining. 3. That when rub- 
bed with water, the water grows thereby not 


blackiſh or foul. 4. That vinegar rubbed or 


digeſted with it, does not acquire from it a 


ſweet taſte. 5. That put in an iron ſpoon over 
the fire, it evaporates entirely, without ans | 


any thing behind. 


The. mercurial ointment 1s cently prepared 
by rubbing, or, as it is commonly called, t:{hng, 


or extinguiſhing the mercury with hog” s-lard 


and turpentine. The preparation of the oint- 
ment in this manner is very exceptionable. It 
generally ſoon produces in many perſons, whoſe 


kin is tender, puſtules of an inflammatory kind, 


very painful, which prevent the continuation of 
the frictions A more proper method therefore 
of preparing the mercurial ointment for this pur- 
poſe, is by triturating the purified metal with 
freſh hog's-lard, repeatedly waſhed and cleaned 
previouſly for ſeveral days with pure water, 
without the addition 'of any turpentine. The 
trituration ought to be continued for two hours, 
even after all the globules of mercury have diſ- 
appeared, in order to be certain of the moſt 


fect diviſion. It ſhould then be 10 by in a cold 


place, 
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place, not only to avoid its growing rancid, but 
alſo to prevent its melting, which would pro- 
duce a ſeparation and ſublequent precipitation 
of the metal from the hog” s-lard to the bottom 
of the veſſel. | 

But, notwithſtanding this precaution, we alien 
meet with patients whoſe ſkin ſeems to be ſo ex- 
tremely irritable, that they cannot bear the ap- 
Plication of the ointment, even when prepared 
according to the method juſt mentioned. The 
great propenſity of the hog's-lard to grow ran- 
cid, . in hot ſeaſons or warm climates, 
contributes greatly to occaſion this troubleſome 
effect. In ſuch circumſtances, it will be proper 
either to mix with the above ointment a ſmall 
quantity of the ointment of liquorice recently 
prepared, or to prepare it entirely of mercury 
and the butyraceous oil obtained from cocoa- 
nuts by boiling them in water; or to make uſe, 
inſtead of the ointment, of quickſilver rubbed 
down with the mucilage of gum arabic. Thus, 
indeed, the proceſs is rendered perhaps a little 
more troubleſome and expenſive; but the prac- 
titioner who wiſhes to render the cure eaſy and 
agreeable to his patient, will readily ſubmit to 
inconveniences of this kind. 

By this method we may effectually prevent 
the pruritus or puſtules proceeding from the ap- 
plication of the common mercurial ointment, 
eſpecially if, at the ſame time, the place where 
the ointment is to be rubbed in, be previouſly 
ſhaved, and too harſh rubbing with the hand be 
avoided. For ſuch puſtules {ſometimes ſeem to

in which caſe a ſervant ſhould be inſtructed how 
to do it, putting on a glove made of a ſoft hog's 
bladder or oul-ſkin, I would not adviſe any 
perſon to perform this operation for another 
without putting on ſuch a ge, becauſe I have 
teen inſtances of a ſalivation deing brought on 
in the aſſiſtant, - from rubbing in the mercurial 
ointment with his naked hand. Beſides, we 
cannot be certain how much ointment is rub- 
bed into the patient, when part of it is abſorbed 
into the ſervant's hand.

The next day he muſt leave it off again; and if 
he then finds no ill effects, the frictions ought to 


be continued hereafter every day, either morn- 


ing or evening, without intermiſſion, unleſs ſome 


accident intervene. The place of rubbing, how- 


ever, muſt be changed every day, or every other 
day, in order to avoid irritating the ſkin, and 
If, after five or ſix 
frictions, we find that the patient has no fever, 


diarrhea, ſalivation, or immoderate ſweating, 
and that he will thus bear the mercury, We may 


rub in two drachms of the ointment at every 


friction, eſpecially if the ſymptoms be obſti- 


nate. 
In this fituation, if the weather be warm, or 
indeed unleſs it be ſeverely cold and damp, the 
patient may go out every day during the fric- 
tions, provided he be warmly cloathed, and a- 
void the cold wind, and eſpecially the night air. 
But he ought carefully to guard againſt check- 
ing perſpiration; and therefore, if the weather 
be cold, windy, or moiſt, he ſhould rather keep 
at home in a moderate warm room, and ſhun as 
much as poſſible every inconvenience from cold. 


In a ſevere ſeaſon he ſhould conſtantly wear 


flannel ſtockings and a flannel waiſtcoat, ac- - 


cording to circumſtances, either over or under | 


the ., 
During all this time, however, he ſhould if 
poſſible uſe the warm bath, as already directed, 


once or twice a-week; proceeding in this man- 


ä ner - 
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ner until his health be perfectly re-eſtabliſhed: 5 
which wilt be after thirty or thirty- five 5 
if the foft parts only have been affected; but if 
the diſeaſe has been confirmed, or of a long 
ſtanding, ſo that the bones are affected, fifty, 
fixty, or ſeventy frictions will be abſolutehy ne- 
ceſſary to procure a perfect and radical cure; 
though this, no doubt, will vary according to 
the conftitation' of the patient. 
t muſt here be remarked, as an obſervation 
of great conſequence both to the phyſician and 
patient, that the ceſſation of the ſymptoms is 
never to be looked upon as a ſign of a radical 
cure. This we ought to tell our patients in the 
beginning, efpecially to thoſe of the female ſex, 
that to alleviate the pain or abate the ſymptoms 
of the diſorder, and to deſtroy and eradicate 
the venereal poiſon from the body, are two 
things widely different, The former may often 
be accompliſhed in three or four days by a very 
few frictions; whereas the latter will ſometimes 
require as many months. The ſame thing will 
undoubtedly happen in this reſpect when we 
leave off the frictions as ſoon as the ſymptoms 
diſappear, as when we leave off the Peruvian 
bark in agues as ſoon as the fever is gone: the 
fever ſoon returns again, although perhaps with 
a different type ; but by continuing the bark a 
little longer, we are ſure of rendering the cure 
perfect, and need not to be in the leaſt afraid 
e . 
We muſt, therefore, for the ſafety of: our pa- 
tients, continue The uſe of mercury for two or 
* three 
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three weeks, or at leaſt ten days, after the ſy- 
philitic ſymptoms have. perfectly diſappeared ; 
but it is here where the practitioner muſt give 
rg of his judgment and experience. 

When the patient, during the frictions, or 


any other courſe of mercury, feels his gums be- 


gin to {well, his breath to ſmell diſagreeably, 
his throat to become painful in the inſide, or 
when he is obliged to ſpit oftener than uſual, 

the uſe of mercury is immediately to be left off 
till theſe ſymptoms diſappear, and then he may 
go on with it again. But, in general, J think it 
eligible to go on with the frictions, if the pa- 

tient can otherwiſe bear them, pretty briſkly, 


until the mouth be a little affected; becauſe 


thus we are certain that the frictions have had 


their proper effect, and that the mercury has 


been abſorbed into the ſyſtem, 

The generality of patients, as has been al- 
ready mentioned, find ſome relief after a few 
frictions ; but there are ſome, eſpecially thoſe 
who have the bones affected with tophus, caries, 
&c. who feel no remiſſion of the ſymptoms till 
after fifteen or twenty frictions; and ſometimes, 
in this ſtate of the diſeaſe, ſeventeen ounces of 
mercurial ointment will be requiſite to produce 
a perfect cure. 6 

In all ſuch caſes, we muſt endeavour to make 
the mercury go off by perſpiration ; but profuſe 
ſweating ought, on the other ſide, not to be en- 
couraged, leſt it ſhould weaken the patient, or 
bring on a conſumption, eſpecially in ſuch as 


are cache ctic, or of a thin habit of body. Where 
N N 1. We 
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we find the body naturally diſpoſed to ſalivation, 
we ought to be very cautious how we proceed. In 
this caſe the patient ſhould, eſpecially in bad 
weather, keep carefully within doors, in a room 
- moderately warm, without being too much co- 
vered, particularly on his head or neck. The 
proper temperature of the room in winter is 
to be betwixt 70 and 75 degrees of Fahrenheit's 
thermometer. But in fine dry weather, I would 
rather adviſe him to go abroad; for I have 
found, in many inſtances, that the enjoying of 
pure free air contributes rather to prevent a ſa- 
livation. In warm ſeaſons or climates ſuch pre- 
cautions are unneceſſary, If the patient be 
weak, the Peruvian bark may be given, at the 
ſame time, with advantage, from a ſcruple to a 
drachm, in milk or wine, according to cireum- 
ſtances, every morning and evening. 

By this method I have generally Moseeded i * 
preventing the above mentioned bad effects of 
the mercury, as profuſe ſweats, ſalivation, and 
its running off by ſtool: in all theſe caſes, the 

mercury, though abſorbed inthe two former caſes 
into the iy ſtem, ſeems to run off by the ſalivary 
glands as faſt as it is taken, without perform-. 
ing thoſe ſalutary effects in the body, which are 
abſolutely neceſſary to deſtroy the venereal poi- 
ſon, and to produce a radical cure. In the latter 
caſe, when a diarrhœa is occaſioned by the mer- 
eury given internally, its abſorption from the 
inteſtines into the maſs is thereby prevented, 
and it can have little or no effect againſt the 
diſeaſe. J have ſeen ſeveral venereal Patients

Tux lydrargyrum gummoſum, (or mercurius 
ummoſus), is a mild mercurial preparation, 

in which the crude metal is divided by means 
of gum arabic. Mr Plenck, the inyentor of 
this preparation, firſt preſcribed i it diluted with 
water, in the form of a mixture; but this 
form being found inconvenient on account of 
the mercury not remaining properly ſuſpended, 
he Re; ſome time ago, c form it intq 
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pills. He, for this purpoſe, orders two drachms 
of well purified quickſilver to be triturated 
with three drachms of powdered gum arabic, 
and a ſufficient quantity of conſerve of hips, in 
a marble mortar, till the mercury has diſap- 
peared; then continuing the trituration for an 
Hour longer, the maſs to be mixed with half an 
ounce of crumb of white bread, and ſo to be 
oh into pills of three grains each, of which 
the patient is to take fix every morning and 
evening. This form is undoubtedly leſs excep- 
tionable, but ſtill liable to another inconveni- 
' ence; which is, that theſe pills, like all thoſe 
made with crumb. of bread, when kept for a 
length of time, grow ſo hard, that they fre- 
\ quently paſs the ſtomach undiſſolved, and are 
evacuated by ſtool in the {ame globular form 
they were taken. This objection, indeed, can- 
not be made, if they are prepared freſh every 
ſecond or third day; and, in that caſe, they will 
be found a very valuable acquiſition for our 
Pharmacopœa Syphilitica. —A bolus made from 
five to ten grains of quickſilver, with a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of the conſerve of roſes, or 
confectio cardiaca, or, what is more prefe- 
rable, with the extract of liquorice, will, ac- 
cording to circiimſtances, ſerve for the ſame 
purpole, 5 | 
Mercury divided by: means of ſome baker, 
would be. a very acceptable and-uſeful medicine 
in different caſes. An attempt of the kind has 
been made in the pilulæ ex hydrargyro terebin- 
thinato, where one ounce of quickſilver is uni- 


ted with a Urackm and a half of turpentine; but 
5 : ==" =, =" | e 
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beſides: that the diviſion is extremely tedious, 
which: indeed may. be obviated by adding ſome 
drops of the oil of turpentine, this compoſition. 
is, like all the ſaline. mercurial Preparations, 
very apt to excite griping and purging. This 
effect may be partly owing to the quality of tur- 
pentine; the beſt ſort ſhould theretore be choſen 
for this purpoſe, and, according to circumſtan- 

ces, inſtead of the turpentine, the balſam of 
Gilead, or balſamum Canadenſe, formed into a 


proper conſiſtence by means of the ſpecies aro- 


maticæ, or ſome other vegetable powder, might 
be tried; and thus a pill or bolus of five or. ſe⸗ 
ven grains be given every evening. 

The ſaccharum hytrargyratum, or quickſilver 
triturated with twice or three times its weight 


of ſugar-candy, is, in many inſtances, a moſt 


excellent medicine, as well for internal as ex- 
ternal uſe. Its doſe internally is from four to. 


eight grains a-day, i in the form of powders, pills, 


or troches. 
The hydrargyrum calcinatum, or calcined mer- 
cury, I have conſtantly found to be apt to ex- 
cite gripings- This may, in ſome reſpect, be 
ayoided, by mixing half a grain of it with a 
grain of opium, to be taken every night or every 
ſecond night in the form of a pill. 
The hydrargyrum acetatum, known by the name 
Keyſer's pills or troches, has of late made a 


great noiſe in France. It has been recommended. 
as the ſafeſt and beſt medicine for curing vene- 


real complaints, even of the moſt obſtinate and 
inveterate kind, without ever-occaſioning a ſa- 
Iivation, or producing any of thoſe bad ſymp- 
's. . N ; COINS 
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toms which ſometimes attend the uſe of other 
mercurials. Time and experience, however, have 
ſhown that this remedy ſometimes proves inef- 
fectual in removing the complaints, and in many 
inſtances produces the bad ſymptoms attending 
other mercurials, Mercury, indeed, as long as 
it retains its nature, certainly will ſalivate or 
purge, if given imprudently, or if the patients 
do not take proper care of themſelves. Beſides, 
among a variety of patients, ſome will certainly 
be met with where this medicine proves not ſo 
efficacious as has been pretended. For every 
phyſician who has had ſome practice in venereal 
complaints, muſt have met with caſes where one 
mercurial preparation has produced little or no 
effect, whilſt another, tried afterwards, ſucceed- 
ed beyond expectation. Theſe caſes we are not 
able to account for; nor do we as yet know the 
naturè of the human body ſufficiently to foreſee 
them à priori. Keyſer's pills are a ſaline mercu# 
rial preparation, where the mercury is firſt di- 
vided by a long continued trituration, and then 
diſſolved in vinegar. Hence, like all other mer- 
curial preparations, it' may ſometimes produce 
very good effects, and perfectly cure the diſeaſe; 
whilſt, in other inſtances, it may prove leſs uſe- 
ful or even hurtful. And this is probably the 
reaſon why this preparation is now moſtly ne- 
glected, though there have been fince two me- 
thods diſcovered to prepare it eaſier, cheaper, 
and better, by precipitation. 

The hydrargyrum tartariſatum, we call a com- 
bination of mercury with ſimple acid of tartar, 


in order to diſtinguiſh it from the Tartarus h. 
ä arargyratus, 
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drargyratus, an invention of Dr Preſſavin at Pa- 
' ris, who gave it the name of terre feuillete mer- 
curielle. This latter preparation being a, combi- 
nation of mercury with purified tartar, or cream 
of tartar, which is a middle falt compound of 
etable alkali, ſuperſatured with the acid of 
tartar. Bath theſe preparations are nearly of 
a ſimilar nature with the former, though per- 
haps, in ſome reſpects, preferable to it. 
The bydrargyrum nitratum, or mercury united 
with nitraus acid, has been employed in diffe- 
rent forms and preparations internally and ex- 
ternally. For external uſe the ſolution diluted 
with water has been made uſe of as a waſh, and 
is a very good medicine for ſhankers, &c. The 


fame ſolution made with one, ounce of quickſilver 


to three ounces of nitrous acid, and while yet 


warm united with a pound of hog" s-lard by a 
careful trituration, yields, under the name of 


unguentum citrinum, one of the moſt efficacious 
remedies I know of for obſtinate {yphilitic com- 


plaints of the ſkin. The red precipitate, or hy- . 


drargyrum nitratum rubrum, prepared from the 


fame ſolution, expoſed to fire till it acquires the 
colour mentioned, is of a corroſive nature, and 
therefore employed only in powder ſprinkled 
upon venerealulcers as a eſcharotic: For internal 


uſe the hydrargyrum nitratum has been com- 


monly given from half a grain to a grain, in a 
quart of any of the dedoctions.— But the bydrar- 
gyrum nitratum cinereum, in the new Edinburgh 
Pharmacopcea, called by 1 its inventor (Dr Black) 


ulvis mercurii cinereus, is one of the mildeſt 


of the ſaline mercurial preparations, and may 
| be 
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be given to the doſe of a grain every evening, 
and occaſionally alſo every morning.— The 
following is the method of preparing it: Quick- 
ſilver, diluted acid of nitre, of each equal quan- 
tities in weight. After the mercury is diſſolved, 
the ſolution is to he diluted with pure water, 
and as much liquid volatile alkali (piritus ſalis 
ammoniaci) to be dropped into it as is ſufficient 
for depriving. the mercury of the acid: after- 
wards the grey powder is to be waſhed with 
pure water and dried. The ſyrup of Bellet 
(commonly called vegetable fyrup), a celebrated 
. compoſition, the ingredients of which are kept 
ſecret, is, as I was informed by a perſon of au- 
_ thority in France, mercury precipitated from 
its ſolution in the acid of nitre by fixed vegetable 
alkali, and the precipitate afterwards diſſolved 


in vitriolic ether mixed with ſome agreeable 


ſyrup. 
mall now take notice of a preparation of 
mercury, firſt recommended by the celebrated 
Baron Van Swieten. This preparation is the 
corroſive ſublimate (mercurius ſublimatus corroſi- 
ung) or, as I would rather call it in the more 
accurate language of chemiſtry, the Hdrargyrum 
muriatum fortius. Some years ago this medecine 
engaged the attention of all Europe. By ſome 
it was recommended as a moſt excellent and 
efficacious remedy for the moſt inveterate com- 
plaints, and worſt ſtages of the venereal diſeaſe. 
It was particularly praiſed againſt eruptions of 
the ſkin, and venereal affections of the bones; 


hit others exclaimed againſt it as being fre- 
| LY den 


make, it ſeems probable, that the bad effects 
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quently productive of the rd effects in the 
ſyſtem, without hardly ever radically curing the 
diſtemper. Both parties ſeem to have gone too 
far in praiſing as well as blaming. I have ſeen 
caſes where this medicine perfectly cured the 
moſt inyeterate and obſtinate complaints ; while 
in others, I found it produced effects of the 
worſt conſequence; ſuch as a total derange- 
ment and pains in the ſtomach, griping, purging, 
headach, fever, anxiety, oppreſſion cf the breaſt, 
and even ſpitting of blood, without curing, or 
even appearing to have the leaſt effect on the 
diſeaſe. But, in general, I have obſerved that 
this medicine very ſoon mitigates the moſt trou- 
bleſome ſymptoms of the venereal diſeaſe, with- 
out effecting a radical cure, even after having 
been given for a very conſiderable time; and 1 
am apt to think now, that its great reputation 
aroſs at firſt from this property of frequently 
alleviating ſo ſpeedily and remarkably the moſt 
troubleſome venereal ſymptoms. 
Upon the whole, though it is certain that 
there are ſome conſtitutions which will never 
bear this violent medicine without danger, yet, 
from ſuch obſervations as I have been able to 


attributed to the corroſive ſublimate have ſome- 
times ariſen either from its improper prepara- 
tion, from an immoderate doſe, from à delicate 
conſtitution of the patient, or otherwiſe from a 
defect of practical judgment in the phyſician or 
ſurgeon. Therefore, although I never like to 
employ violent medicines where I am able to 
effect a cure with mild ones; * it muſt be al- 
wk | lowed, 
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lowed, that, in practice, caſes will ſometimes 
occur attended with ſuch ſymptoms as require 
the uſe of the moſt powerful medicines, if for 
no other purpoſe but for a ſpeedy temporary re- 
lief. In theſe caſes, it will ſometimes be highly | 
_ adviſable to have recourſe to the ſublimate; 
though it is probable to me, that ſuch caſes are 
much leſs frequent than it is commonly thought. 
But at any rate, the conſtitution of the patient 
ought to be well conſidered before we have 
recourſe to this medicine. If he be of a ſtrong 
habit of body, and his lungs healthy, we may 
ſafely try the ſublimate, uſing the neceſſary pre- 

_ cautions with regard to its doſe and manner of 
exhibition; but I would never recommend it 
where the patient is of a weak, delicate, and 
irritable habit of body, or if he has a ſmall cheſt, 
has had formerly an hæmoptyſis, or any pul- 
monary complaint; for theſe perſons I have 
always obſerved to ſuffer from the uſe of the 
ſublimate. Some indeed, who were apparently 
of a ſtrong conſtitution, -I have ſeen equally 
affected by this remedy; for which reaſon I 
think it always neceſſary to be cautious in the 
uſe of it. We ought never to begin with more 

than a quarter or at moſt half a grain a-day, 
diſſolved in milk, barley-water, or a decoction 
of ſarſaparilla. When given in this manner, if 
the patient is a proper ſubject for this medicine, 

it will not readily produce any bad or at leaſt 
any dangerous conſequences; the leſs ſo when 
adminiſtered in a warm ſeaſon, or in a hot cli- 
mate. In uſing the ſublimate, it ought beſides 

always to be remembered, that we can never be 
too

too careful with regard to its choice; and that 
with the utmoſt care and attention to the pre- 

aration of the ſublimate, it is hardly ever poſ- 
ſible to obtain it always of the ſame degree of 
ſtrength, even by following the very ſame pro- 
ceſs *. In all caſes therefore the patient ſhould 
be ordered to leave it off immediately when- 
ever he felt any of the above mentioned bad 
ſymptoms. Sometimes it alſo occurs in the 

F es. adulterated with arſenic, which may be 
diſcovered when mixed with lime-water: in 
which caſe it will produce a black colour ; 
whereas, if genuine, it yields with the fame an 
orange-coloured precipitate, to which we gave 
the name lotio ſyphilitica flava, if one drachm of 
ſublimate is added to one pound of lime- water. 
Its texture beſides, if genuine, ought to be of a 
radiated appearance; whereas the ſame, if adul- 
terated, has rather a granulated one. 

The bydrargyram muriatum mitius, or perhaps 
ſtill more properly the calx bydrargyri muriata, 
commonly called calomel, mercurius dulcts, mercu- 
rius ſublimatus dulcis, panacea mercurialis, aquila 
alba, &c. is a milder preparation than corroſive 
ſublimate, but ſtill an acrid one, and thus very

P All theſe inconveniences are now remedied bra a recent t dit. 
covery of my friend the i ingenious Dr BERTHOLET at Paris; who 
by a new and eaſy way obtains it always of the ſame ftrength and 
quality, by adding dephlogiſticated muriatic acid to a ſolution 
of mercury in nitrous acid, and inſtantly cryſtals Precipitate, 
which are compoſed of mercury and muriatic acid, and which I 
therefore gave in the table the name of Hydrargyrum OI 
inſtead of the * of Dr Bertholet. 
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| Beſides, as its manner of acting depends very 


much on the accuracy of its preparation, and 


of, its efficacy in curing the lues is not much 


to be depended upon. Indeed calomel is in 


different countries, in different ſhops in the 


ſame country, nay even in the ſame ſhops at 
different times, a very different medicine. On 


this account, though it cannot be denied that 
many have been cured of the. venereal diſeaſe 
by this medicine, I never made uſe of it inter- 
nally but for a mercurial purge, till of late, when 


Mr Scheele, by a new method of preparing it via 


buinida, has greatly removed all the objections 
this medicine was formerly liable to. As it will 
perhaps be agreeable to ſome of my readers to 


| other circumſtances which we are not maſters 


be more exactly acquainted with this proceſs, 


I ſhall ſubjoin it here. 
“Half a pound of quickſilver, and the ſame 


after a few hours, when the acid affords no figns 
of its acting any longer on the quickſilver, the 


fire is to be increaſed to ſuch a degree that the 
ſolution may nearly boil. This heat is to be 


continued for three or four hours, taking care 
to move the veſſel from time to time; and at laſt 


the ſolution is to be ſuffered to boil gently for 


about a quarter of an hour. In the mean while 


we are to diſſolve four ounces and a half of fine 
common ſalt in fix or eight pints of water. This 


ſolution is to be poured boiling. into a glaſs-vel- 


e a ſel, 


quantity of pure aquafortis, are to be put into a 
ſmall veſſel with a long neck, the mouth of 
which is to be covered with paper. The veſſel 
is then to be placed in a warm ſand- bath; and 
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ſel, in which the above mentioned ſolution of 


quickſilver is to be mixed with it gradually, 
and in a boiling ſtate alſo, taking care to keep 
the mixture in conſtant motion. When the pre- 
cipitate is ſettled, the clear liquor i is to be drain- 


ed from it; after which it is to be repeatedly k 
waſhed with hot water till it ceaſes to impart 


any taſte to the water. The precipitate obtain- 
ed by this method is to be filtered, and after- 


wards dried by a gentle heat. 


It might be ſuppoſed, that when che n nitrous 
acid ceaſes to efferveſce with the mercury, it is 


ſaturated with it; but this is far from being the 
caſe; the acid, when the heat is increaſed, being 
ſtill able ro diſſolve a conſiderable quantity of 


it; with this difference, however, that the quick- 


ſilver at the beginning of the proceſs is calcined 
by the acid, but afterwards is diſſolved by it in 
a metallic form. In proof of this we may ob- 
ſerve, that not only more elaſtic vapour ariſes, 
but alſo that by adding either fixed or volatile 


cauſtic alkali we obtain a black precipitate z 


whereas, when the ſolution contains only cal- 


cined quickſilver, the precipitate becomes yel- 
low by ſuch an addition. If this black preci- 


pitate is gently diſtilled, it riſes in the form of 
quickſilver, leaving a yellow powder, which is 
in fact that part of the mercury that in the be- 

ginning of the operation was calcined by the 
nitrous acid. \ 


The boiling of the ſolution for 3 A 


quarter of an hour is neceſſary, in order to keep 

the hydrargyrum nitratum in a diſſolved ſtate, it 
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ſome of the mercury remains undiſſolved; but 
it 1s always better to take too much than too 
little of it, becauſe the more metallic ſubſtance 
the ſolution contains, the more mercurius dul- 
cis will be obtained. 

It is neceſſary to pour the mercurial folu- 


tion into the ſolution of ſalt by a little at a time, 


and cautionſly, ſo that no part of the undiſſol- 
ved quickſilver may paſs along with it. Two 
ounces of common ſalt are ſufficient to precipi- 


tate all the mercury; but then it may eaſily 


happen that ſome ſuperfluous mercurius corro- 


ſivus attaches itſelf. to this precipitate, which 


the water alone is incapable of ſeparating com- 
pletely. This is undoubtedly the reaſon why 
mercurius precipitatus albus is always corro- 
five. I have found that common ſalt poſſeſſes 


the ſame quality as ſal ammoniac, viz. that of 


making the ſolution of corroſive ſublimate in 
water eaſy. I therefore employ four ounces 


and a half of common ſalt in order to get the 


mercurius corroſivus entirely ſeparated. 
& If we conſider the manner in which mercu- 


rius dulcis is obtained in the dry way, by ſubli- 
mation, we ſhall not find it difficult to give the | 


rationale of this new proceſs. 
- « Mercurius corroſivus albus is a middle alt, 


conſiſting, as is well known, of marine acid com- 


bined with calx of mercury, This falt is capa- 


ble of diſſolving a good deal of quickſilver in a 
metallic form; but for this, purpoſe the moſt 
minute particles of each muſt be reciprocally _ 


mixed. This happens, when by. means of heat 
they are both conferred: into e The ſame

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thing occurs in the above mentioned proceſs. 
The ſolution firſt ſpoken of contains the calx 
mercurii and quiehf e divided into the moſt 


minute particles. If to this ſolution we add 


marine acid, or (to ſave expence) common ſalt, 
the marine nod will unite with the calx of mer- 


cury, and the reſult of this union will be a true 


mercurius corroſiyus albus ; and as the ſolution 
contains quickſilver in its metallic ſtate, this 


will immediately attract as much of the mercu- 


rius corroſivus as is neceſſary to ſaturate it, and 
by this means a real mercurius dulcis will be 
produced, which, from its being inſoluble, will 
be immediately precipitated. 6 

© The Following facts are proofs that this pre- 
cipitate is a good mercurius dulcis. Ii, It is 
entirely taſteleſs. 24ly, I have ſublimed it, and 


examined what aſcended in the beginning; and 
which ought to have been corroſive, if the pre- 
cipitate had contained any thing of that nature, 


it being well known that mercurius corroſivus 
aſcends ſooner than mercurius dulcis; whereas, 
through the whole of the ſublimation, what a- 
roſe was a pure mercurius dulcis, exactly like 
that which is obtained in the common manner. 


34ly,T have mixed this precipitate with one fourth 


| part of quickſilver and ſublimed it, upon a ſup- 

_ poſition that if it contained too muck mercurius 
corroſivus it would be able to unite with more 
quickſilver; but ſo far was this from being the 
caſe, that the quickfilver was not diminiſhed in 
weight by the experiment. 454, It is known 


that cauſtic alkalis and lime- water, give mercu- 


rms dulcis a black colour. The ſame thing 
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happened with mine. The black colour is no 
other than er divided i into very fine par- 
ticles. 


That the proceſs J have been deſcribing is 


more advantageous than that which is ufually 
adopted, I cannot doubt; becauſe, in the firſt 
lace, this mercurius dulcis can be prepared 


with leſs difficulty, with leſs expence, and with- 


out employing corroſive ſublimate. 2dly, As 
there can be no danger of its being in any de- 
gree corroſive, provided it be ſufficiently edul- 
corated, it. may always be given with ſafety. 
3dly, The operator is not expoſed to that noxious 
_ duſt which in the old method ariſes during the 
trituration of the corroſive ſublimate and quick- 
filver. 4thly, This is much finer than the com- 
mon mercurius dulcis, it being impoffible to 
make the latter equal to it in this W how- 
ever long it may be triturated.” 

Calomel thus prepared will prove ſafe and 
endeticnt, not only for internal, but eſpecially 
for external uſe, either in powder, or ſuſpended 
in fimple water-gr ſome mucilaginous ſolution ; 
occafionally alſo a drachm of it may be mixed 
with four ounces of lime- water, under the name 
of lotio ſyphilitica nigra, to diſtinguiſh i it from the 


lotia ſyphilitica flava made with corrofive ſubli- 
mate and lime-water.

Calomel, thus 
prepared, may likewile, occafionally, be uſefully

be by far the eaſieſt method of adminiſtering 


mercury to thoſe patients who cannot bear mer- 
curial preparations upon their ſtomach, and diſ- 
like to make uſe of the mercurial frictions.

labours, however, under a material objection, 


that it ſoon produces a ptyaliſm. 
Dr Ward's white drop, being a ſolution of mer- 
cury in nitrous acid, precipitated and rediſſol- 
ved by fal ammoniac, comes likewiſe under 
this head, and proves, in ſome 1 a valuable 
medicine. 
The bydrargyrum vitriclatinn „or calx 5 


71 vitriolata, commonly called zurpeth mineral, or 


mercurius emeticus flavus, is a medicine now very 
little uſed, except by thoſe who think a mercu- 
rial vomit preferable to one of emetic tartar or 
_ tpecacuanha, for curing a {ſwelled teſticle ariſing 


from a venereal cauſe. Some inſtances, how- 
ever, I have ſeen, where this mediciue, given 


daily in very ſmall doles, effectually removed 

moſt obſtinate venereal complaints of the ſkin. 
I come laſtly to ſpeak of a medicine, which, 

ſome time ago, and even yet, is made aſe of by 
many for the cure of the lues; I mean Plum- 


 mer*s powder or pills; which, properly ſpeaking, 


are not a mercurial preparation, but a mecha- 
nical mixture of mercurius dulcis and ſulphur 
of antimony. I have already obſerved, that 
mercurius dulcis, when prepared by ſublimation, 
is a very different medicine in different countries 
and places ; that it is therefore a medicine not 
to be depended upon: for this reaſon, I never 
would adviſe any: practitioner, as well for his 
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own ſatisfaction as that of his patient, to truſt 


to Plummer's pills for curing the venereal diſ- 


_eaſe. Plummer has compounded the calomel 


with ſulphur of antimony, probably for the pur- 

poſe which fill ſeems to be expected by thoſe 
ug make uſe of this compoſition, viz. by means 
of the ſulphur to prevent ſalivation, and to di- 
rect the mercury to the ſkin, This ſeems eſpe- 
cially to be the deſign in cutaneous eruptions of 
the venereal kind. But though this medicine 
may ſometimes be effectual in removing cutane- 
ous diſorders, I muſt, from my own experience, 
as well as from that of ſeveral other unpreju- 
diced practitioners, pronounce it to be a very 
improper one for curing a confirmed lues. Re- 


| Ae? inſtances indeed have come under my ob- 


rvation, where theſe pills having been taken 
for a coofderable time, have removed the 
ſymptoms for a time, without effecting a radi- 
cal cure; ; which! is to me q ſufficient reaſon for 
thinking it an unſafe medicine, and conſequent- 
Iy that ho practitioner ought to put confidence 


in it for the cure of the lues, when he has ſafer 


medicines for this purpoſe at his command: 
Whether crude mercury boiled with ſimple 
water communicates to it ſomething of its qua- 
lities, and with what ſucceſs ſuch a decoction.

CHAP.

On PrraLIsM, or SALIVATION. 


6 has been a matter of controverſy, whether 


a confirmed lues may be radically cured with- 


out ſalivation ; and though there is now hardly 
any medical man who doubts of the poſlibility 
of a perfect cure without it, there are ſtill many 
who employ ſalivation, not only for the cure of 
the lues, but, in ſome countries, for that of the 
clap alſo. This mode of treatment, in the for- 
mer caſe, is ſtill very much in vogue, in private 
practice as well as in hoſpitals, eſpecially in 


France : in other countries, it js almoſt entirely 


confined to hoſpitals. : 
How far this practice of ſalivating venereal 


patients is juſtifiable, ſhall be the ſubject of my 


preſent inquiry. 
It has been the opinion of Dr Friend, and 
many ancient as well as ſeveral modern wri- 
ters, that a ſalivation is not only neceſſary to 
effect a radical cure of the lues, but even that 
the greater the ſalivation, the more eertain and 
effectual will be the cure of the lues, eſpecially 
when the bones are affected. | 


£ muſt confeſs, I have always experienced the 
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direct contrary of this aſſertion. Amongſt a 
great many patients of different ages and con- 
ſtitutions, in different climates, who have been 
under my care, I have not only not found ohe 
who required ſalivation, but I have, on the con- 
trary, conſtantly obſerved, that the greater the 
ſalivation, the leſs certain and effectual was the 
cure of the lues. This is ſo true, that even the 
modern advocates for ſalivation unanimouſly 
confeſs, that a ſtrong ſalivation is hurtful, and 
that only a gentle one ſhould be raiſed. Could 
I allow this to be right, I would obſerve, that 
to ſtop, or even to moderate, a ſalivation once 
begun, is in many caſes more eaſily ſaid than ac- 
compliſhed. - This is often entirely out of our 
power; and it is yet one of the great deſiderata in 
medicine, to know a ſpecific remedy that will 
produce ſuch an effect. This is ſo little in our 
power, that I have ſeen more than once patients 
carried off by ſalivation (their ſtrength being 
totally exhauſted), before it could be leſſened or 
ſtopt by any remedy whatſoever, Others who 
did not fink entirely under it, remained languid 
from the evacuation, for months and even 
years; and ſeveral I have ſeen die, on a conſump- 
tion brought on by ſuch a courſe. Beſides, a 
ſalivation is not only very troubleſome to the 
patient, by {pitting day and night, and by fil- 
ling the room with a very diſagreeable {ſmell ; 
but frequently alſo produces painful ulcers in 
the mouth, fauces, &c. which, if not taken care 
of in time, or being miſtaken for venereal ones, 
by continuing the uſe of mercury, become more 


dangerous than the venereal diſeaſe itſelf.

It may ſeem farpiitimjr; therefore, how ſuch - 


a dangerous method of attempting the cure,of 


the venereal diſeaſe as that by falivation ſhould 


fill be retained and practiſed in ſome hoſpitals. 
The three following reaſons, indeed, I have 
heard alleged. 1. To confine the patients with 
a clap or lues to the room, and to prevent them 
from getting a freſh infection before they are 
cured of the firſt. 2. To get rid of ſuch poor pa- 
tients in a month or five weeks, in order to take 
others in their place into the hoſpital, who are 
treated and ſent away in the ſame manner. 


3. Becauſe many of the lower claſs of people 


have an unhappy prejudice in favour of this me- 
thod, and imagine they cannot be radically cn- 
red without what they call a good and conti- 


nued falivation. Theſe reaſons, however, ap- 
pear to me wholly inſufficient. To prevent the 


patients from getting a freſh infection, better 
means might be eaſily followed. With regard 


to the ſecond point, I think it more reaſonable 


and more humane to cure a ſmaller number of 
patients radically without falivation, even 
though a longer time ſhould be taken up for the 
cure, than to relieve the complaints of a great 
number in a ſhorter time by ſuch an uncertain, 
troubleſome, and ſometimes dangerous method. 
Wie may add to this, that experience daily ſhows, 
that a number of thoſe patients who ſeem to be 
cured by the ceſſation of the ſymptoms during 
a ſalivation, very frequently return in a ſhort 
time after to the hoſpital with the ſame ſymp- 
toms they were affected with before, or find 


themſelves obliged to ſeek aſſiſtance ſomewhere 
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elſe, at the ſame time that they ſolemnly pro- 
teſt againſt their having expoſed themſelves to 
a new infection. The third reaſon alleged in 
favour of ſalivation is the worſt of all. I am of 
opinion, that no perſon of integrity, who prac- 
tiſes medicine, ſhould ever comply with the 

rejudices of his patients when they may be 
hurtful to them, or when he knows that by a 
contrary method he is able to cure them with 
greater certainty and ſafety. Beſides, it will 
be an eaſy matter for a phyſician or ſurgeon, 
who knows how to gain the confidence of his 
patient, to convince him of the folly of ſuch 
prejudices. Salivation, therefore, being, in my 
opinion, an exceptianable method of cure in any 
_ circumſtances whatever, I think it, in all caſes, 

moſt prudent to avoid it; or, if it ſhould have 
taken place, to moderate and remove it as ſpeedi- 
ly as poſſible. 

” The method of preventing a ſalivation I have 
laid down above, when ſpeaking on mercurial 
frictions. The means to be uſed for this pur- 
poſe are ſhortly the following. 1. A careful ad- 

miniſtration of mercury both as to its prepara- 
tion and doſe. 2. The avoiding cold or damp 
air, eſpecially at night, 3. The uſe of warm 
cloaths ; or, in a cold damp ſeaſon or climate, 
the conſtant wearing of Kanne next the ſkin. 
4. The repeated uſe of warm baths, and the in- 
ternal uſe of diaphoretic or diuretic decoctions 
along with the mercury. 5, The avoiding too 
hot rooms and confined air. 6. Covering the 
neck and head but very ſlightly day or night. 


7. Taking a doſe of gentle cooling Phyſie, and

intermitting the uſe of the mercury as ſoon as 


the breath and teeth begin to be affected. 8. If | 


the patient be not of a phlogiſtic habit of body, 
2 free diet, with the moderate uſe of wine, 1s 
to be ordered, rather than a low one, Smoak- 
ing tobacco ſhould alſo be avoided, during a 


courſe of mercurials, by thoſe who are accu- 


ſtomed to it. | 
It is likewiſe to be obſerved, that, in general, 


a ſalivation will take place more readily under 
the uſe of acrid mercurial preparations, and in 
a cold and damp ſeaſon or climate; that ſome. 
conſtitutions are more diſpoſed to it than others; 
and that particularly thoſe who have previouſly 
taken mercury, are often ready to fall into a 
falivation by uſing the ſmalleſt doſe, though 
perhaps in the former diſeaſe they felt no ſuch 
effect from the uſe of it. 

A variety of medicines given ſeparately, or 
combined with mercury, have been recommend- 
ed for preventing it from affecting the mouth, 
as well as for checking a ſalivation after it has 


taken place. The principal of theſe are ſul- 


Phur, ſulphur of antimony, camphor, the Peruvi- 
an bark, and iron. By a careful attention, how- 
ever, to the foregoing rules, I think it 1s in 
general not very difficult to avoid a ſalivation,

without having recourſe to any of theſe medi- 


cines; eſpecially as I have ſeen ſome of them 
repeatedly applied without ſucceſs. ' With re- 
gard to the latter point, viz. the abating and 
removing a ſalivation when once begun, I found 
it moſt always a very difficult matter: the follow- 


ing method, however, with an exact 1 
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of the rules above mentioned, will frequently 
be attended with ſucceſs, i: 5 
As ſoon as the patient feels his mouth affec- 
ted, he ought to leave off the uſe of mercury, 
and keep within doors, in a moderately warm 
room, if the ſeaſon be cold. If his ſtrength 
and conſtitution will allow, we may adminiſter 
Him a gentle laxative; but we ought to be care- 


(| 


fal about preſcribing purgatives, becauſe they 


will often bring on a diarrhoea, which we ſhall 
find ſometimes great difficulty to ſtop, and which 
may prove dangerous in its conſequences. If 
his ſtrength will bear it, he ſhould likewiſe, for 
four or five days, be placed every evening in a 
warm bath, rubbing his body during that time 
with a fleſh- bruſh or piece of flannel; and when 
He comes out of the bath, he is to dref himſelf 
again immediately in flannel-cloaths. If phlogiſ- 
tie ſymptoms occur, bleeding may be neceſſary ; 
the patient is to beconfined to a low diet, and drink 
barley-water or any other mucilaginous decoc- 
tion; but if his ſtrength be very much reduced, a 
good nouriſhing diet, together with the uſe of 
wine, an infuſion of Peruvian bark, or guaſſia wood 
in wine or cinnamgn-water, with ſome Prepara- | 
tion of iron, andthe free country air, are certain] 
more proper. If the air be dry, he ſhould not 
confine himſelf to his room, but go abroad a 
little, unleſs it be very cold. When the ſali- 
vary ducts are very much relaxed, the mouth 
not very painful, and the ſpitting continues un- 
dimiaifted, an aſtringent gargle may, with pro- 
per precautions, be preſcribed. It may be made 


of the Gecootion of Peruvian bark, of rormentilla 
; ©" "EF PET, 
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'erefla, or af the cortex ſalicis alba, in red wine 


or in water; to which, according to circum- 
| ſtances, may be added ſome tinQure of gum-lac 
or of myrrh and honey of roſes. Common ſul- 
phur has now and then a very good effect for 
relieving a ſalivation. The ſulphur of antimo- 
ny has been recommended in ſuch caſes as a 
diaphoretic. An eminent phyſician has recom- 
mended for this purpoſe the aurum fulminans, 
given every day from three to five grains, as a 
very efficacious medicine; but having never had 
occaſion to try this remedy myſelf, I am unable 
to ſay. whether this advice is founded on expe- 
rience, or only on a theory derived from the 
chemical affinity or attraction between mercury 
and gold. In an obſtinate ptyaliſm, a bliſter, 
ſeton, or iſſue, in the neck, together with the 
internal uſe of purified ſulphur and camphor, and 
the volatile liniment applied to the throat, ſome- 
times proves ſerviceable; and in deſperate caſes, 
we might alſo try the effect of repeatedly pour- 
ing cold water over the head and face, letting 
the patient ſit in the mean time with the reſt of 
the body immerſed in a warm bath.

On particular VEXEREAL Complaints, 


which require a peculiar Method of Cure. 


I. On the VEenerEAL OPHTHALMIA. 


— 


THERE are two diſtinct ſpecies of venereal 


ophthalmia. The one ſeems to be more of 
a chronic kind, comes on gradually, and ariſes 
from a tainted maſs. The other is the moſt 


acute, violent, and dangerous of any ophthalmia 


I know of : it comes on ſuddenly, and owes its 
origin, as far as I have been. able to obſerve, to 
a ſudden retropulſion of a recent venereal clap. 
L have ſeen three inſtances of this dreadful 


diſorder, every one of which proved fatal to the 


ſight of the ſufferer. In two caſes, both eyes 
were affected with blindneſs; in the third, one 
was affected immediately, and ſeveral years af- 
ter the ſight of the other was likewiſe loſt, with- 
out any other apparent cauſe. All old practi- 
tioners with whom I have converſed about this 
dreadful complaint, and who have obſerved it 
ſeyeral times in their practice, were of opinion 
that it always originated from a retropulied recent 
clap, by way of metaſtaſis. In the three caſes 


ly 
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ly accompanied with a 3 of the clap: 


but whether that ſuppreſſion was the cauſe of 
the ophthalmia, I was not able to determine 
with certainty; and am much leſs capable to ac- 


count for ſuch a metaſtaſis: though great connec- 


tion ſubſiſts between the eyes and the parts of 


generation. 
But whatever may be the cauſe of theſe oph- 


thalmies, the fact is this. In the three inſtances 


which came under my obſervation, the diſeaſe 
aroſe in a cold climate in winter, after the 

tient, affected with a recent clap, had been ex- 
poſed to violent cold in the open air. None of 


them had ever had any complaint in the eyes 


before. The diſcharge from the urethra was 


evidently diminiſhed or aboliſhed. In the mean 
while, a diſcharge of a puriform matter of a 
yellowiſh green colour, reſembling that of a 


clap, took place from the eyes, with the moſt 
excruciating pain, which was rendered inſup- 
portable on the leaſt application of light. The 
{ame matter which ran out of the eyes, ſeemed, 

as far as I was able to ſee by forcing up the 
conic to be extravaſated in the whole ante- 
rior chamber of the eye, and, as it were, infil- 
trated between the lamellas of the cornea trans- 
parens. All remedies which were applied pro- 
ved ineffectual, and perpetual blindneſs was the 
conſequence. 

As caſes of this kind may be inſtructive, 1 
ſhall tranſcribe one of them from my Medical 
Journal. The patient, a young man of a ſtrong 
dark complexion, of twenty-nine years of 
age, a captain in the army, was ordered on 

guard 
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ard in the month of January, whilſt he was 
afflicted with a recent, violent clap. Unfortu- 
nately the day was exceſſively cold, and he was 
by duty much expoſed to the open air all day 
and the evening: in the night he found himſelf 
- at once afflicted in both eyes with the moſt ex- 
cruciating pain, and intolerance of the ſmalleſt 
degree + light; to which next day followed a 
diſcharge of puriform .matter from both eyes. 
Upon inſpection, the albuginea was everywhere 
highly inflamed, and very much ſwelled. The phy- 
fician who was. called, applied, beſides the com- 


mon remedies, ſuch as bleedings, purgatives, 


&c. a fomentation of hemlock. On the third 
day, upon a cloſer examination, the cornea was 
found entirely opaque, and an hy popyon for- 
med; no ulceration appeared. The uſe of 
hemlock was ordered to be continued. Some 
days after, the inflammation and running aba- 
ted; but the cornea remained opaque, ſeemed 
to be very much thickened, and the patient re- 
mained perfectly blind. In this patient, I clear- 
ly ſaw the arteries of the cornea tranſparens, 
coming from the albuginea, inflamed, and ſo fil- 
led with red blood, as if injected like an ana- 
tomical preparation, even till the fifth week of 
the diſorder. 

In none of the So 8 which 1 had acceſs 
to obſerve, any remedy was applied by the prac- 
titioners to reſtore the running of the clap ; nor 
was there an inciſion made into the cornea to 
diſcharge the extravaſated matter: The only 
two remedies from which I would expect any 


ee relief in ſuch an 3 beſides 
bi I the 
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the general and topical evacuations by purga- 
tives, leeches, bliſters, &c. with the internal and 


external uſe of mercury. 


1 was once inclined to believe, that this kind 


of ophthalmia does perhaps ariſe from unclean- 
lineſs, when the patient affected with a clap, of 
ſhankers in the genitals, touching thoſe parts, 
and afterwards, without waſhing the hands, 
rouches his .eyes. I have certainly ſeen oph- 
thalmies, and venereal ulcers of the eye-lids, 


noſtrils, lips, more than once ariſing from ſuch 
careleſſneſs: but in theſe caſes I have never ob- 
ſerved an inflammation but in one eye, and it 


was always far from being ſo violent as the kind 
juſt mentioned; and, like ophthalmies ariſing 
from a tainted maſs, gave way to the topical ap- 


plication of the blue ointment; which, together 


with the internal uſe of mercury, is indeed the 
ſovereign remedy for ſeveral ophthalmies. 


The chronic venereal ophthalmies ariſing from 


a tainted maſs, prove in many caſes extremely 
_ obſtinate for many weeks and months. They 
require beſides a very low diet, a regular mercu- 
rial courſe, eſpecially with ſublimate if the patient 


can bear it; repeated purgings; and in ſome 


caſes, eſpecially if the eye-lid be the part af- 
fected, the external uſe of the mercurial oint- 
ment, or what is, according to the obſervations 
of Dr Cullen, more preferable, the citrine oint- 
ment rubbed down with double the quantity of 
hog's lard, in order to render it leſs acrid. Lau- 


danum dropped into the affected eye gives ſome- 


times the moſt evident relief. Bathing the eye 


with a weak ſolution of ſublimate, or with the

II. On VENEREAL DEAFNESS. 


1 HAVE ſeen ſeveral inſtances where deafneſs, 


with a violent pain of the ear, was brought on 


by venereal ulcers affecting the orifice of the 
Euſtachian tube in the fauces; and I have met 
with one inſtance, where a perfect deafneſs was 
the conſequence of a ſtopped diſcharge of a clap 
by the internal uſe of turpentine. The patient 
had had no ſhankers, nor any other venereal 


complaint ever before. |

VENEREAIL. ſore throats, as well as venereal 


_ ulcers of the mouth and fauces, ſhould, as I 


mentioned above, be carefully diſtinguiſhed 
from ſcorbutic ones, or from thoſe originating 
from khe faliva rendered acrid by mercury; and 
more eſpecially from thoſe which, though real- 
ly venereal in their origin, have now changed 
their nature, and acquired a character entirely 
different from the. original diſeaſe, as by con- 
tinuing the uſe of mercury, the patient may 


be materially, and perhaps irrecoverably, hurt. 


Practical judgment muſt be our only ſure guide 


in that caſe. Deep ulcers covered with a white

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them, will, I think, ſeldom miſlead if they are 
treated as venereal. Venereal ulcers in the 
throat are ſometimes ſeated ſo low down, and 
fidewards, that we cannot eafily diſcover them 
at firſt fight, and thence we are * ſometimes 
led to miſtake the nature of the diſorder. An 
account of the following caſes may Perhaps bg 
uſeful to young practitioners. 


A gentleman of a ſtrong plethoric conftitu- 


tion, fifty-five years of age, was affected with a 
fore throat and fever. The phyſician, after ex 
amining his throat and pulſe, ordered bleeding; 
with an antiphlogiſtic gargle and purge; when 
the diſeaſe not abating eight days after, another 
practitioner was called, who repeated bleeding; 
purging, and ordered a different gargle, front 
the uſe of which the patient found himſelf et 
ter. At the expiration of ſeven weeks, wh 

he felt, as he expreſſed himſelf, the diſeaſe was 
not quite gone, I was conſulted. After the for- 
mer preſcriptions were ſhown to me, I examined 
his throat; and though I could not diſcover any 
ulcer, told him I ſuſpected a venereal caule j 
which he hardly would agree to, telling me that 
he had had no venereal complaint theſe many 


joyed the moſt perfect ſtate of health. I de- 
fired to examine his throat once more; which 
he readily complied with, though he was one 
of thoſe perſons who with the greateſt difficulty 


can let their throat be examined: with a wax 


taper in one hand, and depreſſitig the root of 
the tongue by means of a large ſpatula as much 
as 5 poſſible with the other, I diſcovered very lo 
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down on the right fide, a deep but ſmall vene- 
real ulcer, which had eſcaped my ſight at firſt, 
and would now have done ſo, had I not exa- 
mined the throat with ſuch peculiar care. Upon 
mentioning to him the evident cauſe of his diſor- 
der, my advice was complied with; and after 
the internal uſe of mercury for eight days, his 
ſore throat was perfectly gone, and by continuing 
it a month longer, a radical cure was obtained. 
The other patient was a lady of rank. She 
had but firſt felt a ſlight difficulty in ſwallow- 
ing within a few days, which bel froſty ſhe 
aſcribed it to a cold. I immediately, upon in- 
ſpection, diſcovered the cauſe of the diſorder; 
and as women have always a right to the great- 
eſt delicacy and ſecrecy of a phyſician, without 
aſking her any queſtions, I ordered her to keep 
her throat warm, and promiſed to ſend her ſome 
medicine which would relieve her in a few 
days; and the ſame was afterwards, under a- 
nother form and pretence, ordered to be con- 
tinued for a few weeks longer, till T thought her | 
Fan ſafe. 

Laſt ſummer, I was conſulted at Paris by a 
young gentleman of about twenty-eight years 
of age, about a ſore throat for which he had 
taken advice and medicines already, for the 
ſpace of three weeks, without any relief. I 
told him, that, from the bay of appearance of his 
face and eyes, I ſuſpected quite a different 
cauſe of his diforder than he had hitherto 
imagined ; which indeed was moſt evident- 
ly confirmed by a large venereal ulcer; which

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down behind the velum. He then gave me the 
following account. That he had been affected 
with a violent clap two years ago when he was 
at Venice, which for a particular reaſon he had 
withed to be removed or ſtopped as ſoon as poſt 
fible; that, for this purpoſe, he was recommend- 
ed by a friend of his to a ſurgeon in that place, 
who was in poſleſſion of an injection which had 
that infallible effect. That this ſurgeon com- 
plied with his deſire, though with reluctance; 
and foretold him, that ſome time after being 
cured thus haſtily 'by his injection, the venereal 
diſeaſe would break out in ſome other part of 
the body; aſſuring him that he had ſeen the 
ſame effect, from the ſame remedy, happen in 
ſeveral other patients who applied to him in the 
ſame manner he did. That he neglected this 
caution; that the running was perfectly ſtopped 
in 48 hours; and that he had neyer thought more 
about it, having been perfectly free from vene- 
real as well as any other complaints ever fince. 
This caſe was to me a very inſtructive one. 
Firſt, it ſhows how long the venereal poiſon lies 
ſometimes concealed in the maſs, without Pre. 
ducing any ſenſible effects: And, ſecondly, it 
evidently confirms what I have aſſerted above, 
that the poiſon which produces a clap, may be, 
and is moſt frequently, the very ſame with that 
of the ſyphilis; and that, if abſorbed into the 
maſs, it therefore produces the ſame, effects. 
But, laſtly, it alſo ſhows, which 1 could not have 
expected a priori, that a recent clap may ſome- 


times be NEE or repelled, without producing

immediate effects in the maſs. 

Venereal ulcers of the throat require ſome- 
times, beſides a courſe of. mercury, topical ap- 
plications; ſuch as injections or gargles made 
of a ſolution of ſublimate mixed, according to 
ee with the tincture of maſtich, 

c. But if the ulcers are owing to the acrimony 
of the ſaliva, they ought to be kept conſtantly 
glean, and mercury ſhould be diſcontinued. If 
they ariſe neither from the one or the other of 
the cauſes juſt mentioned, but are of that pecu- 
liar nature deſcribed above under the head of 
Venereal Ulcers, they require, inſtead of mercury, 
the internal and external uſe of opium. Power- 
ful tonics, internally as well as externally, in a 
gargle, have been found very uſeful in ſuch caſes. 


IV. On VENEREAL COMPLAINTS of the SKIN. 

-Cvranzous diſorders af a venereal nature, 
ſuck as venereal tetters, venereal ſcald-head, ve- 
nereal leproſy, &c. are often very obſtinate. It 
is in theſe complaints properly, where the ſolu- 
tion of ſublimate, given internally, proves now 
and then excellent: ; and I think I have obſerved, 
that it often effectually removes the diſeaſe of the 
{kin without removing radically the lues: This at 
leaſt I aſſert with regard to colder climates; as 
to warmer climates, I know certainly many pa- 
tients who have been radically cured of the y- 
philis by the ſublimate alone. i 

Beſides the internal a of the ſublimate, warm 
"> | | | baths 
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baths made with a decoction of bran, in every 

allon of which half a drachm of ſublimate 1s 
to be diſſolved, gently rubbing at the ſame time 
the affected part, have ſometimes proved to me 
very uſeful. For more confirmed venereal com- 

laints of the ſkin, the topical application of 
the ſolution of the ſublimate, the eitrine oint- 
ment ſometimes alone and ſometimes with the 
addition of the ſaturnine, have ſucceeded in tet- 
ters, tinea, &c. where all other remedies-proyed 
ineffectual. The decoctum Luſitanicum, the 
decoction of the ſtipites dulcamaræ, of the me- 
zereum root, and eſpecially that of the lobelia 
ſyphilitica, deſerve, for theſe as well as other 
obſtinate and 1nveterate venereal complaints, in 
my opinion, a much greater attention than 1s 
uſually paid to them, I have ſeen a moſt ob- 
ſtinate and inveterate diſeaſe of the ſkin of a 
venereal nature cured by a ſolution of turpeth 
mineral in ſmall doſes, where all other remedies 
failed. Some phyſicians pretend to have ſeen 
great ſucceſs alſo from arſenic; but I never tried 
this latter, —The decoctum ſyphiliticum robo- 
rans is in many caſes a ſovereign medicine. 
The infuſum ledi paluſtris has proved very ef- 
fectual in many caſes of leproſy in Sweden: 
but it ought to be obſerved as a general rule, 
that without the uſe of warm. emollient baths, 
or vapour-baths, all theſe medicines will often 
fail in producing the deſired effect.

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V. On VENEREAL EXCRESCENCES. } 
VENEREAL excreſcences on the ſurface of the 
ſkin, known by the different names, warts, iu. 
bercles, condylomata, ficus, marifca, &c. ariſe either 
from an original infection, in which caſe we 
_ conſider them as a local diſeaſe, and preſcribe 
local remedies; or they originate from a taint» 
ed mals, which indeed is more frequently the 
caſe, and then a full mercurial courſe will make 
them diſappear ſometimes without any external 
application. But frequently external remedies 
are likewiſe requiſite. Cauſtics have been re- 
commended for that purpoſe: they are now and 
then employed, with ſucceſs; but in ſome caſes 
I have ſeen them productive of bad effects. Ex- 
ciſion has been likewiſe recommended, and is 
ſometimes neceſſary; but I have ſeen ſeveral 
inſtances where, after theſe excreſcences had 
been cut out repeatedly (even after a full courſe 
of mercurials), they grew again and again, 
ſometimes to a larger ſize than they had former- 
ly. To prevent this regeneration, ſeveral re- 
medies have been propoſed; of which, in all ob- 
ſtinate caſes that have come under my obſerva- 
tion, I have obſerved only two or three which 
were ſucceſsfully employed after the maſs had 
been previouſly. "rerfedtly purified. The one 
. confiſts in mercurial fumigations, the other 
in the application of the Juniperus ſubina L. 
either by itſelf in the form of a powder, or mix- 
ed with red Precipitate in the form of an 

| oint- 
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| ointment; and the third is the Sas 4d 
condylomata lately propoſed by Mr Plenck. I 
have applied it once or twice a-d with a hair 


pencil in ſeveral caſes with very good effect. 
In caſes where a great number of ſmall warts 
had ſprung up about the genitals, the ſolution 


of ſublimate in ſimple water or lime-water 1 
have obſerved ſometimes to ſucceed perfectly 
well. If warts have a ſmall baſis, and are but 
few in number, the beſt remedy is a ligature 
made tighter every day. I have ſeen a man with 


ſeveral hundred little warts upon the part of the 
chin where the beard grows, and underſtood his 


diſeaſe to be owing to an ill- treated lues. 


VI. ON VENEREAL WEAKNESs, or [MPOTENCY. 

Tris complaint, though not dangerous, is 
very alarming, and renders the mind of the pa- 
tient extremely uneaſy. I have repeatedly ob- 


ſerved it; but in a particular manner in one 


patient; who ſeveral months before had been 
affected with a violent clap; of which at laſt he 


was cured, after having undergone a tedious 
and very improper treatment. The only re- 


maining ſymptom was now a total inability-and 
want of deſire of venery, which rendered him 
extremely low-ſpirited. On- conſulting me, I 
| Judged the complaint to proceed from the ve- 
nereal poiſon lurking in the body, and preſcribed 


him a mercurial courſe, and afterwards ſome 


tonic medicines, with two tea- ſpoonfuls of Hoff- 


man's anodyne liquor morning and evening.

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He was. likewiſe r to waſh the ** 
and ſpermatic cord twice a-day, with a table. 
ſpoonful of the ſame liquor mixed with ſome 
water: in three weeks time he had ſufficient 
reaſon to * as high-ſpirited as ever, 0

VII. On VengREAL Pains, Sr ass, c. | 
3 or wandering pains ariſing in e 
parts of the body, are generally aſcribed, by all 
patients who were formerly affected with the 
lues, to the remains of the venereal poiſon in 
the maſs. This is indeed ſometimes the caſe; 
but it ought to be obſerved, that thoſe pains, ſo 
generally aſcribed tothe venereal poiſon, are 
often owing to very different cauſes; which, if 
not properly diſtinguiſhed, we ſhall find ourſelves 
frequently diſappointed in the effects of the re- 
medies preſcribed. 

Pains ſimilar to venereal ones are often the 
effects of the improper uſe of mercury. Theſe 
caſes ought to be carefully diſtinguiſhed in prac- 
tice; becauſe, if the venereal diſeaſe has not 
been radically cured, .and the pains ariſe from a 
half-cured lues, the uſe of mercury will be ne- 
ceſſary to complete the cure (though the patient 
will often. be of a contrary opinion, conſidering 
He length of time and quanyaty of mercury he 
has already taken); whereas, if the venereal 
virus has been radically cured, the uſe of mer- 
cury will prove evidently hurtful. I know pa- 
tients who, having made uſe of mercury repeat- 


* in their younger days for ſeveral venereal 
com-

complaints, find themſelves now, whenever they 
take the leaſt quantity of mercury, conſtantly 
affected with the moſt violent rheumatic pains 
in diffetent parts of the body. Authors who 
have mentioned this latter diſeaſe generally a- 
| ſcribe it to the mercury lodged in the bones; 
nay, there are even examples recorded in medi- 
cal hiſtory, where mercury had been found, af- 
ter the death of ſuch patients, collected in glo- 
bules in different parts of the body, eſpectally 
in the bones and their cavities. Whatever cre- 
dit may be given to thoſe aſſertions, it is certain 
that we may generally, and ſometimes pretty 
eaſily, cure thoſe patients by a proper regi- 
men, warm baths, and by adminiſtering at 
the ſame time internally proper tonic me- 
dicines, either alone or united with anti- 
monials. But if thoſe pains, inſtead of being of 
the chronic kind, ariſe from a ſudden check of 
perſpiration during a mercurial courſe, the uſe 
of tonic medicines would be improper. . In ſe- 
yeral deſperate caſes of this kind, where the 
body ſeemed as if it was affected with a general 
ſpaſm or tetanus, I have found, beſides the warm 
bath, eſpecially the vapour-bath, the ſulphur of 
antimony, united with the extract of hemlock, 

a a moſt efficacious remedy, given to the quantity 
of fifteen grains of each a-day.—Dover's pow- 
der, with a proper regimen, proves ſometimes 


in this caſe, as well as in rheumatiſm, a very * - 


| ſerviceable medicine. :

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VII. On VENEREAL COMPLAINTS of the Boxes, 


. 


Tux bones are ſeldom affected by the vene- 
real poiſon, but in a confirmed or neglected lues. 
I have ſeen, however, one inſtance where the 


patient, being affected with a ſhanker on the 


glans, was attacked the fifth day after with a 
conſiderable ſwelling in the lower part of the 
ulna.—In theſe caſes, the longer the diſeaſe is 


neglected, the more difficult and tedious is the 


cure; and of all others the caries, or ulceration 


of the external ſurface, and the corruption of 


the internal cavity of the bones, are the moſt 


„ and tedious. 


In all caſes of ulcerated VOTRE? we ought to 


remember, that they cannot be cured until the 


poiſon be totally eradicated from the maſs. To- 


| pical applications ſeem to have very little effect; 
though the eſſential oil of ſaſſafras has been re- 


commended by ſome. Mr Plenchk recommends a a 
lotion compoſed of effentia maſtichina, corro- . 
five ſublimate, and honey of roſes. : Beſides 


this, he directs the internal uſe of the Peruvian 


bark, and mercury mixed with aſafcetida, toge- 


ther with a decoction of ſarſaparilla, united with 
mezereum and cicuta: by theſe, he ſays, that he 


cured ſeveral perſons of the diſorders Juſt men- 
tioned. | 

_ Venereal exoſtoſes and tophi, eſpecially thoſe 
in the middle of the tibia, ſternum, and bones 
of the head, will ſometimes, eſpecially at night, 
give the moſt excruciating pain. In theſe _ 
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I have obſerved no good effect from any topical 
application whatever. Mercury, bliſters, or an 
inciſion, have been recommended for this pur- 

poſe; but the ſaline mercurial preparations 

are the medicines moſt to be depended upon, 
together with the decoctions of the woods, 
eſpecially the decoctum mezerei, the æthi- 


ops antimonialis of Huxham; according to 


circumſtances, opium in large doſes, may be 
likewiſe wed. in obſtinate caſes. . 

Of the extraordinary fragility of the bones 
mentioned by ſome writers as proceeding from 
a venereal cauſe, I have never ſeen an inſtance; 
though it may not be improper to mention one 
caſe which, I think, may be referred to this head: 
A man broke his tibia by a fall; but after the 
beſt treatment of the fracture, and twelve weeks 
confinement, upon examination it was found, 
that no callus was formed, and the broken bone 
remained nearly as looſe as at firſt. After,a 
cloſe inquiry and conſultation, the venereal poi- 
ſon was ſuſpected, and a courſe of mercury pre- 
{ſcribed ; which ſucceeded ſo well, that in a few 
months after the patient was perfectly cured. 
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CHAP. XVI.

0 this claf belong ſyphilitic complaints, 
joined with ſea-ſcurvy, pſora, e. rheu- 
matilm, gout, and ſcrophula. 

The diſeaſe called the Sibbens in Scotland, was 
ſuppoſed by ſome to be a complication of the ve- 
nereal difeaſe with the itch; but I have referred 
it under the ſyphilis, eſpecially as its ſymp- 
toms are ſo nearly related to the new vene- 
real diſeaſe of Canada. See Chap. XII. 

Syphilis with /ea-/curvy requires the uſe of 
antiſcorbutic and ſtrengthening diet or medi- 
cines, previous to the uſe of mercury. 

Syphilis with leproſy requires warm baths, the 
decoctum ſyphiliticum roborans, or the decoc- 

tum corticis ulmi with antimonials. 

Syphilis with rheumatiſm is beſt relieved by 
warm baths, the vapour- bath, together with the 
uſe of the fleſh-bruſh, and the internal uſe of the 
decoctum lignorum, eſpecially the decoction of 
guaiac and æthiops antimoni lis of Huxhar..

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thing and ſea-water taken internally. Hemlock 
united with the Peruvian bark have been found 
ſucceſsful in ſome” caſes. In places where the 
patient has no acceſs to the ſea, we may pre- 
pare artificial ſea-water compounded of the ſame 
conſtituent parts as ſea-water, by mixing to 
five pints of water two ounces and 433 grains 
of pure common ſalt, 380 grains of magneſia, 
muriata, and 45 grains of terra calcarea vitriola. 
ta or gypſum. 5 

The Yaws is only a local excreſcence or ex- 
ternal cutaneous diſeaſe, entirely different from 
the lues ; the cure of which is often performed 
by nature, without any internal or external me- 
dicine, but may be, according to the obſerva- 
tions of Dr Nooth, accelerated by lint dipped 
into a ſolution of blue vitriol in water, fre- 
quently applied to the parts. 

Whether the Mal de Siam, the i anials Anbei 
nenfis, and a diſeaſe nearly fimilar to this lat- 
ter deſcribed lately by Dr Schotte, to which the 
negroes at Senagambia are ſubject, belong to 
the head of ſyphilitic complaints, I am uncer- 

tain. | | 
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Sour bn W affected with vene- 


real complaints, of which they have been 


apparently cured ſeveral months, nay ſome- 


times ſeveral years, . grow emaciated, begin 


to cough, and are affected with hectic fever, 
and other ſymptoms which accompany a con- 


ſumption, or a phthyſis pulmonalis. Theſe 


complaints are often miſtaken and aſcrihed 
to ſome other cauſe, and medicines ordered 


for the moſt part without any ſucceſs, Some- 
times, likewiſe, the diſorder ariſes from the pre- 
poſterous uſe or too large quantities of mercury. 


T have ſeen ſeveral inſtances where a hectic fe- 


ver with cough, and ſometimes even with a pu- 
riform expectoration, far from owing its ori- 
gin to an ulceration of the lungs, aroſe from a 


latent venereal poiſon, without any other vene- 


real ſymptom in the body. The ſame has been 
obſerved by others; and Mr Brambilla relates a 
caſe, which ſhows ſuch a riking inſtance of the 

„„ 5 kind 
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kind, that I ſhall tranſeribe it here. An elec- 
tuary, he ſays, was preſcribed for a conſump- 
tive man, who was in a deſperate ſituation. By 

a miſtake of the apothecary, the electuary was 
given to a venereal patient to rub himſelf with, 

and the mercurial ointment, inſtead of the elec- 
tuary, was ſent to the conſumptive patient to 
take it internally. The conſumptive man, know- 
ing nothing of the miſtake, took a quantity of 
the ointment, about the bigneſs of a nutmeg, 
two or three times a-day, and was effectually 
cured of his diſorder, to the no ſmall ſurpriſe of 
his phyſician, who learned by chance from the 
apothecary the miſtake that had happened. This 
miſtake was certainly a very happy one for the 
patient; and though it might be doubted whe- 
ther the conſumption proceeded from a vene- q 
real cauſe, it proves however evidently that it 
yielded to mercury. I had ſeveral patients of 


this kind who yas radically ' cured of conſump- 2 
tion by adminiſtering to them nothing but a courſe 
of mercury. The ſarſaparilla in powder, from 
half an ounce to an ounce in a day, has been 
found uſeful in ſeveral caſes of this kind. 

Agues, or intermittent fevers, have alſo been 
obſerved by Dr Wherlhof and others, either to 
be- produced by the venereal virus, or conco- 
mitant with the 7 diſeaſe; and mercury, 
combined with the bark, has been given with 
fucceſs in thoſe caſes. Perhap s ſome-of the fe- 
vers cured by Dr Lyſon, with calomel, have 
been of the ſame kind.

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pain in the hip, ſometimes originate from this 
ſource. The warm bath, with ſome ſaline pre- 
parations of mercury, with the decoction of the 
ſtipites dulcamare, I have ſeen cure diſorders of 
khis kind; which reſiſted every other medicine.

; Have already ſpoken ſo Sali concerning the 


nature and cure of theſe complaints under 


the different heads of Venercal ulcers, Exulcerated 
 Buboes, Venereal Sore Throat, Diſeaſes of the Shin, 


Venereal Pains, and eſpecially in the chapter 


where I conſidered the reaſons why ſome -vene- 


real complaints do not yield to mercury, that 


very little remains to be added here. 


I muſt only obſerve, that IJ have found moſt, 
if not all, of theſe complaints admit of great re- 
lief, or even of a radical cure ; and that the 
great point for accompliſhing this deſirable end, 
lies leſs in theſe complaints themſelves, than in 
an exact knowledge of their nature. This cer- 
tainly requires ſometimes more practical ſaga 
city than is generally imagined. The great > 
ject is, to diſtinguiſh exactly; fir, whether 


thoſe runnings, ulcers, cutaneous eruptions, 
pains, &c. are really of a venereal nature; 1 
mean, whether they owe their origin really to 


the venereal poiſon, or rather to ſome other 
cauſe widely different; or /econdly, whether they 


are the effects of mercury ; or, what is perkaps 
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of the greateſt conſequence, thirdly, whether, 
from having been originally owing to the ve- 
nereal virus, they now, by time or other cir- 
cumftances with which we are not yet ſufficient- 


ly acquainted, have changed their nature. In 
which caſe, inſtead of yielding to the power of 
mercury, they ſeem to be not only in every de- 


gree exacerbated by that remedy; but likewiſe, 
If its uſe be imprudently infiſted on, will at 
laft prove fatal to the patient. In proof of 
this, I have adduced; under the above men- 
tioned heads, ſeveral ſtriking, and, as I think, 

convincing inſtances. And thoſe of my readers 
who are particularly intereſted in this ſubject 
may find a good many more in Mr Fahre's Sup- 
plement to his Treatiſe on the Venereal Diſeaſe. 1 
now proceed to the conſideration of thoſe medi- 
cines which I have hitherto found moſt effica- 
cious in removing theſe dreadful and obſtinate

To diſtinguiſh complaints ariſing fon mer- 


cury from real venereal ones, great judgment is 
often required. I have ſeen patients who com- 


— Plained & rhenmatic pains, pains of the bones, 


adachs, ſpaſms in different parts, and trem- 
bling of the extremities, &c. owing, as they 


thought, to the enormous quantity of mercury 
they had taken ; whom, however,. after a'care- 


ful inquiry, I have effectually cured by giving 
them more mercury; becauſe J found that the 
obſtinacy of their preſent complaints, though 
really venereal. was owing to an improper pre- 


paration of mercury made uſe of, or to a pro- 
| per preparation improperly adminiſtered; which 
being evacuated by ſtool, falvation, or immo- 
derate

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derate ſweats as faſt as it was given, thereby, 
though taken for a great length of time and in 


5 conſiderable quantities, could never exert its 


proper effect upon the poiſon lodged ir in the bo- ; 


dy. 
Diſeaſes are often . by mercury, on 


account of their miſtaken nature. I have ob- 


ſerved above, that claps, ulcers, and buboes, 


may, and do often, ariſe from a cauſe, very dif- 
ferent from the v iereal; ; and that, in this caſe, 
they are not unfrequently miſtaken by ſuperfi- 
cial practitioners for venereal complaints, where 
there never was as much as a ſhadow of any ſy- 
philitic poiſon in the caſe. It is, therefore, no 
wonder, that they find, in ſuch inſtances, all the 


mercurial preparations, tried often one after the 
other, prove, if not hurtful or fatal, at leaſt 
perfectly uſeleſs to the patient. I have men- 
tioned under the different heads, how thoſe com- 
plaints are to be diſtinguiſhed and treated; and 


therefore find it ſuperfluous to repeat any thing 


further about them. I bt

till we bring on a running. In thoſe caſes, where 
the diſeaſe is not of a venereal nature, but owingz 


as is. not unfrequent, to the effects of mercu- 
ry, inſtead of following the general routine, of 
practice, to give new mercurial preparations, 
after two or more of them have been already 
tried in vain, we muſt endeavour to counteract 
and deſtroy thoſe effects. This is moſt effectually 
done by the internal uſe of purified ſulphur,

Thoſe complainits arhich are 8 owing to 
the venereal virus nor to the effects of mercury, 
but which, though originally venereal in the be- 


ginning, having by time, by the uſe of mercury, 


and other circumſtances, changed their nature, 
reſiſt now the one as well as the other of the 


methods juſt before recommended. In theſe 
Caſes, it is often beſt to leave off for a time all 
medicines whatever: change the low diet for an 
invigorating and ſtrengthening one, and the con- 
fined air of a town- room for the healthy country 
air, eſpecially at the ſea- ſide. If medicines are 


to be given, the tonics or ſtrengthening ones are 


thoſe from which we have moſt to expect. Un- 


der this claſs 1 principally reckon antimo- 
nials, and more eſpecially, in the, caſes alluded 
to, chalybeates. But, when ſpeaking of the uſe 
of thoſe medicines, I would not be underſtood 


to preſcribe them in the quantity of a few grains 


as uſually given, but in much larger doſes. The 
preparations I generally make uſe of are, the 


_ crude, antimony, the æthiops martialis, and 
more eſpecially a tincture made of iron and vi- 


triolic ether. Of theſe I adminiſter ſuch doſes 
as the conſtitution of the Patient will bear, ei-

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ther alone or united, according to circumſtan- 
| ces, with the decoctions of ſarſaparilla, the Pe- 
ruvian bark, or walnuts. The ſulphur of anti- 


mony, united with the extract of hemlock, will 
be ſometimes very ſerviceable, alone or with 
a decoction of ſarſaparilla with the mezereum 
root, and the uſe of warm baths. Sometimes the 


cold bath, and eſpecially bathing in the ſea, 


will greatly contribute to the effect of the above 


medicines. 
From the decahuas Lanes L have ſeen, 


in ſeveral inſtances, evident good effects. But 


of all the remedies hitherto recommended for 
venereal complaints incurable by mercury, I 


have ſeen none equal to a decoction made uſe of 


by Dr Paullini, phyſician at Lay bach in Carniolia. 


With this decoction, the moſt. malignant and 
obſtinate ulcers, cutaneous diſorders, tophus, 
caries, pains of the bones and other parts of the 
body, arifing from a venereal cauſe, which re- 
ſiſted the power of all other medicines preſcri- 


bed by different phyſicians in different climates, 


have been effeQually cured ; and, what is ſill 
more remarkable, for the moſt. part; in a very 
ſhort ſpace of time. It is, however, much to 
be regretted that this remedy cannot become of 
more general uſe, nobody having been hitherto 
able to prevail upon him to make it publio.

TJ PA practical obſervations have. fug- 
geſted to me why mercury ſometimes fails 
in curing venereal complaints, depend on the 
following cauſes; viz. I. On mercury and its 
preparations. 2. On the method of exhibiting 
the ſame, internally as well as externally. , 3. On 
the greater or leſs irritability or conſtitutional 
ſtrength of the patient, or ſome faults commit- 
ted by the ſame. 4. On the nature of the dif- 
eaſe TEA. I ſhall treat of them i in order. 
* Concerning the . and ſecond point: Since 
the uſe of mercurial.ointment in. frictions, the 
_ firſt and only method made uſe of in the ſix- 
teenth century, ſeveral other preparations, both 
for internal and external uſe, have been diſco- 
vered and tried, with, a view to cure venereal 
complaints which would not yield to frictions, 
or to remove the diſeaſe more ſpeedily or in a 
more convenient manner. I ſhall avoid making 
here any a, ven ep the preference which 
either of thoſe-methods may, claim over the reſt; 
and ſhall here confine myſelf entirely to the 
reaſons why mercurial frictions, as well as other 


pre- 
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preparations of mercury, ſometimes prove inef- 


* 


fectual for removing ſome venereal complaints, 


having offered the neceſſary dbſervations on 
theſe preparations before. 

I have ſeen a variety of perſons affected with 
gleets, ſhankers, pains and caries-of the bones, 
cutaneous eruptions, herpes, ulcerations of the 


noſe, throat, &c. condylomatous or verrucous 


excreſcences in different parts of the body, but 
eſpecially about the anus and pudenda, which 
ſeemed obſtinately to reſiſt the effects of mercu- 

; and which, ſo far from being removed by a 
copious! and diſagreeable ſalivation, were rather 
increaſed by it, and, when removed, Fre re- 
turned again ſhortly afterwards. *' / 

After a careful 3 inquiry, I found that the cau- 
ſes of this difficulty are frequently to be ſought 
for in the medicine itſelf; being owing, either, 
I/, To its being badly prepared, or ill fitted for 
curing the diſeaſe. 24h, To its not having been 
given in a ſufficient quantity, or continued for 
a ſufficient length of time. And, 3dly, To its be- 
ing adminiſtered in too great a quantity, and by 
that means exciting a falivation, ſweats, and 
purging, without deſtroying the venereal'y virus 
in the body. 

The great point in curing the Weg diſeaſe 
by means of mercury, being to introduce ſuch a 
quantity of it into the habit as ſhall be ſufficient 
totally to eradicate the venereal poiſdn, it is 
evident that medicines unſkilfully or negligent- 
ly prepared, may have the worſt effects, or no 
effect at all. Thus, for example, if ſublimate be 
mixed with arſenic in order to render it whiter, 


— and 
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and give it a better appearance, or if mercury 
be combined with ſubſtances incapable of hold- 
ing it ſuſpended, or if, when made into pills, it 
be not ſufficiently triturated ſo as to be equally 
divided, its effects cannot be but precarious. In 
the latter caſe, one pill may contain three or 
more grains of mercury, and another only one 
grain, or perhaps none at all; and when this 
is the caſe, the latter will une no effect, While 
from the former, the patzent may ee a 
violons griping; purging, &c. 

Here we may obſerve, that a mercurial: pre- 
on is always ill fitted for the purpole, 
Whenever it is incapable of entering into the 
habit, or if, when it has entered the circulation, 
jt excites a falivation before it has deſtroyed the 
virus; for it is erroneous to believe, as I men- 
tioned above, that by a ſalivation all the poiſon 
is carried off, and the diſeaſe by that means ra- 
dically cured, juſt the contrary to this being 
often the caſe. It is true, that if a ſalivation is 
brought on, the patient will oftem find all his 
ſymptoms diſappear, and of courſe be induced 
to think himſelf cured; but ſome. months, nay 
ſometimes only a few weeks afterwards, the 
complaints in many caſes will return again with 
increaſed violence. I do not deny, however, 
but that the diſeaſe, eſpecially, if light, may by 
this means be radically cured: but I maintain, 
from repeated obſervations in private as well as 
hoſpital practice, that the practitioner can never 
be certain of a real cure; and of courſe, that the 
cures effected by ſalivation are not only doubt- 


ful, but. . 2 ineffectual. But 
2 upon 
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upon this ſubj ect I have already rie more 
fan in the — Is chapter. 

The principal remark to be made here i is, that 
to cure the lues well and radically, no practi- 
tioner who has the welfare of his patients at 
heart, and who does not chooſe to adminiſter 
his medicines at random, will ever make uſe of 
any mercurial preparation or compoſition which 
he has not prepared himſelf, or at leaſt taken 
care to ſee the ſame prepared by ſome perſon on 
whole integrity and care he can rely. The re- 
peated diſappointments I have experienced my- 
ſelf, and which I have ſeen happen to others, 
have rendered me lerne exact on this 
i f 
We ſhould Urewiſe be 8 not to make 
uſe of mercurials combined with medicines, 
which may render the former leſs efficacious; 
becauſe they not only diſappoint us, but often 
render the cure more tedious and precarious. 
I have ſeen repeated inſtances of this with Plam- 
mer's pills; and have heard the ſame remark 
made by other attentive and eminent nn 
ers. 
: We ou ut never to o give acrid . of 
mercury when we can effect a cure with mild 
ones. The dreadful effects I have repeatedly 
been an eye-witneſs to, from remedies of this 
ſort, eſpecially from the corroſive ſublimate, 
oblige me to inculcate this caution with the 
greater warmth. The conſtant effects of ſuch 
acrid compolitions, eſpecially in delicate habits, 
are pains in the ſtomach and bowels, lots of ap- 
W violent. Sripings, diarrhœas, and ſome- 
times 1 
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times dangerous colics; or, if they enter into the 
- mals, they excite ſpitting of blood, convulſions, 
nervous fevers, and other complaints, more bane- 
ful even than the diſeaſe they were intended for 
to eradicate; or elſe they will perhaps excite a 
ſalivation, and of courſe prevent from being 
continued to complete the cure. If we ſome- 
times adminiſter them, as may now and then 
be requiſite in cutaneous. or deep-ſeated vene- 
real complaints, we ſhould carefully confider 


the habit of the Pcs: and if that appears to 


admit of them, begin with very {mall doſes; in 


order to avoid the above mentioned ſymptoms, 


particularly the diarrhcea ; for when that takes 
place, the mercury, inſtead of entering into the 
maſs, will be carried off by ſtool, and of -courſe 


co occaſion trouble and pain to the patient, with-

out affording him any relief. In general, there- 
fore, we ſhould be careful in the choice and ad- 
miniſtration of mercurial preparations: we ſhould 
find out, in every caſe, that preparation which 
ſeems heſt to agree with the conſtitution, and 


never inſiſt obſtinately on the uſe of a prepara- 


tion or doſe which excites bad ſymptoms in the 
body: We ſhould: not imitate. the example of 
| thoſe quacks whoſe knowledge conſiſts entirely 
in /a noſtrum, which they give indiſcriminately 
to all their patients, for every kind of venereal 
complaint, and pronounce their patients cured 
as ſoon as the ſymptoms of the diſorder have 
diſappeared; to which aſſertion, credit is the 
more readily given, as moſt, young men diſlike 
to be conſtrained or confined to a courſe of me- 
dicines for a length of time. Thus they will 

EE > my 
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now and then cure a patient; but in the mean 
time ruin the conſtitution of many, and com- 
monly render the diſeaſe more obſtinate and in- 
veterate for the future. The poiſon indeed re- 


mains latent for weeks, months, or ſometimes - 


even for years; but then it breaks out with re- 


doubled rage and violence, and not unfrequent- 


ly produces ſymptoms and diſeaſes ; the nature 
of which, eſpecially in women, we muſt only 
raeſs, and which, in that ſtate, ſomerimes baffle 


the ſkill of the moſt able phyſician ; for, vene- 


real'complaints, the older they are, the more 
obſtinate they prove againſt the power of mer- 


cury. 


proves unſucceſsful in curing the lues, viz. on 


account of the conſtitution of the patient, &c. 


We ſometimes meet with patients, efpecially 
among the femile ſex, or ſuch as have taken 
mercury for former venereal complaints, whoſe 


conſtitution is now fo irritable, that after the 
adminiſtration of a few grains or a few frictions, 


they are either affected with a nervous fever, 
ſpaſms, headach, or they very readily fall into 
a ſalivation on the ſecond or third day. In 
theſe conſtitutions we ought to be peculiarly 
careful to find out the preparation and doſe beſt 


adapted to them. The Peruvian bark, or ſome 


other vegetable, tonic, 1s here ſometimes admi- 
niſtered with mercury to great advantage. By 
the neglect of theſe precautions many patients 
of this kind will be ſufferers for life, without 
ever being cured radically.' There is one remark

I come now to the third point, why mercury 
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: OY Wa, been dither paid. Moſt writers : 
and practitioners confine their venereal patients 

under a mercurial courſe, without any diſtinc- 
tion to a low diet, as well with regard to cating 

as drinking. This rule is however a very im- 

Proper one when generally applied. Such a 
diet will be very proper for ſtrong, vigorous 
conſtitutions; but for weak, delicate, or 1rrita- 
table ones, it is ſometimes highly! improper. A 
full diet, with the moderate uſe of wine, ought 
to be allowed to them; otherwiſe mercury will 
produce no effects upon the poiſon, though very 

diſagreeable ones upon the conſtitution. The 
warm bath will ſometimes much aſſiſt in theſe 
caſes. Nature readily co-operates with mercu- 
ry in ſome conſtitutions z whereas in others it 
does but little, or acts flowly, and with diffieul-* 
ty. But beſides this peculiarity in the conſti- 
tution, we often obſerve, that patients render 
their complaints complicated and obſtinate, by 
attempting to cure themſelves, or by applying 
to quacks, or unſkilful perſons in the art of 
healing. They frequently alſo hurt themſelves 
by neglect of diet, or by not making uſe of the 

medicines in the manner preſcribed, or by not 
Continuing the ſame long enough, but leaving 
off as ſoon as the ſymptoms diſappear, by expo- 
ſing themſelves imprudently to the damp and 
cold atmoſphere, eſpecially at night; or when 
they grow impatient and inconſtant, going from 
one phyſician to another, or making ule for ſome 
days or weeks of one medicine and then of a- 
narher. By all theſe different circumſtances, 
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venereal — are often rendered extreme. | 


ly obſtinate, 

_ Mercury likewiſe Sineabivd fails; whats the 
patient, by a previous large or imprudent uſe of 
mercury, can hardly bear a few grains or a few 
frictions without ſalivation: in this caſe, if we 
leave off the nſe of mercury, our patient will 
not get rid of his diſorder ; and if we continue 


it, we are ſure to bring on a traubleſome ptya- 


lim, which will laſt ſometimes for weeks or 
months, expoſing the patient to dangerous con- 
ſequences, and often leaving the principal diſ- 
order uncured. What ought to be done in theſe 
circumſtances, I have hinted in ſeveral places 
of the foregoing chapters. 


But we are, fourthly, by far more frequently 


diſappointed in our expectations from mercury, 


by miſtaking the nature of the diſorder; by 


judging thoſe complaints, venereal which never 
were venereal, or which often are owing either 
to the effects of mercury, or to a ſtate of the 
diſorder; which, though originally ariſing from 
the venereal virus, has degenerated, either by 
time or other cauſes, into a diſeaſe of a quite 


different nature, for which mercury is not only 
no antidote, but a real poiſon. Of theſe com- 


plaints we have ſpoken already, and mall have 
D to peak Wee hereafter. 
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Bras th ihe tit | friftions! the Gern 
tions, and the internal uſe of the different 


mercurial preparations, a variety of other me- 
dicines has been recommended, either to cure 
the different venereal complaints without mer- 
cuty, or to aſſiſt mercury in its operation; and 
as there are inftances where the mercury fails, 


or where patients by its uſe are expoſed to dif. 
agreeable conſequences, a remedy has long been 
ſought for, which, without having any of the 


noxious qualities of mercury, might have all its 
8 powerful and good ones. Moſt of the quack 
medicines, fold and praiſed as preparations from 


the vegetable kingdom for this purpoſe, I have 


been at pains to analyze, 'and have found them 
generally to be nothing but one or other mer- 


P 


curial preparation diſguiſed. 
Several remedies have been. ee as 
ſuccedaneums for mercury for the cure of the 
venereal diſeaſe, which have been made uſe of 
for this purpoſe, we are told, with ſucceſs, be- 
fore or ſince mercury was introduced. Some, v 'E 


are credibly informed, are even at this time 


2 1 actually 


actually employed with the beſt effect, in South 
as well as in North-America, for curing the ve- 
nereal diſeaſe radically without mercury». Such 
of them as I have ſeen made uſe of for the ſame 
purpoſe in Europe, have generally failed; and J 
have never ſeen yet one inſtance of a confirmed 
pox radically cured without mercury. Some of 
them, however, are worthy of our attention, 

and certainly deſerve a fairer trial than has 
hitherto been beſtowed on them, in order to 
aſcertain their power, eſpecially ſuch as are re- 


commended by men of knowledge and obſerva- 
tion. The root of the Lobelia fyphilitica, with 
which, as we are inſtructed by Dr Kalm, and 
afterwards more exactly by Mr Bartram*, the 


inhabitants of North America cure the venereal 
diſeaſe as effectually and radically as we do with 
mercury. They take a handful of the freſh, or 
(which he ſays is better) dried plant; they waſh 


it, and boil it in a gallon and a half of water; 


of which decoction the patient drinks every day, 
if his conſtitution will ſuffer it, a quart in the 
beginning, gradually augmenting the doſe, till 
he can no longer bear the purging excited by it; 
then he leaves it off for a day or two, and, if

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* The latter author adviſes the patient to take two gills of this a 


decoction three times a-day on an empty ſtomach, and augment 
the doſe according. to the ſtrength of the patient, making uſe of 
warm baths, and a proper diet at the ſame time. Care ſhould be 
taken not to make uſe of the lobelia longiflora inſtead of the 


lobelia ſyphilitica, the former being of a much more acrid nature 


than the latter. —In ſome parts of Italy it is even now a law of 
government, not to make uſe of mercury in hoſpitals for curing 
the venereal diſeaſe. | 
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neceſſary, continues it again till he finds himſelf 
perfectly well, which is for the moſt part in a 
fortnight. - If there are any external diſorders, 
they walh the affected parts with the ſame de- 
coction.—lf the diſeaſe is very obſtinate, they 
mix with the lobelia, the root of the Ranunculus 
abortivus, but in a ſmall quantity on account of 
its acrimony. In order to heal up the venereal 
ulcers, they dry the root of Geum nivale, and 
{ſprinkle its powder upon them. They alſo cure 
deep and putrid ulcers, by the external uſe of | 
the powder of the interior bark of the Geanothus | 
Americanus. A decoction of the ſtipites of the | 
Solanum ditcamara, or of the root of the Daphne 
mezereum, or Daphne laureola, and more eſpecially - 
the powder of Sar/aparilla in large doſes, have 
been jof late much fecommended in obſtinate 
venereal complaints; but how far their opera- 
tion ſucceeds without the previous uſe of mercu- 
xy, is not yet aſcertained, 
In South America, and in the Weſt 1 
the decoction of the woods of guaiac, ſaſſafras, 
Sc. is praiſed as a remedy, with which alone 
N the moſt confirmed lues may be eaſily cured. 


It may be that venereal complaints are thereby 
removed between the tropics, and in the warmer 
climates of our globe; but in Europe I have ne- 
ver ſeen one caſe where they effected a radical 

cure; but ſometimes rather prove hurtful, pro- 

ducing profuſe ſweats, hæmoptyſis, confump- 
tions, &c. eſpecially in delicate and thin habits.

My friend Dr Winterl, Profeſſor of Botany & 
Buda'i in Hungary, diſcovered lately, that the in- 
habitants in the confines of Turkey cured them- 
ſelves of the lues in all its e by a decoction 
of the Afragalus exſcapus.— The inſpiſſated juice 
of the Papaver ſomniferum, known under the 
name of Opium, by ſucceſſive increaſed doſes 
from one to twelve or ſixteen grains in a- day, 
firſt propoſed for a trial by Dr Moth, as I men- 
tioned above, has proved very ſuccefsful in the 
Great Military Hoſpital at New York. But how 
far all theſe medicines, as I ſaid juſt before, do 
or may ſucceed without mercury, I am not able 
to decide. So much it ſeems to be certain, that 
the lues is in general much eafier cured in warm 
climates, when properly treated, than in cold 
ones. A decoction of the bark of Prunus Padus 
has been lately found very efficacious, eſpecially 
when joined with the uſe of mercury, in many 
violent and inveterate venereal complaints, by 
Dr Biornlund Phyſician in Sweden; and an ac- 
count of them has been inſerted in the Swediſh

White arſenic mixed with the — a the 
root and berries of the Solanum lethate, one

OBs8ERVATIONS on ſome dangerous or un- 
happy Prejudices generally prevailing a- 
bout the VENEREAL DISEASE.

| I. is an opinion imbibed by ſome patients, that 
| the venereal poiſon, when once abſorbed into 
the ſyſtem, can by no means be totally eradica- 
ted; conſequently they believe, that' a perſon 
| who is once thoroughly infected, can never look 
upon himſelf as radically cured. This opinion, 

beſides its abſurdity, renders thoſe who enter-. 
tain it very unhappy. I have ſeen frequent in- 
ſtances, in the female ſex eſpecially, where ſuch 

patients led a molt miſerable and melancholy - 
life, notwithſtanding every thing the phyſician 
could ſay to the contrary. The leaſt thadow of 
a headach, -a rheumatic pain, or the ſmalleſt 
pimple upon the ſkin, were by ſuch patients ac- , 

counted certain proofs of the poiſon lurking in - 
the maſs, and about tg produce the moſt dire- 
ful effects. Theſe patients are real objects of 
compaſſion ; we ought to beſtow ſome time for 

inquiry, and pay the moſt careful attention to- 
wards them ; for indeed we can hardly think of 

a greater degree of miſery than to be perpetual- . 
ly hapnted with ſuch an imagination. If, there- 
ES fore, 
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fore, after our moſt careful inquiry, we find no 

ſymptoms of a venereal kind remaining, we 
ſhould endeavour to correct their prejudice, by 
ſetting before them the examples of others of 
their acquaintance, or, if circumſtances admit, 

of thoſe of our own, who have been affected as 
much as themſelves, or perhaps much more, and 
Who now, perhaps, after a great number of 
years, enjoy the moſt perfect ſtate of health, 

are married, and have healthy and fine bil 
dren. 

The ſame attention we ought to pay to thoſe 
who 3 imagine, that if mercury 1s once taken for 
the cure of the lues, it will not ſo eftectually 
cure it a ſecond time. Theſe prejudices are 
moſt frequently found among the women, 
thongh ſometimes allo men of a melancholic 
conſtitution will be influenced by them ;, but 
there is another prejudice of which I am now to 
ſpeak, which is not only abſurd but crimi- 
nal, and deſerves a moſt ſevere puniſhment from 
the magiſtrate wherever it can be proved. It 
exiſts only among ſome young men of a looſe 
character, and diſſolute and brutal manner of 
thinking. With theſe wretches it is an opinion, 
that the beſt method to get rid of a clap is coi- 
tion with one or more healthy women; and in 
this manner J have ſeen venereal complaints pro- 
pagated, in the courſe of a few days, to ten or 

twelve healthy perſons, who had the misfor- 

tune to fall in with thoſe wretches, or with the 

objects of their brutality and cruelty. The ab- 
ſurdity of this notion is evident to every perſon 

of common ſenſe, who has the leaſt e

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of the nature and ſeat of the diſeaſe ; and where 
this practice ariſes merely from prejudice, the 
ſlighteſt information will be ſufficient to remove 
it. But it is to be feared, that the cauſe may 
frequently lie deeper in the heart of theſe per- 
ſons; and that this abominable practice pro- 
ceeds from malignity, or from a mean and low 
diſpoſition to revenge themſelves upon innocent 
perſons, becauſe in their imprudence or drunk- 
enneſs they themſelves had become the dupes 
of other 8.
